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I Laboured much more to convince one who had 
known me for feveral years, That (he had left 
her fird love, and was in the utmoft danger of 
lofing the things which (he had wrought. But Qie 
was proof againd argument as well as perfuafion,' 
^nd very civilly renounced all fellowlhip with me, 
^ Becaufe ((he fitid) i was difafFefled to the gp« 
vernment!" O what will not thofe either believe 
or adcrt, who are refolved to defend a defperate 
caufe 1 

Sunday 30. jfohn Jonts (late a zealous Calviniil) 
preached (or the fird tin>e at the Foundery. I Truft 
he will never reft, till he who died Jor all hath 
cUanfid him from aU unrigkUoufnefsm 

Thurfd^y, Dec. 4. 1 mentioned to the Society 
my defign of giving phyfic to the poor. About 
thirty came the next day: and in three wc' 
about three hundred. This we continued fc^ 
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buried in the ruins. Abundance oF peopk ga^ 
thered together, and in two or three hours dug 
them out; The beds in which they had lain, were 
siafhed in pieces, as was all the furniture of the 
houfe. But neither man, woman nor child was 
killed or hurt. Only he had a little fcratch on hit 
hand. 

Saturday, January 3, 1747. . I called upon poor 
Mr. C. who once largely tajied of the good tDOfd and 
ef the powers of the world to come. I found hiiti very 
loving — and very drunk, as he commonly is, day 
and night. But I could fix nothing upon him. 
«« He may idiXJculty : but not Jtnally /** 

Sunday 2t. In the evening I rode to Brentford 2 
the next day to Newkrry, and Tuefday 13, to the 
Devizes, The town was in an uproar from end to 
end, as if the Fiench were juft entering: and 
abundance of fwelling words we heard, oaths, 
curfes and threatnings. The mod a£live man in 
(lining up the people, we were infoimcd, was Mr* 
Jf. the C. he had been indefatigable in the work, 
going all the d^y from houfe to houfe. He had 
Mo been at the pains of fctting up an advertife* 
mcnt in the mo{l public places of the town, ** Of 
an O^nubilative, Pantomimic Entertainment, to be 
jsxhibited at Mr, Clark's** (where 1 was to preach.) 
The latter part of it contained a kind of double en- 
terdre, which a moded perfon cannot well repeat, 
l.fcegan preaching at feven, on the grace oj our Lord 
Jfefus Chriji, Many of the mob came in, liflcncd 
a little, and flood dill. No one opened his mouthy 
but attention fat on the face of every hearer. 

Wedncfday 14. 1 rode on to Br:Jiol^ and fpent 
a week in great peace. Thurfday 22. About half 
hour after twelve 1 took horfc for Wick^ where I 
had appointed to preach at three. 1 was riding by 
the wall through ot, Nicholas gate (my horfe Rav- 
ing been brought to the hoiKe where I dined) jud 
as a cart turned diort from St. Nicholas dreet, and 
came fwifily down the hill. There was jud room 
to pafs between the wheel of it »nd the wall } but 
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that rpace was taken up by the carman* I callect ^ 
him to go back or I mud ride over him. But ^ ^^ 
man, as ifdcaF, walked (Irait forward* This obl/>. 
ed me to hold back my horfe. In the mean time 
the (haft of the cart came full againfl his (houlder, 
with fuch a ihock as beat him to the ground. He 
fhot me forward over his head, as an arrow out of 
a bow, where 1 lay, with my arms and legs, I 
know not how, ftretchcd out in a line, clofe to the 
wall. The wheel rag by, clofc to my fide, but 
only dirtied my cloth'cs. I found no flutter ol 
fpirit, but the fame compofure as if I had been fit- 
ting in mylludy. When the cart was gone I rofc. 
Abundance of people gathered round, till a Gen« 
tleman defired me to ftep into his (hop. After 
cleaning myfelf a little, I took horfe agaih, and^ 
was at M^ick by the time appointed. 

I returned id Brifiol (where the report of mys be- 
ing killed had fpread far and wide) time enough to 
praife God in the great congregation and to.preacl^ 
ofv, Thou, Lordy Jhaltjavt both man and Uafi. My 
fhoulders and hands, and {\dt and both my legs 
were a little biuifed. My knees fomething more ; 
my right thigh the moft, which made it a.little dif- 
ficult lo me to walk. But feme warm treacle took 
away all the pain in an hour, and the lamcnefs in 
a day or two. 

After vifiting the little Societies in Somerfttjhirt 
and IViUJkire, on Thurfday 29, 1 preached at Bear^ 
Udd in my way, and thence rode on to the Devizes i 
I found much pains had been taken again, to raife 
a mob; but it was.loft labour. All that could be 
muflered were a few flraggling foldiers, and f«riy 
or fifty boys, Notwithftanding thefe, I preached 
in great peace, on All havt firund and comejhort of 
the glory of God. In the morning, January 20, I 
explained and applied, He heaUth them thai are 
hoken in heart. We then took horfe, in the midft; 
of a quiet, civil people, and the next afternoon>y 
came to London, 

Moada/i Feb* s« I began examining the clafTe*. 

Haviog 
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Having defired the Leaders, fuch as had leiTure^ 
to give me a (hort accounun writing of thofe under 
their care, among many others, I received the fol- 
lowing note.

<* T Hope ray Clafs are bending one way. K. T, 
1 A. G, A. S, M. S, M. R, E. L, and S. S, fccrn 
to retain their confidence in the Lord, W. R, L« 
R, S. R, H. B, I. B, the Elder and A. B, fccm to 
be (hut up in a fog, and are not able to get out at 
any fide. They are very dead and yet very fore. 
Nothing feems to do them any good, unlefs it bp 
fmooth as oil, and yet (harp as a razor. 

M. S, M. Q, E. E, E. B, M. H, F. B, M. S, J. 
B, and J. B. the younger, feem to be in earncR, 
fee king the Lord. J. T, M. H, appear to have a 
flefire, and to be widely fceking fomething. 

It feems to me, we all want advice that is plain 
and cutting, awakening and ihaking, and hafining 
us, like that of the angel, «« Elcape for thy life. 
Look not behind thee^ neither tarry thou in all 
the plain." I find the Lord often waking me as 
with thunder. Yet 1 find a fpirit of flillncTs and 
Jukewarmnefs to cleave to me like the fkin to my 
flclh. The Lord (hews me at times how infenfibly 
it deals upon me, and makes me tremble, becau^ 
i h^e not been fearing always. May he give us 
to feel the true flate of our fouls! Which, I hope, 
will ever be the prayer of

Ye who loved and profited by this man of God, 
"when he was alive, hear what hting dead he ytt 
fptakcth. 

Tucfday lo. My brother returned from the 
North, and 1 prepared to fupply his place there, 
Sunday i ^, 1 was very weak and faint. But on 
Monday i6^ I lofe fooa after thicei lively and 
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flrong, and found all my complaints ' were llcci 
aiway like a dream. 

1 was wondering the day before at the mildnefs 
of the weather, fuch as feldom attends me in my 
journeys. Rut my wonder now ceafed : the wind 
wras turned full North, and blew fo ej^ceeding hard 
and keen, that when we came to Hatfield^ neither 
my companions nor 1 had much ufe pf our hands 
or feet. After reding an hour, we bore up again, 
through the wind and fnow, which drove full in 
our faces. But this was only a fquall. In Baldock 
Field the florm began in earnefl. The large hail 
drove fo vehemently in our face, that we could not 
fee, nor hardly breathe. However before two 
o'clock we reached Baldock^ where one met and 
condu6led us fafe to Potten. 

About fix I preached to a ferious congregation, 
Tuefday 17, We fet out as foon as it was well light. 
But it was really hard work to get forward. For the 
frcJil would not well bear or break. And the un- 
tracked fnow coveHng all the roads, we had much 
ado to keep pur hotfes on their feet. Mean time 
the wind rofe higher and higher, till it was ready ta 
overturn both man and bead. However after a fhort 
bait at Burden we pufhed on, and were met in the 
middle of an Open field, with fo violent a Aprm of 
rain and hail, as we had not had before. It drove 
through our coats, great and fmall, boots and every 
thing, and yet froze as it fell, even upon our eye* 
brows: fo that we had fcarce either ftrength or 
motion left, when we came into our inn at Stilton* 
We now gave up our hOpes of reaching Grantham^ 
the fnow falling fafter and fafter. However we took 
the advantage of a fair blafl to fet out, and made 
the befl of our way to Stamfopd Heath. But here 
a new difficulty arofe, from the fnow lying in large 
drifts. Sometimes horfe and man were well nigh 
fwallowed up. Yet in lefs than an hour we were . 
brought fafe to Stamford. Being willing to get a» 
far as we could, we made but a fhort flop here ; 
and about fun-fet came, cold and weary, yet well^ 
to a little town called Brig-caficrton. 

Wcdncfday 
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Wedncfday iS. Our fervant came up and faid, 
" Sir, there is no travelling to day. Such a quan« 
tity of fnow has Fallen in the night, that the roads 
axe quite filled up." 1 told him, ** At lead we can 
walk twenty miles a day, with our horfes in our 
hands." So in the name of Cod we fet out. The 
North £d(l wind was piercing as a fword, and had 
driven the fnow into (uch uneven heaps, that the 
main road was not palTabls. However we kept on,* 
a foot or on horfeback, till we came to the White 
Lion at Grantham* 

Some from Grimjby had appointed to meet us 
here. But not hearing any thing of them, (for they 
were at another houfe by miflake) after an hour's 
reft, we fct out ftrait for Epwortk. On the road 
we overtook a Clergyman and his fervant; but the 
tooth-ach quite fliut my mouth. We reached 
Newark about five. Soon after we were fet down, 
another Clergyman came and enquired for our 
fellow*t ravel len It was not long t>efore we en« 
gaged in clofe converfation. He told me (bme of 
our Preachers had frequently preached in his pa« 
rifli. And his judgment was, i. That their preach* 
ing at Hunjleet^ had done fome good, but mor« 
harm. Becaufe, s. Thofe who attended it had 
only turned from one wickednefs to another ; they 
had only changed Sabbath-breaking, fwearing or 
drunkennefs, for flandering, backbiting and eviU, 
fpedking; and, 3, Thofe who did not attend ir, 
were provoked hereby to return evil for evil. So 
that the former were, in effe^, no better ; the latter 
worfc than before. 

The fame objedlion (in fubdance) has been made, 
in mod other parts of England. It therefore de« 
ferves a ferious anfwer, which will equally hold in 
all places. Whether then we fpeak of Hunjleet^ 
Leeds, Brijiol ox London, it is allowed, " i. Thai 
pur Preachers has done fome good : common 
fwearcrs, fabbath-breakers, drunkards, thieves, fori 
nicators, having been reclaimed from thofe out- 
ward fins ;" but it is afRrmcd, " 2. That it has 
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r to 3 

Sont more harm, the perfons fo reclaiQied, onl3r 
changing one wickednefs for another : and thei^ 
neighbours being fo provoked thereby, as to be* 
come worfe than they were, before." 

*' Thofe who have left their outward (ins," you 
afHrm, have only changed drunkenncfs or Sabbath« 
breaking for backbiting and evil-fpeaking." I 
anfwer, if you affirm this of them all, it is notori- 
oufly falfe. Many we can name, who left curfmg, 
fwearing and backbiting, drunken nefs and evil- 
ipeaking all together, and who are to this day jufl 
as fearful of flandeting, as they are of curfing or 
fwearing. And if fome are not yet enough awarc^ 
of this fnare of the devil, we may hope they wilk^ 
be o'er long. Mean time fee that you blefs God 
for what he has done, and pray that he would 
deliver them from this death aifo. 

You affirm farther, ** That their neighbours are 
provoked hereby, to return evil for evil s and lb 
-while tkoibrmer are no better, the latter arc worfo 
than they were before." 

I anfwer, i. Thefe an worfe than they were be« 
ibre. Buyt why P 3ecaufe they do frefh def fight t^ 
thtfpirit of grace \ becaufe they dtfpife that long^ 
Jhjiringlov^iff God^ which would lead them (a« 
it does their neighbours) to repentance. And ia 
laying the blame of this on thole who will no longcn 
%un with tktm to the fame txctjs of riot, they only 
fulfil the Scriptures, and fill up the mcafureof their 
own iniquity. 

I anfwer, a. There is ill U no proportion at all^ 
between the good on the one hand, and the harn^ 
on the other : for they who rejeft the goodnefs of 
God, were fervants of the devil before ; and ihcy 
are but fervants of the devil dill. But they who 
accept it, are brought from the power of Satan, to 
ferve the living and true God. 

Thursday 19. The frofi was not fo (harp : fo that 
we had little difficulty till we came to Hazty^Car* 
But here the ice which covered the dykes ar|^d 
great part of the commoa) would not bear, nor 



niadily break. Nor did -we know, there being no 
track of man or beaft, what parts of the dykes were 
fordable. However we committed oorfelves to 
God and went on. We hit all our fords exaftly, 
gnd without any fall or confiderable hinderance 
eame to Eptoorth in two hours, full as well as when 
we left London* 

Sunday 29. I preached at five and at eight in 
the room : after evening prayers It the crofs. I 
fuppofe mod of the grown people in the town were 
prefent. A poor drunkara made a noife for fome 
time: till Mr* Maw (the chief gentleman of the 
town) took him in hand and quieted him at once* 
'Monday 23. Leaving Mr. Meyrick here, I fet 
otit with Mr. Larwood, and a friend from Crimjbym 
At two I preached at Lofeby in the way, to a quiet 
and ferious congregation. We reached Grimjby by 
five, and fpoke to as many of the Society as could 
conveniently come at that time. About feven I 
would have preached to a very large audience ; but 
a young gentleman with his companions quite 
<irowned my voice, till a poor woman took up th« 
caufe and by reciting a few pafiages of his life, wit- 
tily aiid keenly enough turned the laugh of all his 
companions full upon him. He could not fland it, 
but hailencd away. When he was gone, I went 
on with Ihtle interruption. 

Tuefday 24. I wrote a few lines to Mr. C. giv* 
iitg him an account of his kinlman's behaviour. He 
obliged him to come flrait to me and afk my par- 
don. Since that time we have had no diflurbance 
at Grimfiy. 

At noon I examined the little Society at Teirtey, 
I have not feen fuch another in all England, In the 
Clafs Paper (which gives an account of the contri- 
bution for the poor) I obferved one gave eight- 
pence^ often ten-pence a week : another, thirteen, 
fifteen or eighteen-pence : another iometimes one, 
fometimes two (hillings. 1 aflced Micah Etmoor^ the 
Leader (an Ifraelite indeed, who now refts from 
his labour) " How is this ? Arc "^cwi \.Vt V\Ocv^^ 
Society in England ?" He ani^v^tte.^* ^^ ^ U^^^V^ 
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not : but all of us v^ho are (ingle perfoni , hav« 
agreed togetheri to give both ourfelves and ail ue 
have to God : and we do it gladly, whereby we are 
able from time to time, to entertain all the (Irangeri 
that come to Tetney^ who often have no food tv 
eat, nor any fiiend to give them a lodging." 

We came to Ilainton foon after fun-(et. I never 
before faw fo Urge a congregation hei^ I declared 
to them all fProtedants and Papids) The grace of 
our Lord Jtjui Chrijiy and they feemed to be indeed 
.(as Homer fays) twtx vli^oina, winged words , that flew 
.as arrows from the hand of the molt High, to the 
heart of every hearer. * 

Wednesday 25. I had defigned to go (Irait for 
l.piuorth. But W» Fenwick begged I would call on 
the little flock at Tealby. Mr. B, <he faid) the 
.Miniderof the place had preached againd th«m 
with the utmoft bitterncfs, had repelled them from 
the Lord's table, and zealouily endeavoured to (lir 
up the whole town againd them. 1 called there 
about feven ; and began to talk with two or three, 

.that were in the houfe where we alighted. Pre- 
fently the houfe was full from end to end. I dood 
up and declared, By grace yc are Javed through faith* 
Even at Hainton I did not find fuch a bledins as 
here. Surely this day was the Scripture fulfilled, 
Jf ye 6e reproached for the fake cf Chrijt happy are ye: 

for thefpirit of glory and §f God rejldh upon you. 

About two in the afternoon 1 preached at Ferry^ 
and in the evening at Epworth. Thurfday 26, J 
left them all in peace and love, and rode to Syke* 
houfe where William Shent met nie, and one froir 
Acomb, I preached at three and at feven, and w< 

)were not a little comforted. 

Friday 27. Honed muddy Af. B. conduced mi 
to his houfe at Acomb, 1 now found out (which - 
could not comprehend before) what was the matte 
with him. He and one or two more, dace 1 fa^ 

. them lad, had been dudying the profound J^aco 
Behmen. The event was (as might eadly have bee 
fore(een) he had utterly confounded their Intellefi 

AD 



and filled them (6 Ml of fublioie fpeculauoot, that 
they had left Scripture and Common Senfe far 

behind. 

I preached at feven on Repent ye and keUeve tk€ 
gofpel. The congregation, many of whom caoio 
from York^ wat furprizingly quiet, though I ufed 
fhe utmoft plainnef> of Ipecch* Several of York 
came again at five in the morning. After preach- 
ing I fpoke with a few, who were deftrout tojotil 
heart and hand together, in feektng the kingdom 
of God. 

Saturday 28. 1 called at Skiptont on Mr. C. the 
Minider of Acomh^ who haddelired to fee me : and 
after half an hour, both agreeably and ulefully 
fpcnf, rode on to Thirjk, 

Here I rejoiced with T. Break': and his wife, 
lights (hining in a dark place. Cod has latei/ 
added Co them a third ; one formerly famous for all 
manner of wickednefs, v/ho was cjt 10 the heart 
while Mr* Brooke was talking 10 him, and went 
down to his houfe juftified* This had (truck the 
whole town ; fo that when I went down about five, 
to preach in a vacant houfe, it was quickly filled, 
within and without, the JuClice being one of tho 
congregation. In the morning about fix I preached 
again to a congregation more numerous than before. 
Nor did any man open his mouth, either at tho 
time of preaching, or while I walked through tha 
town, unlefs it were to bid me God fpeed, or to 
enquire, when I would come again P 

Sunday) March 1. I came to Oja.oihiAey about 
ten o'clock, jufl as the Minifler (who lives (ome 
miles ofFj came into town. I fent my fervico to 
hxm and told him, <* If he plcafed, I would afhft 
him, either by reading prayers or. preaching." On 
receiving the mcfTiige, he came to me immediately, 
and faid, ^ He would willingly accept of my 
alliflance." As we walked to church he faid, 
•« Perhaps it would fatigue you too much, to read 
prayers and preach too." 1 told him, <* No : I 
trould choofe it^ if he pleafcd;" which I did acp 
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cordiogly* After fervice was ended» Mr. D. faid 
^ Sir, i am forry I have not an houfe lie re to en« 
tertain you. Pray let me know whenever you 
come this way." Several alking, '* Where I would 
preach in the afternoon?" One went to Mr. D. 
again, and aflced, '* If he was willing I (hould 
preach in the church ?" He faid, ** Yes, whenever 
Mr. fVeflfy pleafcs." We had a large congregation 
at three o'clock. Thofe who in time pad had been 
the mod bitter gain fay ers, feemed now to be melted 
into love. All were convinced, we are no Papifts. 
How wifely does God order all things in their 
feafon ! 

Monday 2. I rede to NetocaflU. The next day, 
I met the Stewards, men who have approved them- 
felves in all things, They are of one heart and of 
one mind. I found all in the houfe of the fame 
fpirit ; pouring out their fouls to God many times 
in a day together, and breathing nothing but love 
and brotherly kindnefs. 

March 4. Being AJk-Wtdnefday^ I fpent fome 
hours in reading the exhortations of Ephram SyruSm 
Surely never did any man, (ince Davids give us fuch 
a pi£lure of a broken and contrite heart. 

This week I readt>ver with fome young men, a 
Compendium of Rhetoric and a Syftem of Ethics. 
I fee not why a man of tolerable underdanding 
may not learn in fix months time, more of folid 
Philofophy than is commonly learned at Oxford^ ia 
four (perhaps feven) years. 

Sunday 8. I preached at Gate/hcadj and declared 
the loving-kindnefs of the Lord. Jo the evening, 
obferving abundance of drfingers at the room, 1 
changed my voice and applied thofe terrible words, 
** I have overthrown fome of you as I overthrcMr 
Sodom and Gomorrah, and the red of you were as 
brands plucked out of the burning; yet have yc 
not turned unto me, faith the Lord." 

On Monday, Tuefday and Thurfday^ I examined 
the ClaiTes. I had been often told, ** It was itn« 
poflibic for mei to didiaguilh the precious from 
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tTie vile, without the miraculous difeemmest of 
fpirits." But I now faw, more clearly than -ever^ 
that this might be done^ and without much diffi- 
cuhy, fuppohng only two things, fiift, courage and 
(ledinefs in the examiner* Secondly, commoa 
fenfe and common honefty in the leader of each 
clafs. I vifit, for inftance, the clafs in the cUft^ of 
which Robert Peacock it leader. I a(k, ^ Does thii, 
and this perfon in your clafs, live in drunkenne(is 
or any outward (in ? Does he go to church abd ufe 
the other means of grace ? Does he meet you m 
often as he has opportunity ? Now if Robert Pe^ 
cock has common (enfe, he can anfwer theie quef* 
tions truly, and if he has common honefly, he will. 
And if not, fome other in the clafs has both, and 
can and will anfwer for him. Where is the di&'» 
cultv then of finding out, if there be any diforderly 
walker in this clafs P And confequently, in any 
other ? The queftion is oof, concerning the hearty 
but the life. And the general tenor of this, I do 
not fay, cannot be known, but cannot be hidp with« 
out a miracle. 

Wiiere then is the need of any miraculous di^ 
cernment, in order to purge one of thefe Societies ? 
Nay, where is the ufe of it ? For if 1 had that dif- 
cetnment, I am to pa(s fentence only ex aUegatis i3 
probatis : not according to what i miraculoufly di^ 
cern, but according to what is proved in the face of 
the Sun. 

The Society which the fir (I year confided 'of 
above eight h|indred members, is now reduced to 
/our hundred. But, according to the old proverb, 
the half is more than the whole. We fliail not be 
afhamed of any of thefe, when we fpeak with oiur 
enemies in the gate. 

Friday 13. I found Mr. P. and /• almod dif*' 
couraged, at the doctrine of abfolute and connota- 
tive nouns. I wonder any one has patience to 
learn logic, but thofe who do it on a principle of. 
confctcnce : unlefs he learns it, as three in h>ur of 
the young gentlemen in the univerlities do : that 
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ii» goes about it and about it, without underftanding 
one word of the matter. 

In fome of the follow mg days I fnatched a few 
hours, to read <' The hiftory ot the Puritans." I 
iland in amace. Firfl, at the execrable fpirit of 
' Perfecution, which drove thofe venerable men out 
of the church, and with which queen Elizabeth*! 
clergy were as deeply tinftured as ever queen 
Mary's were : Secondly, at the weaknefs of thofe 
holy confefToriy many of whom fpent fo much of 
their time and ftrength, in difputing about furplices 
and hoods, or kneeling at the Lord's fupper ! 

Thurfday 19. 1 conhdered, *< What would I do 
now, if I was lure I had but two days to live ? Ail 
outward things are fettled to my wifh. The 
houfes at Brijlol^ Kingfwood and NewcaftU are faie» 
The deeds whereby they are copvcyed to the 
truflees, took place on the 5th inflant* My will i« 
made. What have I more to do, but to commend 
xny foul to my merciful and faithful Creator ? 

Some days I fpent in every week, in examining 
-the Societies round NewcaftU, And great caufe I 
found to rejoice over them. Tuefday &4« I rode 
to BUtnchlandf about twenty miles from Nemcaftltm 
The rough mountains round about were (till white 
with fnow. In the midft of them is a fmall wind- 
log valley, through which the Daruient runs. Oa 
the ed^ of this the little town (binds, which ia 
indeed little more than a heap of ruins. There 
feems to have been a large cathedral church, by the 
vaft walls which Aill remain. I ftood in the 
church yard, under one (ide of the building, upon 
a large tomb-ftone, round which while I was at 
prayers, all the congtegation kneeled down on the 
grafs. They were gathered out of the !ead-mines 
JFrom all parts *, many from AUandaUy fix miles off. 
A row of children (at under the oppodce wall, all 
quiet and {lill. The whole congregation drank in 
every word, with fuch earneflnefs in their looks, 
that I could not but hope that God will make thia 
wilderaeis fing for joy. 

Ia 
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In the evening I came back to KemUndSf wher* 
>Ko John Brown has gathered a Society. O what 
may not a man of Im^Il natural talents do, if he 
be full of fdiih and love ? 

Sunday 29. After preaching at South' hiddick at 
five, I hadcned to Sunderland^ where I preached 
at eighr, and again at two, in the main (Ireet to a 
Kcnnington'Qomvnon congregation, I admire the 
fpirit o^ this people. From the iirdday I preached 
here to this hour, 1 have not ieen a man behave in* 
decently. Thofe who did not approve, quietly 
went away« 

Monday 30. I had leifure to refled on the 
ilrange cafe of Francis Coxon^ who was at firfl the 
grand fupport of the Society at Biddick. But after 
a time he grew weary of well-doing, complainiegt 
^Thatittook. up too much of his lime." He 
then began to fearch after curious knowledge, and 
to converfe with thofe who were like-minded. 1 he 
''World obferved it, and courted his company agairv^ 
** Now he was not fo precife." His fchool wae 
filled with children. Money flowed in, and he faid^ 
*' Soul, take thy eafe for many years." He came 
to NewcaftU with John Reach the Saturday after I 
came ; but had no leifure to call upon me. At 
night they fet out homeward. He was wa king e 
little before his companion, about three miles froiB 
NcTotaJlle^ in a way he knew as well as his own 
houfe floor, when ?^A7» heard him f- II, and aiked^ 
what is the matter r He anfwered, *'God has over* 
taken me. I am fallen into the quarry, and have 
broke my leg." John ran to iome houfes that 
were near and having procured help, cariied him 
thither. Thenee he was removed to ai^othjcr houfe, 
and a furgeon fent for, who came immediately. He 
foon recovered his fpirits, and afked how long it 
would be^ before he could be in his fchool again f 
And on Sunday, Monday and Tuefday was full of 
the world, nor was God in all his thoughts* Ou 
Wednefday, the furgeon told him honellly, ^* He 
thought^ hb could nqtlive.". Th«Q he awoke out 
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of deep* The fnares of death came about hitn, 
the pains of hell overtook him. He continued all 
Thurfday and Friday in the lower pit, in a place 
oF darknefs and in the deep; warning all to be- 
ware of drawing b<ck unto perdition, and C/ilIing 
upon God with flrong cries and tears. On Sun* 
day he found a little dawning of hope* This 
gradually increafed all the day. On Monday, he 
Knew God had healed his back-Aiding, and forrow 
and (ighing fled away. He continued all day in 
fervent prayer, mingled with praife and (Irong 
thankfgiving. ^* This night, faid he, will be a 

tlorious night to me. My warfare is accomplilht* 
iy (in is pardoned." Then he broke out ag^in 
into vehement prayer. About eight he left off 
fpeakingy and foon after, without any liruggle or 
groan, gave up his foul to God. 

Wednefday April i. I rode to lyinlinton Mills y a 
place famous above many, and called the rebels, 
*< To^ lay down theit arms, and be reconciled to 
God through his Son/' I faw neither old nor 
young that behaved amifs : for the dread of the 
Lord was upon them. 

Sunday 5. We fet out early, and about eight, 
went out into the market place at Hoxham. A 
multitude of people foon ran tCM;ether, the greater 
part, mad as colts untamed. Nfany had promifed 
to do mighty thing^. But the bridle was in their 
teeth. I cried aloud, Let the wicked farfake his woy^ 
and the unrighteous man his thoughts. They felt the 
Iharpnefs of the two-edgped fword, and funk inlQ 
ferioufnefs on every iide : infomuch that 1 heard 
tiot one unkind or uncivil word, till we left them^ 
ilanding and flaring one at another. At one I 
preached at Hor/efy : and about five in the even.- 
mg at NewcaftU, 

Monday 6. Having been informed, tliere were 
many large collienes three or four miles north aad 
north-^weft fro^i Durham^ I rode to a village called 
Renton^ in the midft of them^ and procbimed Tke 
Lordr G^i ^racifnf and .mea^fuU Abundant <£ 

people 
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pfople gave earned heed to every word which wa» 
fpoken ; kneeled down when I prayed, (ung after 
their manneri when I fung, and crouded into the 
houfe where I went in: crying out, one and all, 
** A, they were only too long a coining I Why did 
ihcy not come fooncr ? 

Tuelday 7. Finding the people about Dent'shoU 
were grown de«Ld and cond, 1 preached there ai 
tweive o'clock : if haply it might pleafe God yet 
again to breathe on the dry- bones that ihcy might 
live. 

Wednefday 8. I found the congregation at 
Blanchland abundantly increafed. I preached in 
the evening at Spen, and the next day at noon to m 
ferious congregation at //"ta/tir^OK Mills r a gentle* 
man who haa talked of making a difturbancc^ 
finding not one man to fecond him. 

Friday jo. Having fettled all the Societies in the 
country, I began examining that of iVewca^/^ again*, 
it wa9 my particular concern, to remove, il poilible, 
every hindrance of brotherly love* And one odd 
one I found creeping in upon u;:, which had aU 
ready occafioned much evil: namely^ a fancy, that 
IVe muft not juftify our/elves (fome of the fpawn of 
my (lie divinity.) Juli contrary to the fcrtpcuiai 
injun^ion, Be ready tc give a reafon of the hope that 
is in you* For want of doing this in time, loroe 
offences were now grown incurable. 1 found it 
needful therefore to tear up this by the roots: to 
explain this duty from the foundation, and to r^ 
quire all who defired to remain with us, to jyfiify 
ihemfelvesy whenever they were blamed unjuitly ; 
and not to fwallow up both peace and love, io 
their voluntary humilHy» 

Saturday 11. 1 preached at. J^/V/t/ic A at noon: at 
PiBtry (two miles weft: of Biddick) by Mr. JV/V 
invitation, in the afternoon, and in the evening jat 

Sunday la. I preached at Gatejkead in the 
morning, ajl SmttiiueU about two ; and at the room 

io the cveMAg* I fcaice ever beard fo Ane a 

^ defence 



defence of a weak caufe, as was Mr. <S's fermon m 
the morning ; wherein he laboured much to prove^. 
the unUwfulncfs of lay-men's preaching r but witb 
fuch tendernefs and good*nature, that I almoft 
wifhed the fermon were ptinted, for a pattern to 
all polemical writers. 

April 19. Being Eafter-day, I preached in Go/^i^ 
4ead for the laft time: afterwards at SwalwcU and 
at StwcajiU in the evening. I could gladly have 
(pent Jix weeks more in thefe parts : but my time 
being now expired, I preached my farewel icrmon 
at Hve. On Monday ao. A great part of the con- 
gregation (which filled the room) were fome of 
the fined people I had ever feen there. Surely 
God is Hoikiiig a new thing in the earth. £venf 
to the rich is the Gofpel preached ! And theteare, 
of thefe alfo, who have ears to hear, »nd hearts tQ 
receive the truth as it is in Jtfuu 

About nine I preached to a Urge congregation at 
RentOfti and before fix reached Ofmotkerfy. Finding 
Mr. D. (at I expeded) had been vehemently 
attacked by the neighbouring Clergy and gentry^ 
that he might be expofed to no farther difficuhy oii 
my account, I did not claim his promife, but 
preached on a tomb*ftone near the church, on Tht 
Lord is riftn indeed. How wifely docs God order 
all things ! Some will not hear even the word of 
God out of a church. For the fake of thefe we are 
often permitted to preach in a church. Others 
will not hear it in a Church, For their fakes we 
are often compelled to preach in the highways. 

Here John Nclfon met me. On Thurfday, Friday 
and Saturday, lie had preached at Acomk and the 
neighbouring places: on Good-Friday, in parta* 
cular, on Heioorth Moor^ to a Utge and quiet con- 
gregation. On Eafter Sunday at eight, he preack« 
cd there again, to a large number of ferious hearers* 
Towards the clofe of his difcourfe, a mob canvB 
from York^ hired and headed by fome (mifcalled) 
gentlemen. They flood fliil, till an eminent papi(( 
cried out^ *^Why do not you knock the dog.*a 



ibratns out ?" On which fhey immediately began 
throwing all that came to hand, fo that the congre- 
gation was quickly difperfed. 7oAn rpoke a few 
words, and walked towards York. They foljowed 
with fhowers of bricks and flones. One of which 
firuck him on the Qioulder, one on the back : and 
a little before he came to the city, part of a brick 
hit him on the back part of the head, and felled 
him to the ground. When he came to himfelf, 
two of Acomb lifted him up, and led him forward 
between them. The gentlemen followed throwing 
as before,, till he came to the city-gate, near which 
lived an honed tradefman, who took him by thtf 
arm, and pulled him into. his houfe. Some of the 
rioters (wore, they would break all his windows, 
if he did not turn him out. But he told them re- 
folutely, <'I will not, Jet any of you touch my 
houfe at your peril. I (hall make you remember 
it as long as you live." On this they thought good 
to retire. 

After a furgeon had dreft the wound in his head^ 
J^ohn went foftly on to Acomh* About five he 
went out, in order to preach, and began iingiog an 
bymn« Before it was ended, the lame gcntimem 
came in a coach from Y&rk with a numerous atten* 
dance. They threw clods and ftones 16 fail oa 
every fide, that the congregation foon difperfed* 
7ohn walked down into a little ground^ not far 
Yrom Thomas Slaton*s houfe. Two men quickly 
followed ; one of whom fwore defperateiy, he 
would have his life. And he Teemed to be in good 
earned. He Uruck him feveral limes, wich all his 
force, on the head and bread : and at lengtf< threw 
him down, and damped upon him, till he left him 
for dead.'^ But by ihc mercy of Gov!, being carried 
into an houfe, lie foon. came to hioilelf ; and after 
a night's red was fo recovered^ that he was^ able to 
ride to Ofinothcrly. 

Tucfday 21. 1 called at Thirjk. But finding the 
town full of holiday folks, drinking, curling, {wear- 
ing 
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ing and cock -fightings I did not (lop at all, but rode 
Qn to BoToughbridgt^- and in the afternoon to Leeds* 

Wednefday 22* J fpent an hour with Mr. Af. 
and pred him to make good his aireition, that our 
preaching had done more harm than good. This 
tie did not chufe to purfuef but inlarged on the 
harm it might occafion, in fuccceding generationt* 
I cannot fee the force of this aigument. I dare not 
negle^ the doing certain, prefent good, for fear of 
fome probable ill confcquencei| in the fucceedrng 
century. 

Thurfday.23, 1 preached at MorUy and Birftah 
on Friday, at Birfial and Leeds : on Saturday, at 
HoUon and Armley, Sunday 26. I met the Leeds* 
Society at five : preached at feven on Tke Spirit 
and the Bride Jay come^ and at one to an unwieldy 
multitude, feveral hundieds of whom went away, 
it being impodible for them to hear. Such ano- 
ther congregation I had at Birfial: yet here I 
believe my voice reached all that were prefent. 

Monday 97. 1 preached at Birfial^ at Webjey Moor 
and at Bradford, and regulated the Societiea. Tuel^ 
day 28. One of Pudf^ would take no denial ; fo I 
promifed to preach there at eight o^clock. Ck>ming 
oefore the hour, we walked to the new houfe of 
the Germans* It (tands on the (ide of a hill, com- 
manding all the vale beneath, and the oppofite 
hill. The front is exceeding grand, though plain, 
being faced with fine, fmooth, white (lone. The 
Germans fuppofe it will co(l by that time it is 
finiflied, about three thoufand pounds. It it -well 
if it be not nearer ten. But the is no concern to 
Englijh brethren. For they are told, (and potently 
believe) that <*A11 the money will come from 
beyond fca.'* 

I preached at eight at the place appointed, and 
thence rode to Dewjbury^ where I was to preach at 
noon. But firfl I called on the Minifter Mr. Rok* 
fon : and in an acceptable time. Abundance of 
little offences had aiifen, and been carefully mag^ 
nified by thole who fought fuch occafions. But we 
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bt>4H fpoke our minds without idcnre. Andtbi 
fnare was prefently broken. 

After fermon, Mr. R. having fent a note to dc* 
lire I would c^ll upon him again^ I went and paft 
fuch an hour as I have not had fince 1 left London. 
We did not part without tears. Who knows how 
great a work God can work in a ihort time ? 

Wednefday 29. I preached at High-town at one, 
and at Birfial in the evening. Thurfday go. I rode 
to KighUy. The ten perfons I joined here, are in- 
creafed to above an hundred. And above a third 
of them can rejoice in God, and walk as becomes 
the Cofpel. 

Friday May i. I read prayers and preached in 
Haworth church, to a numerous congregation. Uk 
the evening I preached near Shir coat Green ^ and 
baptized Eliz, K* late a quaker. Saturday 2. I 
preached at IlaUifaXy to a civil, fenfelefs congrcga« 
tion : At noon in Gilderfam^ and in the evening at 
Armley. 

Sunday 3. At one I preached to a vaft congrega* 
tion at Hunjlut : and about five, to a Rill larger at 
BirftaL I preached on, AU things arc ready : Come 
to the marriage* And fome I trufl, were eompelUd 
to come in. 

Monday 4. At his earned requeft I began ex- 
amining thofe that are called IF. D^s Societies. At 
three 1 preached at Great Harding; in the even- 
ing at Rough Ue : where there tvas a large Society, 
But iince the men of fmooth tongue broke in upon 
them, they are every man afraid of his brother : 
half of them ringing continually in the ears of the 
reft, " No works, no law, no bondage." However 
we gathered above forty of the fcattered flieep, 
who are (lill minded to iland in the old paths. 

Tuefday 5. I preached at Rcughlee at nve : about 
eleven at Hinden^ and about three at fViddap, a 
little village in the midd of huge, barren moun- 
tains, where alfo there'was a Society. But Mr. Bm 
had effedually difperfed them| fo that I found but 
three members lefr« 

We 
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We rode thence about five miles to Si§nejf(y-gaie^ 
which lies in a far more fruitful country. " «crc 
was a larger congregation at fix o'clock than I had 
fecn fince my leaving BirftaL They filled both 
the yard, and the road to a confiderable diflance^ 
and many weie feared on a lon^ wall adjoining; 
which being buili of lofe ftones, in the middle cf 
the fermon, all fell down at once. I never faw, 
heard, nor read of fuch a thing before. The wholo 
wall and the perlons fitting upon it, funk down 
together, none of-thcm fcreaming out, and very 
few alteting their poflure. And not one was huit 
at all ; but they appeared fitting at the bottom, juft 
as they fat at the top. Nor was there any inter* 
ruption cither of my fpeaking, or of the attention 
of the hcaiers. 

Wedncfday 6. I rode to Shore^ four miles fouth 
from Stoneffy, lying about half way down an huge, 
ilcep mountain. Here I preached at twelve to a 
loving, fimple-hearicd people. We then climbecf 
up to Todmorden-edgt, the brow of a long chain of 
mountains, where I called a ferious people to Repent 
and believe the CofpeL 

Thurfday 7. \V e left the mountains and came 
down to the fruitful valley of RofendaU. Here I 
preached to a large congregation of wild men ; but 
it pleafed God to hold them in chains. So that even 
when 1 had done, none offered any rudenefs, but 
all went quietly away. 

We came to Manchefter between one and two. I 
hid no thought of preaching here, till I was inform. 
cd, John Kclfon had given publick notice;, that I 
would preach at one o'clock. I was now in ai great 
ilrait. Their houfe would not contain a tenth part 
of the people. And how the unbroken fpiriis of 
fu large a town would enduie preaching in tho 
ilreet, 1 knew not. fiefides that having rode a 
Iwift trot for feveral hours, and in fo fultry a da^i 
I was both faint and weary. But after cunfideringi 
thdt I was not going a warfare at my own cofl, I 
walked ilrait to Salford'Crofs^ A numberiefs 

crowd 
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crowd of people, partly ran before^ partly foUawed 
after me. I thought it'befl not to fing, but looking 
round afked abruptly, *« Why do you kx)k as 
if you had pever feen me before ? Many of you 
have feen me in the neighbour ins Church, both 
preaching and ^dminifterJng the lacrament,'' I 
then began, Seek yt the Lord^ while he may bt 
found: call vpon him while he is near. None 
interrupted at all or made any difturbance, till as I 
ivas drawing to a conclulion, a big man thruil in, 
wiih three or four nu>re, and bad them ** Bring 
out the Engine." Our friends defired me to rc« 
move into a yard jud by ; which i did, and con* 
eluded in peace* 

About fix we reached Davy^holme^ five miles 
from Manchejler^ where I was much refreflied both 
in preaching and meeting the Society, Their 
neighbours here u(ed to diflurb them much. But 
a Juflice of Peace who feared God, granting them 
a warrant for the chief of the rioters, from that 
time they were in peace. 

Friday 8. I preached at Oldjidd-broh to a much 
larger congregation, though many of them had 
been hurt by doubtful difputations* But they now 
began again to take root downward and bear fruit 
upward. 

In the evening; 1 preached at Booth»bank: among 
a quiet and loving people* But a famous Baptiit 
teacher, Jofeph Pickup by name, had lately occa- 
fioned fome didurbance among them. He had 
given them a particular account, of a Conference 
he had had with me on the road : ^^ What he faid, 
and what I faid : and how he h^d flopt my mouth 
with the feventeenth Article." In the morning 
I told them the plain f^d. I had overtook him 
on the road, and we rode half a bow-lhot together, 
but did not exchange five fentences till we parted* 

About noon I preached at Mr. Andcrton't near 
North'wiche ; fcvcral of the gay and rich were 
there : 1 continued praying and talking with thrm 
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fill paft two. We were then obliged to take horh 
for Aft bury. 

Here hkewife I fouiifl an open dco*", though 
many fine people vrerc of the congtegation« fiut 
they behaved as people fearing Godi as ferioufly 
as the poor ploughmen. 

iiunday lo. I preached at Aftbury at five : and at 
(even proclaimed at Con^Uton-Cxo^^^ J^f^^ ^^'*\fti 
our ttiifdom and right eoufr.efs mnd fanEtificatian dnd 
redemption. It rained moll cf the lime that 1 was 
I'peaking. But that did not hinder abundance of 
people from quietly arrcnding. Between twelve 
and one I preached near Macclesjidd^ and in the* 
evening at JJ'oody-Gteen. 

Monday ii. I preached at noon about a mile 
from AJhton, and in the evening 'at StahUj-katU 
7'uefday 12. I rode 10 Bongs^ and explained to a 
feiious people, the parable of the prodigal (on. 
In the evening I exhorted them at Chinley^ 
Karneftly to contend for the faith once delivered to 
th^. faints, ^ 

Wedncfday 13, I preached at noon in the High* 
peak, and in the evening at SheJ^eld* Thurfday 14, 
i rode to Bar ley 'hall. As ioon as J had done 
preaching, William Shent told me, he was juft come 
from Leeds, where he left Mr. Perronet in a high 
fever. I had no time to fpare. However at three 
in the morning, on Fjiday 15, I fet out, and be- 
tween feven and eight came to Leeds* By the 
ble fling of God he recovered from that hour. 

Being willing to redeem the time, I preached at 
noon and then haftened back to Barley^halln where 
I preached at feven, on Glorify God with your 
bodies and your fpirits, which are God's, 

Saturday 16. 1 fpent an hour or two at Netting' 
ham, and then rode on to Markfeld. At eight I 
preached. The Church was preity well filled, 
and God gave a blefling with his word- 
Sunday 17. Defiring lo improve the time we 
had, I preached at eleven in the morning, and in 
the evening. Monday 18, I rode tq fVcdmJbury^ 

and 
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and after two or three days fpent there and at 
Birmingham^ on Thurfday 21, came to London, 

Sunday 31. I preached at feven in Moorjields to 
a large and well-behaved congregation. Mr. B» 
deiired me to preach a Charjty-Sermon at his 
Church, St. Bartholomew the Greats in the after- 
noon. But it was with much difEculty that I got 
in: not only the Church itfelf, but all the 
entrances to it, being fo thronged with people 
ready to tread upon one another. The great noife 
made me afraid at Bril, that my labour would be 
in vain. But that fear was foon over; for all wjs 
ilill, as foon as the fcrvice began, I hopp God 
gave us this day a token for good* If He will 
work, who fhall flay his hand ? 

Thurfday, June 4. I reduced the fixteen 
Stewards to feven ; to whom were given the 
foIJbwing inllruftions. 

1. You are to be men fall of the Holy Ghofl 
and wifdom, that you may do all things, in a 
manner acceptable to God. 

2. You are to be prelcnt every Toefday and 
Thurfday morning, in order to tranfa6l the temporal 
affairs of the Society. 

3. You are to begin, and end every meeting with 
earned prayer unto God, for a blefTiog on all your 
undertakings. 

4. You arc 'to produce your accounts the ftrll 
Tuefday in every month, that they may be tran« 
fcribed into the Ledger. 

5. You are to take it in turn, month by month 
to be Chairman. The Chairman is to fee, that all 
the Rules be pun£lually obferved, and immediately 
to check him who breaks any of them. 

6. You are to do nothing without the confent of 
the MIniflerj either aduaily had, or reafonably 
prefumed. 

7. You are to confider, Whenever you meet, 
** God is here." Therefore, Be deeply ferious« 
Utter no trifling word. Speak, as in ijis prefcnce, 
aa4 to the glory of his gteat name.

Satuidiy 6. 1 appointed to fpeak with thofe who 
had applied to us on a phyfical account. I found 
there had been about fix hundred, in about fix 
months. More than three hntidred of thefe cme 
twice or thrice^ and we law no more of them* 
About twenty of thofe who had conftantly aK 
tended, did not leem to be either better or worfe» 
Above two hundred were fcndbly better. And 
fifty-one thorougbly ctircd. The eniire czpencer 

fibsi 
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from the beginning till this time, was about thirty 

pounds. 

Sunday 14, 1 preached at St* Bariholonum'i 
again. I admire the behaviour of this people. 
None betrays either lightnefs or inattention. 
Surely all the feed fown here will not be lofl, 

Monday 15. Our Conference began and ended 
on Saturday 20, The N^inutes of all that paft 
therein, were fome time after tranfcribed and 
publilhed. 

Sunday 2 i • I preached once more at St, Bar" 
tholom:zu*Sj on the Gofpel for the day, the llory of 
I^ives and Lazarus, I was con drained to fpealc 
very plain and llrong words. But Gc^gave the 
sudicnce ears (o hear : fo that they appeared as 
f^rfrotn anger on the one hand, as from (lecpincls 
on the other. 

After preachit^g at the chapel in the afternoon I 
fct out for Brentford with Rohert Swindells. The 
next day we reached Marlborough; where one 
'n the room beneath us was fwearing dcfpcrately, 
^r. Szoindclls llept down and put into his hand 
the paper intitled, «' Swear not at all." He 
tuanked him and promifed to fwear no more. 
And he did not while he was in the houfe. 

Tuefday 23. We took horfe at three, break faflcd 
** Chippenham and dined at Kingszvoodj whence I 
^>^alkcd* to BriJtoL About (even I went to the 
^^ Orchard, where were rich and poor, a great 
^ultiiude. We had a folemn and a joyful hour, 
Surely thcfe fields are white un*v^ the harvell ! 

Wedncfday 24. We rode to Becrcrocomb, hoping 
^0 reach Tavtfljck the next day. We fet out >.t 
three. The rain began at four. We reached 
Cdtjlock dropping wet, before feven. The rain 
ccafcd while we were in the houfe, but begin 
^v'hcn we took horfe, and attended us all ihe wdv 
to Exeter. While we flayed here to dry our 
clothes, I took the opportunity of writing *' A 
>iord to a Fieeholder." Soon after three v.e wi

Friday 26* We came to Taviftotk before noon. 
But it being Market-day, I did not preach till five 
in the evening. The rain began almofl as foon at 
we began finging, and drove many out of the 
field. After pteaching (leaving Mr* StuindclU 
there) I went on for Plymouth- Dock. 

Within two miles o( Plymouth one overtook and 
informed us, That the night before all the Dock 
was in an uproar ; and a Conftable, endeavouring 
to keep the peace, was beaten and much hurt. 
As we were entering the «ZX?ci, one met us and 
dcfircd we would go the back way. «• For, faid 
he, there are thoufands of people waiting, about 
Mr. Hide's door.^ We rode up ftrait into thm 
mid ft of them* They faluled us with three 
huzza's, after which I alighted, took fevera! of 
them by the hand, and began to talk with them. 
1 would gladly have pad an hour among them^ 
and believe if I had, there had been an end of 
the riot. But the day being far fpest (for it was 
pafl nine o'clock) I was perluaded to go in» The 
mob then recovered their fpirits, and fought 
valiantly with the doors and windows* But about 
ten they were weary and went every man to 
his own home. 

Saturday 27. I preached at four, and then fjpoke 
feve rally to part of the Society. As yet I have 
found only one perfon among them, who knew 
the love of God before my brother came. No 
wonder the devil was fo ftill : for his goods were im 
peace. 

About fix in the evening I went to the place^ 
where I preached the lad year. , A little before we^ 
had ended the hymn, came The Lieutenant^ a 
famous man, with his retinue of foldicrs, drummers 
and mob. When the drums ceafed, a gentleman* 
barber began to fpcak : but his voice was quickly 
drowned in the fliouts of the multitude, who 
grew fieicer and £ercer|. as their numbers in-

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'Monday 29. I took horfe between three and 
four, and reached Perrin-zvill, three milea beyond 
Truro^ about fix. I preached to a very large 
congregation at fcven, and She word was as the 
rain on the tender herb, 

Tuefday 30. We canr^e to St« Ives before moriw 
ing prayers, and walked to Church without fo 
mi4ch as one huzza. How ilrangcly has one year 
changed th« fcene in Cornwall F This is now a 
peaceable, nay, honourable (lation. They give 
US good words almod in every place. What have 
.we done, that the world (hould be fo civil to us ? 

Wcdnefday, July i. I fpoke feverally to all 
thofe who had votes in the enfuing ele6lion. I 
found them fuch as I deQred. Not one would 
even eat or drink at the expence of him for whonv 
he voted. Five guineas had been given to 
IV. C, but he returned them immediately. T, Mm 
poiitively refufed to accept any thing. And when 
ne heard, that his mother had received money 
privately, he could not red till (he gave him th« 
three guineas, which he inftantly fent back. 

Thurfday 2. Was the day of eledion for 
Parliament-men. It was begun and ended with- 
out any hurry at all. I had a large congregatiom 
in the evening, among whom two or three roared 
for the difquietnefs of their heart: as did m^iny at 
the Meeting which followed ; particularly thofe 
who had loll their firft love. 

Saturday 4. About two 1 preached in the ftreet 
at Redruth, The congregation was large and 
deeply attentive. Indeed there are now fcarce 
any in the town fbut gentlemen) who ane not 
convinced of the truth. 

At feven I preached at Stithians^ and at five in 
the morning, Sunday 5, We rode thence to St. 
Agnes. At two I preached fo a large multitude of 
quiet hearers, many of whom feemed deeply 
aifefted. Yet foon after I had done, fome began 
to divert ihemfclves with thiowing dirt and clods. 
Mr. Skrpherd's horfe was frighted at thisj and as. 

on« 
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one oFthem ftoo^KT down, leaped clear over liim. 
The man fcreained amain, but finding himfcif 
not hurt, he and his comrades poured a (howcr of 
ilones after him. Knowing noihing of the matter, 
I rode foon after through the midft of them; 
and none h'fted up a hand or opened his mouth. 

About half an hour after five 1 began at Gwenapm 
I was afraid my voice would not lufficc.for fucfi 
an immenfe multitude. But my fear was ground- 
lefs, as the evening was quite calm, and the people 
all attention. 

It was more difficult to be heard in meeting the 
Society^ amidft the cries of ihofe on the one hand, 
who were pierced through as with a fword, and 
of thofe on the other, who were filled with joy 
unfpeakable. 

Monday 6.* I preached about twelve at Bray. 
But neither the houfe nor the yard would contain 
the congregation. And all were ferious. The 
fcofFers are vanifhcd away. I fcarcc faw one ia 
the county. 

I preached in the evening at Camboum to an 
equally ferious congregation. I looked about for 
jfohn jRogers the champion who, had fo often 
iworn, »* I fhould never preach in that parifti." 
But it fecms,, he' had given up the caufc, faying, ". 
<( One may as well blow againft the wind." 

Tuefday 7, I preached at St. Ives* Wedocfday 8, 
at Sithney, On Thurfday the Stewards of all the So- 
cieties met. 1 now diligently enquired, What Ex- 
horters there were in each Society? Whether they 
had gifts meet for the work ? Whether their Lives 
were eminently holy ? And whether there ap- 
peared any Fruit of their labour? I found upon 
the • whole, 1. That there were no lefs than 
eighteen Exhorters in the county : 2. That three 
of thcfe had no gifts at all for the work, neither 
natural, nor fupernatural ; 3. That a fourth had 
neither gifts nor grace, but wa* a dull, empty, 
felf-conceited man : 4. That a fifth had con- 

fidcrablc giftsj but evidently made Ihipwrcck* 

oi 
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f>F the ^race oT God : thrfe thcrrFore 1 determined 
immtdi^'clv t© fet afide, ar advii'c our Societies, 
not !o hear tlicm : 5. Tiiai J, U. A. L, and J^. Wm 
had gifrs and grdce, and had b^'^-n much bled in 
the work. Ldftlv, Tliat the reil mi^hi be helpfal 
whnn ♦here was no Preacher, in tlicir own or 
the ncinhonuring Societies: provided ihey would 
take no ft'^p viihout the iidvice of thofc who had 
more cxpeiience than theinfelves. 

Friday 10. I vre*che.i at Gw/f^/ Crofs, in th* 
midway, between Penzance and Marazion. Siturdajf 
11, I examined theCUfT^s at St. Juji^ cdablithed 
and fettled in ihe grace of God. 

Sunday 12. At five I pieached at St. Jujt : at 
twelve to the largelt congrc^arion I ever law at 
Morva* I then went to v'liiirch at 4?tfnnor, and 
when the fervice was ended, preached under the 
Church -yard wall. 

Hence 1 rode to Newlin^ a little town on the 
South- Sea, about a mile from Penzanu* At five I 
walked to a rifing ground, near the Sea-Shore} 
where was a fmooth, white land to ftand on. An 
immenfe multitude of people was gathered to- 
gether; but their voice was aslhc roaiing of tha 
iiea. I began to fpeak, and the noife died away. 
But before I had ended my prayer, fome poor 
wretches of P^nzanctf began curfing and fivearing, 
and thrufting the people off the bank. In two 
minutes I was thrown into the mid (I of them: 
when one of Newlin, a bitter oppofer till thenp 
turned about and fwore, ** None (hall meddle with 
the man : I will lofe my life firft." Many others 
were of his mind. So I walked ah hundred yardi 
forward, and flniflied my fermon without any 
interruption. 

Monday 13. I preached at Terdinny^ in Ber^an 
Parifli, where was a large and earnefl congregation, 
notwiihftanding the wonderful ftories which they 
have frequently, heard related in the pulpit for 
certain truths. In the morning I wrote as 
follows.

I was f/elcomcd in:o the town by tccre com- 
pany ihin I cxpccicd. loe tnan Mi'ziQ r,i,d ;'crrc 
lime fincc needed the mob. when incv lc*t 
Edward GrcnjiU for dead, had gathered «!I h s 
troops, and received us as (oon as we entered tr.e 
fit ft flreet. They all attended us *o Mr. ScaniLc 
hwryi door, who (Mr. 7". inforrr-ed roe) diii ed 
I would lodge at his houfe. I knocked !org at 
the door, but no one anfwered; at leng:h, ihe 
xnader of the houfe appeare4» an hoary, venerable 
o!a roan. I alkcd, "Pray, is Mr. T. here?" 
He replied, «* Mr. T". is not here. But pray what 
may thy name be ? I anfwered, •• My name is 
John WcfUy." . He faid, " 1 have heard of thee." 
rerceiviog that he had no more to fay, I turned 

back 
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back to another houfe* The mob followedi hoU 
lowing and Chouting ; but none of them ofFered to 
flrikei or even throw any thing. Only their 
Captain, after fome hard words, lifted up his flick 
at me once or twice. But one of his companions 
interpofed. He then went quietly away* 

After fpending half an hour, we rode on to 
Camelford. We ftopt at a friend's houfenear the 
town, and between four and five walked to Mr« 
M's who had often defTred, thatif Mr. Wejley came, 
he would preach either in his houfe or Bowling* 
green. But word came from the Mayor, while I 
was there, ^' That if I did preach, he would 
profecute him." Finding no convenient place 
could be procured, we thought it bed to go on to 
Mr. BtnneVs. As I walked through the town, 
we had a large train to attend us. Only one ftone 
flruck me on the (houlder. Fifty or a hundred 
waited upon us about half a mile ; we then went 
on quietly to Tregeevm 

Sunday 26. I preached at Tamtrton Church in 
the morning, Mary Week in the afternoon, and St« 
Ginny's in the evening, Monday 27, in the even- 
ing 1 preached in Trdmore Church, and at five on 
Tuefday and Wcdnefday morning. Tuefdayeven* 
ing I preached in Laneaft Church : onWednefday 
noon, on St. Stephen's Doztm^ near Launce/ion, 
Thence we rode to Cockernweilsj and on Thurtday 
in the afternoon, came once more to Beercrocombm 

Friday 31. About noon 1 preached at Taunton, 
Much oppcfition was expe6ied, and feveral young 
gentlemen came in, as it ieemed, with that defign ; 
but they did not put it in execution. From hence 
we rode to Bridgwater: and even at this dry, 
barren place, God largely watered us with the 
dew or heaven. After preaching I rode to 
Middlefey^ intending only to meet the Society* 
But notice had been given, that I would preach 
there. So I gave an exhortation to all that were 
prefcnr. 

Saturday, 
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Sati^rda^, Auigaft i. I preached here loon after 
four : about noon at H^aj^uick^ and in the evening 
at BnftoL 

Sunday i« I preached in Kingsmood at eight : 
in the afternoon at Connamj and at five in the Old 
Orchard^ to the large ft congr^ation which lever 
remember to have feen at BriftiL What hath Go^ 
wrought in this city ! and yet perhaps the hundredth 
part of his v/ork doea not now appear. 

Tuefday 4* I fet out for Ireland. We rode that * 
day (but it was hard labour) to Builth^ where I 
preached in the evening on the Prodigal Son, 
Wednefday 5, taking horfe early in the mornings 
we rode over the rough mountains of Radnor jhire 
and Montgomeryfkire^ into Merioneth/hire* In the 
evening 1 was Turprized with one of the fined 
profpeaSf in' its kind, that ever I faw in my lif<^« 
We rode in a green vale, fhaded with rows of 
trees, which made an arbour for feveral miles: 
the river laboured along on our right-hand, 
through broken rocks of every fize, (hap^ripnd 
colour. On the other fide of the river, thd 
mountain rofe to an immenfe height, almoft per* 
pendicular : and yet the tall, fireight oaks (lood| 
rank above rank, from the bottom to the very top ; 
only here and there, where the mountain was 
not fo fteep, were inter pofed paitures or fields of 
corn ; at a didance, as far as the eye could rca<4s 
as it were by way of contraft 

<< A mountain huge uprtar'd 
Its broad, bare back :" 

w>th vaft, rugged rocks hanging over its broW| 
that feemed to nod, portending ruin. 

Thurfday 6. Between three and four in the 
afternoon, we with fome- difficulty, reached 
Carnarvon* This has the face of a fortified towny 
having walls (fuch as they arej and a caftle as 
confiderable as that of Cardiff. Here we parted 
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wiih our guide and interpreter, Mr, PkikpSy Mr, 
Tuiker and I fei out for Holyhead* We intended 
to crofs over into AngUfey^ at Baladon-Vcrry, four 
iniies from Carnarvon, But not being able to 
enquire our way (as we fpoke no Wetfli^ and the 
country-people no Engtijh) we could not find 
where the ferry was, till we faw the boat coming 
over. 

We went into the boat about fun-fet, and lodged 
ihat night at a little Inn by the water-fide« 

Friday 7. Wc made a little ilop at Llangvenyit^ 
fevcn miles from the Ferry, We (hould have 
hired a guide, tohave (leered us over the fands ; 
but it was quite out of my mind, till we came to 
them. So we went (Irait a-crofs, and came to 
Holyhead^ without any flop or hindrance at all. 

Saturday 8. Finding one of the Pacqaet-boats 
ready, we went on board aboiit eight o'clock in 
the morning. It was a dead calm when we rowed 
out of the Harbour. But about two in the after* 
Tioon the wind iprung up, and continued till near 
four on Sunday morning, when we were within 
fjght of the Iri/h (hore. 

I could not but oblcrve, i. That while we were 
falling with a fceih gale, there was no wind at all 
a mile off; but a ihip which lay a breaft of us was 
quite becalmed, till we left her out of fight : 
g ^ hat a French privateer, which for feveral days 
had taken every ihip which failed on that coait, 
was taken and brought into Dublin Bay, the vety 
morning we^rrived iheie* 

Before ten wc came to St, George s Key. Soon 
after we landed, hearing the bells ringing lor 
Church, I went thither dirc6lly. Mr. Luneli came 
' to the Key juCl after I was gone, and left word 
at the houfe wheie our things.were, <' He would 
call again at one." He did To, and took us to his 
houfe. About three I wrote a line to the Curate 
of St. Mary's ; who fcnt mc woid, " He fhould be 
gUd of my alhiljiiice*" So I preached there 
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and fpoke clofely and flrongly. ^ut nond at all 
feemed to be oIFended. If kny brbther or I c6uid 
have been here for a few monlhsi I queftion if 
there might not have been a larger Society her^ 
than even in London itfeir, 

Tucfday ii, 1 waited on iht A. B. zi Ketohridgjrf 
ten miles frotn Dublin. . I had th6 fiivour of con- 
vcrfing with him twb or thyee houri ; in which I 
am fwe red abundance of objedions. In the even- 
ing I returned to lAu LuntlVs. JohnTttmbath 
preached at Matlboroiugk'h^^ti^ to a large con- 
gregation both bf Laity and C^ergyi ivho behaved 
nvith much decency. 

M^ednefday it. I'purporely delayed examining 
the ClalTes, till T had gone through the Rules of 
the Society, part of which I Explained to them 
at large, with the reafotii of thetn^ every morning* 

Thurfday i^. Wb ivalked In the afternoon to 
fee two perfotit that were lick near Phrnnix-Park^^ 
That part of it which jofnS to the miy% it fprinkled 
up and dowti with trees, not unlike H^dt'Parkm 
But about n mile fron;t the town is a thick prove 
of old, tali oaks; aiid in the centre ofthif, a 
^ound open green (from which are villa's all four 
ways) with a handfome (lone pilfar in the midft^ 
having a Phoenix on the top* 

I continued preachings morning and evening, ta 
many more than the.houfe would contain, and had 
more and more reafon to hope, they would not all 
be unfiuitful hearers. 

Friday 14. I prucured a genuine account of the 
j^reat IriA Mauacre in 1641* Surely n^ver was 
there fuch a tranfa^ion before, from the beginning 
of the world ! More than two hundred thoufand 
men, women and children butchered within a fbw 
months in cool blood, and with fuch circumilances 
ef cruelty, as make one's blood run cold ! It is 
well if God has not a controvcrfy with that 
i^pon, on this very aiccount, to this day. 

Saturday 
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Saturday 15. I ilayed at home and fpoke to 9II 
that came* But 1 found fcarce any Irijh among 
them. At lead ninety-nine in an hundred of the 
native /rt/ft, remain in the religion of their fore- 
fathers* The ProteftanCSy whether in Dublin or 
elfewhere, are ahnoft all tranfplantcd lately from 
England, Nor is it any %^nder, that thofe who 
are horn Papifts, generally live and die fuch { 
when the Protedants can fiod no better ways 
to convert them, than Penal Laws and Ads of 
Parliament* 

Sunday 16* We went to St. Jfanus'% Church in 
the morning ^there being nofcrvice at St. Patrick*^) 
and in the afternoon to Chrijl-Church^ When I 
iceme out of the Choir, 1 could not but obferve 
well nigh the whole congregation, drawn up ia 
rows in the body of the Church, from one end to 
the other. I walked through the midH of them. 
And they dared their fill* But fparce one fpoko 
cither good or bad. 

In the evening I had a l^rge number of them io 
Marlborouyh'hxQcl both within doors and without. 

Monday 17. 1 began examining the Society, 

which I hnifliied the next day* It contained abouC 

two hundred and fourfcore membeis, many of 

whom appeared to be llrong in faith. The people 

in general are of a more teachable fpirit, than in 

mofl parts o^ England. But on that very account 

they muft be watched over with the more care, 

being equally fufceptibie of good or ill imprelTions^ 

Tuefday 18. I was infoimed, that Mr. Latrob(f ■ 

the Moravian Preacher, had read in his pulpit, 

part of the " Short View of the Difference 

between the Moravians and Us," with the addition 

f}i many bitter words* Herein he did us unawares 

a fignal favour: giving an authentic proof, That 

we have nothing to do with them. 

Friday 21, 1 was de fired to fee the town and 
the College. The town has fcarc6 any public 
building, except the Parliaaicat-houfe, which is 

D 3 not^ 
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»ct- at M remarkable. The Churches ar« poor 
and mean, both within and without, St. Stephen*^' 
Crten might be made a beautiful place, bein^ 
abundantly larger than Lincoln*^ Inn Square, 
But the houfes round about it (befjdet that fome 
are low and bad) are quite irregular, and unlike 
each other. And little care is taken of the Greene 
itfcir, which is as rough and uneven as a Common* 
The College contains two little Quadrangles^ 
and one about as large as that of /^eohColUge in 
•i)xford. There is likewife a Bowling-Green|. 
a imall Garden and a little Park ; and a new built 
hand fome Library, 

I cxpe£led we ihould have failed on Saturday 
12, but no Pacquct-boat was come in.. In order tO' 
make the bell of our time, I preached this day ai 
■con as well as in the evening* It was not for , 
nothing that our palfage was delayed. Who kno^»*^ 
Vhat a day may bring forth;? 

Sunday 23. The Room was ^o crouded in ih%r 
morning, that I thought it beft to begin before the 
ufual time in the evening. Yet were a multitude- 
uf people got together, in the houfe, yard and 
ftrcct, far more .than my voice could- reach.. 
1 cried aloud to as many of them as could hcar^ 
All things art nady : ctmt yt to the marriagtm 
I had then delivered my meflage. So before ten* 
we took boat, and about eleven reached the (hip. 
The wind was right a -bead. Then (ucceeded »- 
dead calm. So that we did not get out of th^ Bay 
till Monday evening, nor within light of WaUs till 
Wednefday 26. By this means we had an oppor** 
tan it y, of talking largely both with our felJow- 
paiFengers, and the failors, many of whom received' 
our words with gladnefs. About two in the- 
afternoon we landed at Hi^hiad. Between three 
and four we took horfe, and came in the evening, 
to Thomas Thomas* s^ r\t^x Ryd-y*Spardoiu He had 
before de fired Jonathan Reeves tp call there in bia 
itturn. But we had a great Ipb^ none in the houfe; 

undj^rfta^in^ 
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imdcrft^nding Englijk^ and nose of us underfbac^ 
mg Wtljh: till Mr. Morgan^ a ncighbouriog. 
School-mafter came, who took ut to hi* own 
houfe; and in the morning, ThUrfday ay, rode 
with us ta the pafTage. 

We reached Camaroan before ten, TannabuU ia 
the evening, and LaniHos^ Friday £&• 

Saturday 29. About noon we came to BmiUhi 
At three L preached in the main-flreet, and at 
Qarth in the evening, where 1 met my brother, 
going to Inland, 

Sunday 30, He preached at Bmiitk about nine. 
Thence we went to Maefmyni't Church* But it 
would not near contain the congregation : A> that 
I was con drained to preach in the Church*yard. 
Thence I rode to Lanfen fried* Here alfo the 
Chuich not being able to hold the people, I came 
•ut to a large tomb-Hone, under a uady tree, and 
proclaimed the Grace of our Lord Jefus Chrift. 

One of the audience preft me much to preach at 
CUroi telling me Mr* ^ had often faid, ^ 1 fliould 
be welcome to his pulpit." Monday 31, I rode 
thither and called on Mr« J, But (as 1 fuppofed 
k would) his heart failed. \ preached, on a largo 
fmooth meadow, on Chrift our wifdom^ righUoufn^Sp 
Jundification and redemption. And a multitude of 
people were gathered irom all parts, though on 
lb fhort a warning. 

We fet out early. Sept 1, and after a fhort flop 
near Crick-howelli aimed at the neared way, over 
the mountains, to Cardiff., But it was near four 
in the afternoon before we could reach a little 
village at the foot of the hills called Rifca, The* 
people at the Inn here were civil above meafure; 
particularly,, a young, genreel man, who was fon 
to the woman of the houfe,. and lived at a fmaTl 
diilance from it* He rode with us two mtlcs^ to 
ihew us the neareft way, and delired, if we came 
again, we would lodge at his houfe. The rcafon 
of all this kindnefs was^ That a year ot 'two ago,. 
iit had heard me preach at BriJioU 
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I reached Cardiff between feven and eight, and 
immediately went to the Room. My flrength jud 
laded till I had done pieachiog. I was then quite 
ready to lie down ^nd reit« 

Wedncfday 8. 1 fpcnt fofpc time with T, P; 
who had filled the Society with vain janglings« 
1 found the fault lay in his head rather than his 
heart; he is an honed, well-meaning man : but no 
more, qualified either by nature or grace to ex^ 
pound Scripture, than to read Le6iure8 in Logic or 
Algebra. 

Yet even men of fenfe have taken this dull 
mydical man to be far deeper than he is. And 
it is very natural fo to do. U we look into a dark 
pit it feems dctp. But the darknefs only makes it 
feem fo. Bring the light and we (hall fee it is 
very Jhallow* 

In the evening I preached at Fonmoni But the 
congregation being larg^er than the Chapel would 
contain, I was obliged to preach in the Court. I ' 
was myfelf much comforted, in comforting tht 
weary and heavy-laden. 

Friday 4. There was a very large congregatioif* 
at Car^^ Ca die-yard in the evening. I afterwards 
met the Society, fpoke plain to them, and left them 
once more in peace. 

Saturday 5. In my road to Briftoli I read over 
(>. Curtius^ a fine Writer, both as to thought and 
language. But what an Hero does hedefcribef^ 
Whofe murder of his old friend and companion • 
Clitus (though not done of a fudden, as is com^ 
xnonly fuppofed, but deliberately, after fome hours 
confideration) was a virtuous a6l in compjiifon of* 
his butchering poor Fhilotas^ and his good old 
father Parmenio, Yet even this was a little thing, 
compared to the thoufands and ten thoufands he 
ilaughtered, both in battle, and in and after taking 
cities, for no other crime than defending their 
wives and children. I doubt whether J^udas 
claims fo hot a place in hell, as Alcpcander the 
Gicat. 

Thurfday. 
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Thurfday lo. ) preached at Bath aboat noon, 
and in the evening at Btarfidd. Friday ti, we 
rode to Reading: Mr. Richards^ a tradefm«n in 
the town, came to our Inn, and intreated me to 
preach at a Room which he had built for that 
purpofe ; i did fo at fix in tTie morning, and then 
rode on. It rained all the waf till we came to 
London, 

Saturday 19. Mrs. ^jjiz7<;jf defired me to go up 
to her fon, who had been out of order for fome 
days. For one or two years he was a pattern to 
all the family, (ill he began to converfe more with 
^ood fort of nun. He then grew cooler and cooler 
in the ways of God, and in a ftw months quitted 
the Society, refolving, he faid, to ** keep to his 
Church, and live a fobcr life, and that was 
enough." Th^t was too much in a little time. 
He grew tiied of his Church too, end dropt that 
and fobriety together. He was now, his mother 
informed me, dead as a (lone to all the things of 
God. I fpake a few words, and went to prayer. 
And God oroke his heart. He continued weeping 
and praying all the day, and all the night, and a& 
fix in the morning, fell aflcep. 

Tuefday «2. 1 rode to Shoreham^ where I 
preached every morning in the houfe, and every 
evening in the Church. £ut the fcafon for fruit 
is not yet. 

Sunday 27. J preached in Moor fields^ morning 
and evening, and continued fo to do till November. 
I know no Church in London (that in Wtfi-jirttt 
excepted) where there is fo (erious a congregation. 

Monday 28. I talked With one, who a lUrlo 
time before, was fo overwhelmed with affliftion, 
that (he went out one night, to put an end to it all, 
by throwing hcrfelf into the New-River. As (he 
went by the Foundery (it being a Watch-night) 
Ihe heard fome people finging. She ftopt and 
went in : (he liftencd awhile, and God fpoke to 
her heart. She tad no more defuc ta put an 
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emtl to her life; but to die to fin and live i9 
Cod. 

Tuefday 29. I refired to Mrs. Sparrow*s at 
- Ltwijham^ where alfo I preached every evening, 
Saturday, Oa. 3, I retuincd to London, In the 
evening 1 buried a young man, who had but 
lately known God. But from that time, he had 
lived much in a liltle fpace. His foul was clouded 
at ihe beginning of his illnefs, but the clouds foon 
yanifhed away, and he continued in the calin 
joy of faith, till his fpirit leturned to God. 

Friday 9. We had a WatcK-nighf^t the Chapel. 
Being weak in body, I was afraid I could not go , 
through it. But the longer I fpoke, the moro 
flrcngth I had : infomuch ihat al twelve o'clockr 
all my wearinefs and wcaknefs were gone and I 
was as one refrcfhed with wine. 

The former part of the next week, and of fom^ 
others, I fpent at Nemrtgton and Lewijkam m 
writing. Friday 16, I went with two or threo 
friends, to fee what are called, The EleArical 
Experiments. How muft thefe alfo confound 
thofe poor h all f-th inkers, ^'vho will believe nothing 
but what they can comprehend. Who can com- 
prehend how firelives in water, and pailes through 
It as freely as through air? How flame ilTues out 
of my finger, real ftame, fuch as fets fire to fpiritt 
of wine ? How thefe and many more as flrange 
Phocnomena arife from the turning round a glafs^ 

flobe ? It is all mydery : if haply by any means 
xod may hide pride from man! 

Tuefday ao. 1 read Dr. Doddridge's Account of 
Co\, Gardiner. And what matters it, whether hia 
foul was fet at liberty by a fever, or a Lochabcr 
axe ; feeing hd is gone to God. 

Thurfday 29. T, C, who had been with the 
Brethren fome years, defired to fpeak with mc. 
He faid, " He could finxl no reft any wh«re elfe, 
and was conftraincd to return where he wis firft 
oalled." I believe he obeyed that conviftion lor 
aaionth. UnftabU as water^ thou Jhalt not excel. 

Monda/j: 
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Monday, Nov^ t» I preached at Wind/or at noon, 

and in the afternoon rode to Reading. Mr. J^, R, 

had juft fenc his brother word, ^^That he had 

hired a mob to pull down his Preiching-houfc 

that night/' In the evening Mr. S, R. ovcnook a 

large company of Bargemen walking towards it, 

whom he immediately accofted, and afked, *< if 

they would go whh him and hear a good iermon !" 

Telling them, **1 will make rodm for you, if you 

were as many more." They faid, they would go 

with all their hearts. ^' But neighbours, faid he, 

would it not b&at well to leave thofe clubs behind 

you ?. Perhaps fome of the women may be frighted 

at them," They threw them all away, and walked 

quietly with him to the houfe, where he let them 

in a pew. 

In the conclufion of my fcrmon, one of them 
who ufed to be their Captain, being the head taller 
than his fellows, rofc up, and looking round the 
congregation faid, " The gentleman fays nothing ~ 
but what is good, I fay fo, and there is not a man 
here that (hall dare to fay otherwife." 

Thufiday 5. I began examining the Clades, and 
every perfon feveialiy, touching that banc of 
religion, evil fpeaking ; as well as touching their 
manner of life before they heard this preaching, 
and by comparing what they were, with what th<?y 
aie now, we found more abundant caufe to praile 
God. 

Fiiday eo. I was mformed of a. remarkable 
providence, one going home the laft Watch-night, 
met a woman in Black-Friars^ who enquired, 
which was the way to the water-fide ? bhe faid, 
" It is fo late, I doubt you will get no boat." The 
woman anfwered, " I don't want one." On this 
(he ftopt and. began to queQion her more clofely, 
"what (he was going to do?" After awhile, (he 
confefl (he was going to drown hcrfelF, being 
under heavy a(ni£lion. But (he was foon brought 
to a better mind, and feemcd relblved to call her 
caj:e on him who had fo fignally cared for her. 

Sunday 
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Sunday 29, I fpent an hour with Mary Chetft' 
^rook^ a ftrange monument of the mercy of God. 
About fix y«ars ago, fhe was without God in the 
world, being a kept miflrefs. An acquaintance 
brought her one evening to the Chapel in Weft* 
ftrcity wheie God gave her a new heart. She (hed 
abundance of tears, ihe plucked out the right eye 
and cafl it from her ; and from that time procured 
for herfelf by haiM labour what was needful for 
life and godlinefs. She mided no opportunity of 
coming to the preaching; often after a hard day's 
work at Mayfair^ (he came to the Foundery in the 
evening, running the greater part of the way. 
Every Saturday, after paying her little debts, (he 
gave away all the money that remained ; leaving 
the morrow to take thought for the things of 
itfelf. 

Two years ago (he catched a violent cold, 
which (he negle6led, till it fettled upon her lungs. 
I knew nothing of her illnefs till it was paft cure, 
fhe being then worn to a fkeleton. Upon my 
mentioning her cafe to Mrs. , (he lent her 

half a guinea. Molly immediately fent for a poor 
man, a Baker, of whom (he had lately taken her 
bread. She owed him about ten (hillings. But 
an earned difpute arofe between them. For the 
man would not take the money, faying, *< She 
wanted it more than he." But at length (he pre- 
vailed, faying, << She could not die in peace, if (he 
owed any man any thing." * 

But I found fomething ftill lay upon her mind. 
Upon my pre ding her to fpeak freely, fhe told me, 
it was concern for her child, a ^irl about eight 
years old, who, after (he was gone, would have no 
friend to take care either of her foul or body. I 
replied, << Be at red in this thing alfo. I will take 
care of the child." From that lime (he lay (two 
or three weeks) quietly waiting for the falvation 
ef God. 

Friday 
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Friday tj. Poor Mr. Svmpfvn fpent aa hour mitli 
tne, diftreft on every fide : driu-n up to Lendim by 
fair and fpecious promiies : and then Jcfi to pchfli, 
unlefs he would promife, ^ Never more to pi each 

out of a Church." Alai! What a method of 

convernon is this? 1 love the Charch \uo» Blii I 
would no more ftarvc men into the Cbuich, thaa 
biirn them intoiu 

Saturday e8. Mr. H. one of the firft fen vho 
Tnct in Band with my brother and me, defired to 
fpeak with me. 1 had not exchanged a word 
with him before, fincc we parted at FfVcr-Lantm 
He faid, <' About fix years ago, the Biethren told 
him, It was the will of the Lamb, that he fbould 
give himfelf to the public work, ^uitiing all 
Ocular buHnefs*" He obeyed, difcharged his men, 
fold his goods, parted with his houfe. From that 
time, he not only preached, but was employed in 
places of the greateft tiufl. 

' *< About two years ago, having many dobbtt 
.upon his mind, concerning their method of pio- 
ceeding, he wrote a long letter to the Count, %b iio 
feemed to take it well; and he continued labouring 
as before, both in preaching and in the government 
of the Church. 

'^ But about a month ago, he was ordered to 
leave off preaching and return to iiis tr*dc. 
Having learned, not to difpu'e, but obey, he hired 
a houfc and fet up a (ign. Never helefs he couid 
not be eafy. He mufed much and prayed much, 
^nd at lad refolvcd to come to me." 

He feemed to tell me all hit heart, both at this 
and our following interviews. If he only feemed^ 
let him look to it. Ego in portu navigo. 

Sunday 29. About fix in the morning, Mrs. 
Witham flcpt in the Lord. A mother in Ifrael haft 
thou (ilfo been, ar)d thy works fhall praiie thee ia 
the gates. Some years ago, before Mr, Witham 
<fied, fhc feemed to iiand on the brink of e;«*rniiv. 
But God renewed her flrcngth, till (he had finilh«^d 

£ the

the work which he had given her to do. She was 
an eminent pattern of calm boldnefs for the truth,, 
of fimplici^y and godly fincerity : oT unwearied 
conftancy in attending all the ordinances of God : 
f>r zedl for God and for all good works; and of 
felf-denidl in every kind. BlefTed is the dead 
that haih thus lived and died in the Lord ! For 
fhe reRs from her labours, aild her works follovyr 
her. ' 

Monday 30, I fet out early, and called on Mr» 
//. at Brent ford^ who rode on with me to Bafing^ 
/icke that ni^ht. We were thoroughly wet with 
the heavy rain, which intermitted in the night, 
but began again before we took horfe in the 
morning, 

Tucfduy, Dec. 1. About noon wie reached 
Stockbridgc, 1 he rain then changed into Inow. 
Seeing no piolpeft of fair weather, after refling 
awhile, we fet out in the raidfl of the ftorm. It 
blew fuch a hurricane, as I have fcarce known in . 
England, and that full in our teeth, fo that our 
hoifcii reeled to and fro, and had much ado to keep 
their feet. The fnow likewifc drove fo vehemently 
in our faces, in riding over the open Downs, 
where for fcveral miles there wdS neither hou(e 
nor tree nor (hrub to (belter, that jt wjs bard 
labour to get forward. But in abv)ut an h(..;ir, the 
fky cleared up, and wc rode on comfoilably 10 
Salijbury* 

Fiom the concurring account of many witncffes, 
who fpoke no more than they uerfonally knew, I- 
now learned as much as is hitherto brought to light 
concerning the fall of poor Mr. // 

Twelve years age he wat;, wiihout all queflioni 
filled with faith and the love of God. He was a 
paitern of humility, mcekncfs, leiioufn^fs, and 
above all, of felf-denial : iQ Mi^i in HI England 1 
knew not his fellow. 
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It were eafy to point out the fevcral fte'p9, 
whereby he fell from his {ledfaflncfs ; even tili he 
fell into a courf- of adultery, yea, and avowed it 
in the face of the fun ! 

Tmirfddy 3. I took my leave of this uncom- 
fortable place and fet out for BriftoL But ihc 
heavy rains, together with the melting fnow, h%d 
made the lower parts of the roid fcarce palTable. 
However we made a fhift to reach Philips-norton 
that night, and Bri/iol the next day. 

We found frefh proof every day, that God had 
brought us hither, both to give and to receive a 
blefling. 

Monday 14. We had a glorious hour, with a f^w 
that know the Lord, We then rode to Bcarjiclcf^ 
where I preached at noon, with a deep fcnfe of his 
prtfence. Some who were laughing when I began, 
hid their faces foon, being afhamed to be feen m 
tears. We rode on in the afieinoon, and came 
the next evening, thoroughly weary and wet, 10 
Heading, 

Wednefday 16. I preached in Datcket at noon, 
and at London in the evening. 

Monday 21. 1 went to Ntwington. Here, in the 
intervals of writing. I read the deaths of fome, of 
the order dc la Trappe. I am amazed at the 
allowance which God makes for invincible 
ignorance. Notwithftandine the mixture of 
fuperftition, which appears m every one of thefe, 
yet what a ftrong vein of piety runs through all ? 
What deep experience of the inward work of 
God ? Of righieoufnefs, peace and joy in the Holy 
Ghoft ? 

Being not convinced, that I had yet delivered 
toy own foul, with regard to that unhappy man, 
on Tuefday 22, I wrote once more to Mr, il. as 
ioliows* 
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London, Dec. at, 1747. 

Dear Brother, 

f .T T THEN you was at Oxford with me, four- 
V V teen or fifteen yeais ago, you was holy 
ind unblameable in all manner of converfatipn, I 
greatly rejoiced in the grace of God which was 
given unto you, which was often a bleding to my 
own foul. Yet even then you had frequently 
liarts of thought which were not of God, though 
they at firO: appeared to be. But you was humble 
and teachable : you was e^ifily convinced, and 
thofe imaginations vanilhed away, 

2. More than twelve years ago, you told me 
«< God had revealed it to you, thdt you (hould many 
my youngelt filler." 1 was much fut prized, being 
well a(fured that you was abU to reuive our Lord's 
faying (fo you had continually tedified) and to be 
an Eunuch Jot the kingdom of heaven's fake* But 
you vehemently affirmed, •* The thing was of 
God: you was ceitain it was his will. God had 
made it plain to you that >bu mud marry, and 
that (he was the very perfon." You alked and 
gained her conlent, and fixt the circumdance* 
relating thereto. 

3. Hence 1 date your fall. Here were feveral 
faults in one. You leaned altogether to your owa 
underflandlng, not confulting either me, who waa 
then the guide of your foul, or the parents of your 
intended wife, {ill you had fettled the whole affair. 
And while you followed the voice of nature^ you 
faid, " It was the voice of God." 

4. In a few days you bad a counter Revelation^ 
♦^I'hat you was not to marry her but her (ifter.** 
This laft error was far worfe than the farft. But 
you w.as now quite above convi6lion. So, ia 
ipite of her poor, aflunilhcd parent, of her 
brothers, of all your vows and promifes, you 
{hortly after jilted the younger, and married the 

cider 
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elder fifter. The other who had honoured you as an 
angel from heaven, and ftill loved you much loo 
well (for yon hid llolc her heart from the God of 
her youth • refufcd lo be comfrtricd. She fell inio 
a hngering ilhiefs, which terminated in her death. 
And do^h not her blood fldl crv unto God from 
the ear'h ? Suicly it is upon your head. 
* 5. Till this lime you was a pattern of lowlinefs, 
meekne(>, (erioarneis and continual advertence lo 
the prelence ol God, And above all, of fclf-dcnial 
in eveiy kind, and of fufFcring all things with joy- 
fulnels. but there was now a worm at the root of 
the ^ourd, yet it did not prelenily wiiher away; 
but for two year^ or mote after your marriage yoy 
behaved nearly the fame as before. 

Then anger and furlinefs t>egan to appear, par* 
ticularly toward your wife. But it was not Jong 
before you was fenfible of this, and you feemed to 
have conquered it, 

6. Yv>u went up to London ten years ago. After 
this you began. to (peak on any head, not with 
your ulual difiidence and felf abaTcmcnt, but- with 
a kind of confidence in your own judgment, and 
an air of felf-fuificiency. A nafural confcqucnce 
was, the treating with more (harpnefs and con- 
tem;>t ihofc who oppofed either your judgment or 
pradlicc. 

7 You came to live at London^ you then for a 
feaftpn appeared io gain ground again, vou a^led ia 
concert with my brother and me| heard our 
advice and fometimes foll.'Jwed it. But this con- 
tinued only till you contraftod afiefh acquaintance 
with fome of the brethren of Fatter-Lane, Tntncc- 
forward you was quite fhut up to us, we had no 
manner of influence over you, you was more and 
more prejudiced againfl: us, and would receive 
nothing which we faid, 

8. About fix years aE;o you removed to Salijbury^ 
ar^d beg*n a Society there; \ov a year or two you 
/went with them to the Church and facrament, and 
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iimply preached faith working by love* God was 
with you, and they increafed both in number, and 
in the knowledge and love of Cod. 

About four years fince you broke ofF all friend* 
Ihip with us ; you would not fo much as make ufo 
of our hymns, cither in public or private, but laid 
them quite afide and took the German hymn-book 
in their (lead. » 

You would not willingly fuffer any. of your 
people to read any thing which we wrote. You 
angrily caught one of my fermons out of your 
fervants hand *, faying, ^'You would have no fuch 
books read in your houfe." If much the famo 
manner you fpoke to Mrs. Whitemarjhy when you 
found her reading one of the Appeals. So that 
as far as in you lay, you fixt a great gulf between 
us and you (which remains to this day, not* 
withftanding a few (Icps lately made towards a 
le-union.) 

About the fame time you left off going to 
Church, as well as to the facrament. Your fol- 
lowers very foon trod in your fteps ; and not 
content with neglefling the ordinances of God, 
they began, after your example, to defpifi themi 
and all that cfontinued to ufe them : fpeaking with 
equal contempt of the public fervice, of private 
praver, of baptifm, and of the Lord's-Supper. 

From this time alfo you began to efpoufe and 
teach many uncommon opinions: as, <*that there 
is no refurre6Uon of the bodV) that there is no 
geneial judgment to come; and that there is no 
hell, no worm that never dieth, no Bre that never 
fliall be quenched," 

9. Yuur ferioufnefs and advertence to the 
prefcnce of God now declined daily. You could 
talk on any thing or nothing, jud as others did. 
You could break a jeft, or laugh at it heartily | 
and 35 for fading, abdinence and felf-denial, vo&^ 
with the Moraviayis^ << trampled it under foot." 

You 
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You began alfo, very ffcquently, to kifs tho; 
women of the Society. 

In the following paragraphs I recited to him the 
things he had done, with regard to more than onc^ 
or two, or three women : concluding thus ;. 

And how you know not that you have done any 
thing amifs I You can eat and drink and be merry i 
You arc every day engaged with variety of com- 
pany, and frequent the Coffee-houfcs ! Alas, my 
orother, what is this! How are you above mpafuro 
hardened by the deceilfulnefs of fin ? Do you re4 
member the flory of Santon Barfxfa ? I pray God 
your lafl end may not be like his! O how have 
you grieved the Spirit of God ? Return to him with 
weeping, fading and mourning. You are in the 
very belly of hell ; only the pit hath not yet (hut 
its mou'h upon you. Arife, thou fleeper, and call 
upon thy God ! Perhaps he may yet be founds 
fiecaufe he flill bears with me, I cannot defpair 
for you. Bpt you have not a moment to lofe. 
May God this indant (Irike you to^ the heart, 
that you may feel his wrath abiding on you, and 
have no reft in your bones by reafon of your (in, 
till all your iniquities are done away ! 

Friday 25. We met at four, and folemnly re- 
joiccd in God our Saviour.. 1 found much revival 
in my own foul this d^y ; and fo did many others 
alfo. Both this and the following days, I drongly 
urged, the wholly giving up ourfelves to God, and 
renewing in every point our covenaiit. That the 
Lord {hould be our God. 

' Saturday 26. I called on one, with whof^ 
mother I had prayed, a little before her death. . 
I knew not till now, how (he came to defire ?»e 
of all perfons, to pray with her. It feems her 
daughter, who was of a lion-like fpirit come to 
me (ome time before, and told me, (he had juft 
been a quarrelling with her aunt, on my account^ 

and 
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•Tifl was fo angry that (he (Iruck her. I told her, 
«» Then go and a{k her pardon." She went homc^ 
tan to her aunt, and ^(ktd her pardon. While 
they wcic hanging upon each orh( r, both in tears, 
her mother came in, being afraid t^^cv were 
fighting, (he cried out, " Sifter, wha^ is Sally 
doing to you ?" She replied. "She has been jull 
alkiiig rae pardon." I never knew her to do iuch 
a thing lincc fhe was born," (aid her mother : 
*^ Sally^ who tauj^ht you that?" *• My Minifter," 
faid SdUy, All were flruck, and their enmity was 
at an end. 

January i, 1748. Wc began the year at four is 
the morning, with joy and thanklgiving. The 
fame fpirit was in the midft of us, both at nooa 
and in the evening. Surely we (hall at length 
prefent ourfclves a living faciiiice^ holy, acceptable 
to (jod, 

Wedncfday 6. I convcrfed an hour with 
Counlellor G, many years eminent for an utter 
difregard of all religion. IJc had lately contra&ed 
an acquaintance with Mr, R. in confequence. of 
■which, he foon fet upon his wife. She told him, 
•'Sir, Here is a fuller anfwer to your objeftions, 
than I am able to give;" and defirerl him ferioufly 
to read the Earneft Appeal. He did fo, and was 
thoroughly convinced, that there is no reality but 
ia religion. 

I believe he told me all that was in his heart* 
He flayed till the Watch-night fervice was ended, 
and appeared much afFc6led. Let but a little (eed 
be fown, and God is able to give it an increafe. 

Saturday 16, Upon reviewing the account of the 
fick, we found gteat reafon to piaile God. Within 
the year, about three hundred perions had received 
medicines occalionally. About one hundred had 
regularly taken them, and lubmiited to a proper 
regimen. More than ninety of thcfe wcie entirely 
^ured of difeales they had long laboured under« 

And 
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And ihe cxpence of medicines for the entire 
year, amounted to fomc fhillings above forty 
pounds, 

' Sunday 17. I made a public colledlion towards a 
Lendiiig-ftock for the poor. Our Rule is, to lend 
only twenty fhillings at once, which is rcpaycd 
weekly within three months. 1 began this about a 
y«ar and a half ago : thirty pounds fixtcen 
Ihillings were then coUecled, And out of this, 
no lefs than two hundred and fifty-five perfons 
have been relieved in eighteen months. Dr. W^ 
hearing of this defign lent a guinea toward it \ as 
did an eminent Deift the next morning, 

Monday 25, I preached at four, and afterward 
fet out for Brentford, Thence I rode to Windfof 
and preached about noon. We lodged at MorrtU 
Green, and carfie to Fijkerton on Tuefday, about 
two o'clock. 

Mr. Hall having heard I was coming, had given 
ftri£l orders, that no one (hould be let in. The 
inner door he had locked himfelf, and (I fuppo(e) 
taken away the key. Yet when I knocked at the 
outer gate, which was locked alfo, William Sims 
opened the wicket. I walked flrait in. A girl 
flood in the gate-way, but turned as foon as fbe 
faw me. I followed clofe at her heels, and went 
in after her, at a back door. I afked the maid, 
«* Where is Mr. Hf. She 'faid, '< In the parlour,'* 
and went in unto him. I followed her, and found 
him fitting with my filler. But he prefently role 
and went up (lairs. He tken fent William Sims 
down, and bid him, " Tell my brother, he has no 
bufinefs in my houfe.*' After a few minutes, I 
went to a houfe in the town, and my fider came 
to me. In about an hour fhe returned home* 
But he fent word to the gate, " She might go to 
the place whence (he came." , 

I met a little company, gathered up out of the 1 
wreck, both in the evening and at five in the 
morning, and exhorted iheni, to go on in the Bible- ' 
way, and not to be wife«bovc that is written. 

Thuifday 
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Thurfday 28. I commended them to the grace 
of (iod. and fct out for Divtrd Long brL^ge* About 
ten o'clock we were met by a loaded waggon, in 
a deep, hollow way. There was a narrow patli 
hrtwecn rhr rojd and tpe banlc. I fleppcd into 
this, and John Trcmhath followed me. When the 
w.igjon citne ncir, my hoife began to rcjr, and to 
attempt climbir.rr up the bank. This flighted the 
hoifc which was clofc behind, and midc h'fn 
y)rjnce and throw his hcid fo and fro, till the bit 
of the bridle caiched hold of the cape of nr>y great 
coat, and pulled mc backwaid cfFmy horfe. l.fell 
as ex-ift on the p.ilh between the wagj^on and the 
bank, as if one had taken iije in his arms, and laid 
me down there. Both our horff s :'>ood ft(>ck flill, 
one j'jR behind me, the other bcT'ie. So, by the 
hiefling of God, 1 rofc unhurt, mounted again and 
lodc on. 

At twelve, I preached at Deverel : in the eyMi>- ' 
ing at Bcarfie/d ; and on Friday 29, came to BriAoU j 

Monday, Feb. t. I received an accoutkt of Mt» - 
Towers of Lttds^ who had even prayed. That he | 
might not know iiis fms fgrgiven (as believing it 
was the highefl prefumpfion.j But notwithftanding 
this, as he lay one night upon his bed, he did 
receive the knowledge of falvation, by the 
remiflion of fins. And he declared it boldly^ 
to the confufion at lead, if not conviftion of theft 
%vho denied the truth. 

Saturday 6. I preached at eight in the morning at 
Bathy and in the evening at CoUford. The Colliert 
of this place were darknefs indeed. But now they 
are light in the Lord. 

Tuefday 9. I met about fixty of the Society in ] 
Briftol, to confult about enlarging the Room ; and 
indeed fecuringit; for there was no fmall danger 
of its falling upon our heads. In two or three 
days, two hundied and thirty pounds were fub- 
fcribcd. We immediately procured experienced 
guilders to make aa eftimate of the cxpencc. 

And 
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And I appotnfed five Stewards (be fides thofe ot 
the Society) to fuperinlend the work. 

Friday i2. After preaching at Oakhill about 
fiooon, 1 rode on to Shipton^ and found them all 
under a (Irange condernation. A mob, ihev faid, 
was hired, prepared and made fufficiently drunk, 
in order to do all manner of mifchicf. 1 be;^an 
preaching between four and five, none hindcird 
or interrupted at all. We had a bleffed oppor- 
tunity and the hearts of many were exceedingly 
comfotied. I wondered what was become of tho 
mob. But we were quickly informed, they 
miilook the place, imagining 1 fhould alight 
(as I ufed to do) at William Stone* s houie, and had 
fummoned by drurrf all their forces together to 
meet me at my coming. But Mr. Swindells in- 
nocently carrying me to the other end of tho 
town ; they did not Hnd their miflake till I had 
done preaching; fo that the hindeiing this, which 
was one of their defigns, was utterly difappointcd. 
However they attended us from the Preaching- 
houfc to William Stones, throwing dirt, ftones and 
clods in abundance; but they could not hurt us, 
only Mr. Swindells hacfa little dirt on his coat, and 
I a few fpecks on my hat. 

Alter we weie gOne into the houfe, they began 

throwing great (loncs, in order to break the door. 

But perceiving this would require fome time, they 

dropped that dcfign for the prefent. They firlt 

bioke all the tiles on the Pcnt-houfe over the 

* door, and «hen poured in a fhower of Hones at the 

windows. One of their Captain's, in his great 

zeal, had followed us into the houfe, and was now 

fhut in with us. He did not like this, and would 

fain have got out ; but it was not pollible. So he 

kept as clofe to me as he could, thinking himfelf 

fafefl when he was near me. But Ilavinji a little 

. behind, when 1 went up two pair of Hairs, and 

Aood clofe on one fue, wheie we were a little 

fiieilered| a large ilone (Iruck him o-a the forehead, 

»nd 
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and tlie blood fpouted out like a ftream*. He 
cried out, ** O Sir, arc wc to die to-night ? Whae 
mua 1 do? What mufl I do ?" I faid, " Piu to 
God. He is able to deliver you from all dan^." 
He fook my advice, and began praying in fuch a 
manner, as he had fcarce done ever fince he was 
born. 

Mr. Swindells and I then went to prayer: after 
U'hich I told him, *« M^e muft not flay here." 
** We mufl go down immediately.*' He faid, 
** Sir we cannot flir, you fee how the flones fly 
about.*' I walked flrait through the Room, and 
down the flairs; and not a flone'came in, till we 
were at the bottom. The mob had jufl broke 
open the door, when we came into the lower 
room ; and cxa6lly while they burfl in at one 
door we walked out at the other. Nor did one 
man take any notice of us, though we were within 
five yards of each other. 

They filled the houfe at once, and propofed 
fetting it on fire. But one of them ha|^ening to 
remember that his own houfe was next, with 
much ado perfuadcd them not to do it. Heating 
one of them cry out, " They are gone over the 
grounds,** I thought the advice was good. So we 
went over the grounds to the far end of the town, 
where Abraham Jenkins waited, and undertook to • 
guide us to OakhilL 

I was riding on in Shcptcn-Lane^ it being now 
quite dark, when he^ritrd out, *Comeaown-: A 
come down from the bank.** 1 did as I was bid; 1 
but the bank being high, and the fide very near \ 
perpendicular, I came down all at on'ce, my horfe 
and 1 tumbling one over another. "But we both j 
rofe unhurt. In lefs than an hour we came to 
Oakhill, and the next morning to BrifloL 

Sunday 14. At levcn I preached at Bedminfler» 
At Kwgfwood I bfgan between eight and nine. 
At Connam about two (where 1 read prayers alfo) 
and in Brijiol Sii five. After the Society wa^ the 

Love-feafl: 
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Love*feail: at which my foul was refrelhed; 
but my body was worn out, fo that I could hardly 
(peak to be heard : nor did I recover my voice for 
fcveral days* 

Monday 15. I fet out for Ireland, We came to 
the New Pajfagt at ten. After waiting about five 
hours, we {ound (which they did not care to con« 
fefs) that the boat-men did not dare to venture out* 
It blew a ftorm. We then rode to the Old Pajfagt i 
but'the boat was jufl: gone off. 

Tuefday 16. They talked of paCSng early. But 
the dorm was too high* I then walked to Auft^ 
where I preached about t^n, to a fmall, ferious 
congregation. Between four and five, the wind 
fomewhat abating, a boat ventured out and carried 
us over. We paffed through Chtpjioxo foon after 
fun-fet, and pumed on, though it grew dark, and 
the untracked fnow lay thick upon the ground. 
About eight we reafched the flar, a good, though 
fmall Inn, five long miles from Chtpjiow. 

It fnowed all night. On Wcdnefday 17, we fet 
out before day ; but found it bad travelling, there 
being no path to be fcen, neither foot-flep of man 
or beall. However in four or five hours we 
reached Ahtrgavtnny^ and Brecknock before three ia 
the afternoon. 

Our Landlady here almofl forced us to take a 
guide. And it was extremely well (he did. For 
the fnow had fo entirely covered the roads, that 
our guide himfelf miflook the way more than 
once. So that if he had not been with us, we 
ihould without doubt have lodged upon the 
mountains. 

1 preached in the evening at Builth and at nooii 
the next day, at Garth in the evening, and twice 
on Friday. 

Saturday 20. I preached in Maejmennys Church 
in the afternoon ; at Garth morning and evening, 

Sunday 21. I preached in the morning in 
Zanzunfried Church. The fervice at Builth was 
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not over till pa ft two. I then began in the 
Church-yard, notwi-hftanding the North-Eaft 
wind, to call Tinners to repentance. More than 
all I he town was gatheicd together in that pleafant 
rale, and made the woods and mountains echo 
l^ hilt they Tung, 

Ye mountains and vales, In praifes abound ! 
Ye hills and ye dales Continue the found : 
Break forth into finging Ye trees of the wood : 
For Jefus is bringing Loft finners to God. 

In the evening I preached again at Garth, and 
en Monday 22, at five in the morning, A little 
before fun-rife we took horfe, it being a clear- 
fharp froft. We had waited four*days in hop6s 
the fnow would melt, fearing the drifts oF it 
would lie deep upon the mountains: particularly 
as we journeyed Northward. But quite contrary 
to our expe6ldtion, the farther Northward we 
went, the If fs fnow we found, fo that it fcarce 
hindered us after the tiift day. About eleven we 
cdimc to Lanidlos, At the earneft requeft of one 
who lived there, I preached at noorv in the 
Market-place, to fuch a congregation as no one 
C(.uld expcft at an hour's warning. 

It was as much as we could do to reach 
MachuntUth that night. It fnowcd again from 
a\bout midnight till morning: io that no path was 
to be fecn for feveral miles: however we found 
our way to TannabuU, and paft the fdods in the 
afternoon, being determined to reach Carnarvon^ 
if pofiible. And fo we did, nolwithflanding my 
horie's lodng a (hoe; but not till between nine 
and ten at niglit, 

Wednefday 24. Wc haftened on to Holyhead^ 
But all the (hips were on the other fide. Thuifday 
25, no Paequet-boat being come, I gave notice of 
preaching in the evening. The heaiers were 
many more than the room could contain. And 
they all behaved with decency, 

Friday 
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Friday fi6. I preached again in the evening. Mr. 
E, the Minifler came in towards the clofc. Ho 
was fpeaking warmly to our -Landlord, when Mr. 
Swindells went to him, and fpoke a few mild 
words. Mr. E. afkcd him, to flep with him to 
his lodgings, where they had a long and friendly 
convcrfation. 

Saturday 27, Mr., Swindells informed me, that 
Mr. E. would take it a favour if I would write 
feme little thing, •« To advifc the Mcthodifts, not 
to leave the Church, and not to rail at their 
Miniftcrs." I fat down immediately and wrote 
*' A word to a Methodift,*' which Mr. £. iran- 
flited into JFelJIi, and priatcd. 

Sunday 28. in the evening I read prayers at our 
Inn, and preached to a Ijrge and ferious audience. 
1 did the UmQ on Monday and Tucfday evening.. 
Perhaps our (lay here may not be in vain. 

I never knew men make fuch poor, lame 
excufes, as thefe Captains did for not failing. It 
put me in mind of the Epigram, 

•* There are if rightly I me think 

Five caufes, why a man fhould drink." 

which with a little alteration would juft fuit 
them. 

There arc, unlefs my memory fail, 
Five caufes, why we fhould not fail. 
The Fog is thick : the wind is high : 
It rains : or may do by and by : 
Or any other reafon why. 

Wedncfday ft2. Finding no more pTobafeility 
of failing now, than the firfl day we came to 
Holyhead, we rode into the country, to fee for Mr. 
William Jones^ who had fome acquaintance with 
my brother. We procured a guide to fhcw us the 
way to his houfc. But all we learnt there was. 
That he was not at home. We lodged 9* the 
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BulTs'htad^ All the family came up to prayeri 
and we had a quiet and comfortable night. 

Thurfday 3. Mr. HoUoway^ a neighbouring Excife* 
man invited us to break f<i(l with him. He. once 
began to run well ; and now refolved to fet out 
afreOi. I trufl we were fent to him for good. 

His wife bitterly oppofed this way, till one day, 
as (he was fitting in her houfe, a flafh of lightning 
killed a cat which fat juft by her, and {Inick her to 
the earth, fcorching her flefh in many parts, and 
yet not at all (ingeing her clothes ; when (he came 
to herfelf, ihe could not but acknowledge the loud 
call of God : but her ferioufnefs did not continue 
Ipng; her acquaintance foon laughed her out 
of it. 

Yet God called her again, in dreams and vidons 
of the night. She thought, (he was (landing in the 
open air, when one appeared in the clouds, ex- 
ceeding glorious, above the biightnefs of the iun : 
(he foon after faw a (econd, and then a third. One 
lias a kind of fpear in his hand ; the fecond a 
bcefom, wherewith he was going to fweep the 
earth ; the third, an hour glafs, as though the time 
was {hort. This fo deeply affe6ied her, that Ihe 
began from that time to (eek God with her whole 
heart. 

At noon we went to Mr. Morgan*s^ where I 
lodged in Augufl laft. About two we met Mr. 
jones and Mr. IVlUiams^ a Clergyman from South 
WaUs^ at Ryd'ifSpardon. After Mr. W. had 
preached in Wdjh^ I preached in Englifti. Manjr 
undei flood me, and felt the power of God. 

Friday 4. We went to Llandaniel, a mile or 
two from Baldon-V^rxy, Heie again Mr. /F. 
preached in IVelJh and 1 in Engli/h, I was much 
pleafed with . this loving, artlefs people, and 
readily complied with their requefl, of preaching 
again in the afternoon. 

Saturday 5. At two I preached at Ryd-ySpardon 
to a little, earnefl company^ who were ready to 
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devour every word. We fpcnt the evening very 
agreeably with Mr. Jonts at TreJoUain, 

Sunday 6. We went to Llangtfnyt Church, 
though we undcrdood little of what we heard. 

what a heavy curfe was the confufton of tongues ! 
And how grievous are the cffcfts of it! All the , 
birds of the air, all the beads of the field undcr- 
fland the language of their own fpecies, Mdn 
only is a Barbarian to man, unintelligible to his 
own brethren ! 

In the afternoon I preached at Llanjehcngei^ 
about (ix miles South -Weft of Llangefrye* 1 have 
not feen a people fo deeply affetied flnce we 
came into Angle fey i their cries and tears con- 
tinued a long time without any iniermidion. O 
that we could declare to them^ in their owa 
tongue, the wonderful works of God. 

In the evening I preached at Glanygorfe. Whea 

1 had done, Mr. Jonts repeatecf in Weljh^ (as \fc % 
likewifc did in the afternoon) the fubftance of ^ 
what I had faid. The next morning we returned 

to Holyhead, and found there all the Pacquet-boais 
which we had left, 

I was determined not to flay another day at an 
Inn. So in the afternoon I took a lodging in a 
private houfe, not a bow-ftiot diflant from the 
town, and removed thither wjthout delay. 

My congregation this evening was larger than 
ever. And feveral of the gentry agreed to come 
the next. But it was a little too late ; for at mid* 
night the wind came fair, and before one we 
failed out of the harbour. Tuefday 8, having a 
gentle gale, it foon lulled me fafl aQeep. I was 
waked before hv^ by a violent (lorm ; this con- 
tinued two or three hours longer, and left us 
within fight of Hoath, with a fmall breeze, which 
brought us to the Black-Rocky about four in tho 
afternoon* 
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We hired horfet here and rode to DubUn^ 
Mr* Meriton^ Swindells and /• We came to our 
houfe in Cork-Jtrcet (vulgarly called Dolphins- 6arn- 
lane) while xny brother was meeting the Society, 
But it was fome time before my voice could be 
heard, for the noife of the people, (houting and 
praifing God. The remaining days of the week I 
difpatcned all the bufinefs I could, and fettled with 
my brother all things relating to the work. 

Sunday 13. My brother preached both morning, 
and evening, expefling to fail at night : but before 
night the wind turned full Eaft, and fo continued 
all the week, 

Monday 14. I began preaching at five in the 
morning, an unheard-of thing in Ireland. I 
expounded part of the Hrd chapter of ABs^ 
which I purpofe, God willing, to go through in^ 
order. 

Wednefday 16. I enquired iiito the (late of tho 
Society. Mod pompous accounts had been fent 
me from time to time, of the gres^t numbers that 
were added to it ; fo that I confidently expefted 
to find therein fix or feven hundred members^ 
And how is the real fa£l? I left three hundred 
and ninety^fouc members; and I doubt, if there- 
are now three hundred and ninety-fix ! 

Let this be a warning to us all, how we give-^ 
into that hateful cudom of painting things beyond' 
the life. Let us make a confcience of magnifying, 
or exaggerating any thing* Let us rather fpeak 
under than above the truth. We,, of all men,. 
Should be punctual in all we fay, that none of our 
words may fall to the ground. 

Sunday 20. I preached at eight on Oxmantown- 
Green, We expecled noife ;. but there was none j. 
the whole congregation was as quiet and ilill as-^ 
that in Briftol or London. 

In the afternoon my brother embarked. I 
preached about three in Marlborough-Jireet^ and ia» 
the evening at our own houfo in Cork-JireeU 
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Wedne(<lay sg* I talked with a warm man, wbo^ 
was always very sealous for the Church, when ho 
was very drunk, and juft able to ftiimmer out the 
Irijh Proverb, ** No gown, no crown," He was. 
quickly convinced, chat whatever we were, he- 
was himfelf a child of the devil. We left him. 
full of good refolutions, which held feveral d^ys. 

I preached at Ncwgatt at three; but found no- 
llirring at all among the dry bones. 

Fiiday 25. I preached in Marlborough- fircet at 
£ve, to the largcft congregation 1 have yet ieen in 
amorni6g. At two 1 began in ^Ai^^r^ef, where - 
were many of the rich and genteel. I was ex- 
ceeding weak in body, having been examining 
Clafles all the day. But I felt it not after I had 
fpoke two fentences. I was ftrengthened both in. 
body and foul. 

I finifhcd the Clafies the next day, and found 
them juft as I cxpe6l6d. I left three hundred and 
ninety*four perfons united together in Augud. I 
had now admitted between twenty and thirty, 
who had offered themfelves iince my return to 
Dublin. And the whole number was neither 
more nor lefs than three hundred and ninety*(ix. 

Sunday 27. It rained mod of the day, fo that I 
"was conftrained to preach in the houfe only, viz. 
Sit our own houfe, morning and evening, and at 
Marlborough'/trcet in the afternoon. 

Tuefday 89. After a long conYed (the nature of 
which clearly appears from the letters now in my 
hands) 1 preached in Skinner* s Alley at five, to a. 
large and quiet congregation. 1 preached in 
Newgate at two in the common fiall, the Jailor 
refuiing us the room where we ufed to preach : 
but that is not the word. I am afraid our Lord 
refufes his blefiing to this place; all the feed 
feems to fall by the way*fide« I fee no fruit of 
)0ur labour^ 

t Wcdnefda^r 
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Wcdncfday 30. I rode to Pkilipstown, the Sbire 
town of the King's County. 1 was obliged to go 
into the flrect, which was foon (lUed wi(h thofe 
who flocked from every fide : to whom I decldrcd 
J^e/us Ckriji our uijdom^ rigkteoufntfs^ fanclif.cation 
and redemption. 

Thurfuay 31. One would have difTaaded- rae 
from pleaching at five, being luie none would rife 
lo foon. But I kept my hour, and had a Urge 
and ferious congregation. After picachirg I fpoke 
fevcrally to thofe of the Society, of whom foity 
were troopers. At noon I preached to (1 think) 
the larged congregation I had fcen fince I came 
from Builth, God did then make a clear ofl'er of 
eternal life to all the inhabitants of PAi/z^i-Zowii* 
But how few retained thefe good impieflions one 
week ? or would efFe6lually come to him, that tke^ 
might have life ? 

In the evening I preached at Tullamore, to rnoft 
of the inhabitants of the town. Abundance of. 
them came again at five in the morning. But he 
that endurcth to the end (hall be Caved. 

Friday, April i. I preached at CYara, to a vad 
number of well-behaved people ; although fome of 
them came in their coaches, and were (I was 
informed) of the bed quality in the country. 
Plow few of thefe would have returned empty, 
if they had heard the word of God, not out of 
curiofity merely, but from a real delire to know 
and do his will ? 

In the evening I preached at Temple- MacquetecTf 
and again at five in the morning. About one 
(Saturday 2.) we came to Moat^ the pleafdnted 
town I have yet fecn in Ireland, Here 1 preached 
to a handful of people, and then hadened on to 
Athlone* At fix I preached fiom the window of 
an unfurnifhed houfe oppofirc to the Market* 
houfo (which would not have contained one half 
of the congregation) on Yc know the grace oj our. 
Lard Jefut Chrifl. J vcr faw a better 

behaved 
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I took horfe at ten, and about twelve pleached 
at Moat to a liule larger congregation than befure. 
I could not but obfrrve the zeal oF thefe young 
difciples ; they weie vehemently anvrv at a man*s 
throwing a cabbage-ftalk. Let their 
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courage till they fee fuch a fight as that at JFal/al, 
or Shepton, 

In the evening I preached at TyrreVs j: ^ ., «.id 
found great culargemcni of heart. But when inc 
Society met, I was quire exhaufted ; fo thai I 
dif.nift them, after a (hurt exhortation, 

Tucfday 5, Our room was filled at five. After 
preaching I examined the Claff^s. I founds fur- 
prizing opennefs among them When I aiked one 
in particuUr, «< How he had lived in time paft ?** 
Ho fpread abroad his hands and fiid with many 
tccirs, "Here I (land, a grcy-hfadcd monfter.of all 
manner of wickcdnefs;" which I verily believe, 
had it been defircd, he would have explained 
before them all. Much in the Time manner fpoke 
one who came from Connaupjit^ but with huge 
afll 6lion and difmay : we d^'tormined to wreftlc 
with God in her behalf, which we did for above 
an hour; and he heard the prayer, fo that her 
f<^ul was filled with joy unfpeakable. Mr, Jonathan 
Handy ^ greatly forrowing before, was alfo'now 
enabled to rejoice in God : and four other perfont 
were cut to the heart, and cried aloud to him that 
is mighty to fave, 

Wednefday 6. I baptized feven perfons educated 
among the Quakers. In the afternoon we rode to^ 
Philip's town, but the fcenc was changed. The 
curiofityof the people wasfatisfied, and few of theni 
cared to hear any more. 

As foon as I mounted my horfe, he began to 
fnort and run backward without any vifible caufe, 
one whipt him behind, and I before, but it profited 
nothing : he leaped to and fro, from fide to fide, 
till he came over againil a gate-way, into which 
he ran backward, and tumbled head over heels* I 
rofe unhurt. He then went on quietly. 

At Tullamore in the evening, well nigh all the 
town, rich and poor, were gathered together. I 
ufed great plainnefs of fpeech in applying thofe 
words, All have fmned^ and come Jhort of tht glory of 

GoiiL 
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God. TTie next day, being Good-Friday^ I preiclied 
at five, to a large and ferious congregation* Between 
one and two, I preached at Clara, and then rode to 
Athlonc, I preached at lix, on Ought not Chnft 
to havt fuffercd ihtft things, afttr that to enter 
into his glory f So general a drjwing 1 never 
knew among any people, fo that as yet none 
even ftems to oppofe the truth, 

Saturday 9, 1 preached in Cynnaught, a few 
miles from Athlonc. Many heard; but I doubt 
/elt nothing. 

The Shannon comes within a mile of tlie hcufe 
where I preached. I think there is not luch 
another river in Europe : it is here ten or twelve 
miles over, though fcarce ihirly miles from its 
fountain-head. There arc many ifl-^nds in it, or.cc 
well inhabited, but now moftly defolatc, la 
almoU every one is the ruins of a Chuich : in one, 
the remains of no lefs than fcven. 1 fear, (ji»d 
hath dill a controverfy with this land^ becaufc it is 
defiled .with blood. 

April 10, Eafter-Djy; never was fuch a con- 
gregation fcen before at the facrament in Athlone. I 
preached at three. Abundance of Papills flocked 
to hear; fo that the Pried, feeing his command 
did not aval], came in perfon at ^\k^ and drove 
them away before him like a flock of fheep. 

Monday 11. I preached at five, the terrors oF 
fhe Lord) in the (Irongcft manner 1 was able, f^ut 
flili they who are rcadv to eat up every word, do 
not appear to digeft any part of it. 

In the evening there «*ppearcd more emotion in 
the? congregation than ever I had leen before. But 
it was in a manner 1 never faw : not in orie here 
and there, but in all. Peihaps C>od is working 
here in a way we have not known, going on with 
a flow and even motion ihiough the whole body of 
the people^ that they may all remember ihcmiclvcs 
and be turned unto the Lord. 

Tuesday 
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Tuerday it. I rode to Claras where I wat 
quickly informed, That there wat to be^in io an 
hour's time a famous cock-fight, to which almoft 
all the country was coming from every fide* 
Hoping to engage fome part of them in a better 
employ, I began preaching in the (Ireet at (boa 
as poITible. One or two hundred flopped, and 
liflened awhile, and pulled off their hats, and foi^ 
got their diverfion. 

The congregSion at TuUamore in the evening 
was larger than ever before, and deep attention fat 
on eveiy face. Toward the latter end of the fer* 
mon, there began a violent florm of hail. I 
deiired the people to cover their heads, but th6 
greater pkrt of them would not; nor did any ono ^ 
go away till I concluded my difcourfe. 

Wednefday 13. I preached in the evening at 
Tyrrel's pa/s. The congregation here alfo wai 
larger than ever; and the word of God feemed to 
take deeper root here than in any other part of 
this country. 

Thurfday 14. The houfe was full at five, in the 
evening many of the neighbouring gentlemen 
were prcfcnt, but none mocked. That is not the 
cuflom here, all attend to what is fpoken in tbe 
name of God : they do not underfland the makiol^ 
fport with facred things; fo that whether the X 
approve or no, they behave with ferioufnefs* . 

Friday 15. 1 rode to Edindtrry. Abundance*:^* 

Eeople were quickly gathered together. Havit» M 
ccn difturbcd in the night by Mr. SwindtUs^ f^^, 
lay with me and had a kind of epileptic fir, I w^ * 
not at all well about noon, when I began t: ^ 
preach, in a large walk, on one fide of the towf^. 
and the fun fhone hot upon my head, which ha ^ 
been aking all the day : but I forgot this before ^ 
had fpoken long, and when I had finifhed m^^ 
difcourfe, I left all my wcarinefs and pain behind 
and rode on in perfc^ health to Dublitu 

Saturday 
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Saturday 16. I found great reafon to praife God 
fot the work wrought among the people in my 
abfence. But ilill there is no fuch work as I 
iook for« I fee nothing yet but drops before a 
ihower, , 

Sunday 17. I preached at Skinner* t AlUy botR 
morning and evening. About four I wenc to St, 
Luke's Churchy being very near us. When I came 
out, I had a large attendance, even in the Church- 
yard, hallowing and calling names. I am much 
miflaken, if many of the warmefl zealots for ih6 
Church, would ever come within the doors, if 
they were thus to run the gauntlet every time 
they came. Would they not rather deep in a 
whole Ikin ? 

Wednefday ao. I fpent an agreeable hour with 
Mr. Miller^ the Lutheran Minifier. Ftom him I 
learned. That the earned religion which I found, 
in lo many parts of Germany^ is but of late date, 
having taken its rife from one man, Augvft Herman 
Francke f So can God, if it pleafeth him, enable 
one man. to revive his work throughout a whole 
nation. 

Saturday 23. I read fome hours, an extremely 
dull book. Sir James Ware*s Aniiquiiies of Ireland^ 
By the vad number of ruins which are feen in all 

f»arts, I had always fuipedled what he (hews at 
arge, namely, That in antient times it was more 
' populous ten-fold than it is now : many that were 
large cities, being now ruinous heaps ; many 
flirunk into inconiiderable villages. 
' 1 vifilcd one in the afternoon who was ill of a 
fever, and lay in a very clofc room. While I was 
near him I found myfelf not well. After my 
return home, 1 felt my {t)mach out of order. 
But I imagined it was not worth any notice^ and 
would pafs off before the morning. 

Sunday 2 \, I preached at Skinner's Alley at five, 
and on Oxmantown Green at eight. I was weak in 
body, but was greatly revived by the feriouf nefs 

G and 
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•and eameftnefs of the congregation. Refolving to 
improve the opportunity, I gave notice of preach- 
inj^ there sgain in the afrernoon ; which I did to a 
.congregation much more numerous, and equally 
attentive. As I came home I was glad to lie down, 
Jiaving a quivifey attended with a fever. How« 
ever, when (he Society met, I made fhiit to creep 
in airong them. Immediately my voice was 
reflorcd. 1 fpoke without pain, for near an hour 
together. And great was our rejoicing over each 
t^iher ; knowing that God would order all things 
well. 

Monday 25. Finding my fever greatly increafed, 
I judged it would be beil to keep my bed, and to 
live awhile on apples and apple-tea. On Tuefday 
I was quite well, and fliould have preached, but 
that Dr. R, (who had been with me twice) infilled 
on my reding for a time, 

I read to-day what is accounted the mod corred 
JBidory of St. P^/ricA that is extant. And on the 
maturcft confideration, I was much inclined to be* 
Jjcvc, That St. Patrick and St. •George were of one 
family. I'he whole floiy fmells ftrong of Romance^ 
To touch only on a few particulars. I obje£t to his 
iiifl fetting out. The Bifhop of Romehdid nofuch 
power in the beginning of the fifth century, as this 
account fuppofes. Nor would his uncle, the 
J^ifhop of Toius^ have fent him in that age to Rome 
for a comminion to convert Ireland j having him;*^ 
ieif as much authority over that land, as any 
Italian BiQiop whatever. Again, If God had fent 
him thither, he would not fo long have buried 
^is talent in the.earth. I never heard before of an 
Apodle fleep^ing thirty-five years, and beginning to 
preach at threefcore. But his fuccefs daggers me 
the mod of all; no blood of the Martyrs is here : 
no reproach, no fcandal of the crofs; no perfe- 
;cutiun to thofe that will live godly. Nothit^g is 
to be heard of from the beginning to the end, but 
jK^ingSi NobleS| Warriois bowing dowa before 
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IHtn* Thonfahds are converted, without ahy 
oppofition at all; twelve thoufand atone fermon. 
I^ thefe things were fo, either there was then no 
devil in the! world, or St. Patrick did not preach- 
the gofpel of ChrHl. 

Wednefday 27, In- the evening I read the 
letters: my voice h^ing weak, but I believe 
audible. As I was reading one from «S. G. a youn^ 
woman dropt down, and cried out exccedingUv 
£at in a few minutes her forrow was turned into 
joy, and her mourning into praife. 

Thurfday 28. Was the day fixt for my goin^ 
into the country. But all bbout me began in cry 
out, *< Sure you will not go to-day P See how the 
rain pours do'«vn?" I told tlieni, *'I muiLkecpmy 
word, if pofTibld." But before Hve, the man of 
whom I -had befpoke a horfe Cent word, ^< His 
faorfe (hould not go out in fuch a day.*' I fent one 
who brought him to a better mind. So about fix I 
took horfe. About nine- 1 called ^t Kilcock, The 
old landlord was ill of the gout ; and his wife of a 
complication of diflempers. But when I told her, 
** The Lord lovcih whom he chafteneth, and all 
thefe are tokens of his love." She burfl out, << O 
Lord, I oiFer thee all my fufferings, my pain, my 
licknefs. If thou loved me it is enough. Here 
I am : take me and do with me wliat thour 
wilt I'* 

Between one and two we came to Kinntgad. 
My firength was now pretty well exhaufted : fo 
that when we mounted again, after reding an 
hour, it was as much as I could do, to fit my horfe. 
We had near eleven Irijh (meafured) miles to ride,. 
which are equal to fourteen Englijh, I [;ot over 
them pretty well in three hours, and by fix leachcd 
TyrrcVs'pafh 

At feven i recovered my drength, foasto preach 
and meet the Society : which began now to be at 4 
(land, with regaid to numbcF« but not with' 
regard to. the grace of God. 

G a frkUy 
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Friday 89. I rode to TempU'Mxicqueteer, and 
thence toward Atklone. We' came at leaft an hour 
before we were expelled. Ncvcrlhelcfs we were 
met by many of oui: brethren. The firCl I faw, 
about two miles from the town, were a dozen litile 
boys running with all their n^ight, iome bare« 
headed, (bme bare-footed and bare- legged ; fo they 
had their dcfite of fpeaking to me firft, the others 
being ftill behind. 

Saturday 30, I found the roaring lion began to 
fhake himfelf here alfo. Some Papiils and two or 
three good ProtefUnt families were cordially 
joined together, to oppofe the work of God ; but 
they durfi not yet do it openly, the flream running, 
fo iirong againfl them. 

Sunday, May 1. Great part of the town was 
prefent at Ave, and I found began to feel what was 
ipoken. Yet (till the impreflion is not made as in 
Other places, on one here and there only. But 
the main body of Ihe hearers feem to go on 
together with an even pace. 

About two I preached on the Cannaugkt fide of 
the bridge, to aa attentive tnuUitude both ot 
Proteflants and Papids : whofe Prieil, perceiving 
'he profited nothing, at five came himfelf. I 
preached, on Is there no helm in GiUad ^ And 
could not help applying to the PapiAs in par* 
ticular. I am fatisficd many of them were almoft 
perfuaded, To give themfelves up to the great 
Phyfician of ibuls. 

Tuefday 3. 1 rode to Birr^ twenty miles from 
Athlon4^ and the key of the Sedions- Houfe not 
being to be {ouxxfi^ dccXdiX^d The grace of our Lord 
J{fus Chrijij in the lli eet, to a dull, rude, fenfelefs 
multitude. Many laughed the greater part of the 
time. Some went away jud in the middle of a- 
fentence. And yet when one cried out (a 
Carmelite Frier, Clerk to the Pricft) « You lie, 
you lie." The «zealous Proteflants cried out,. 
« Knock him down.*' And it was no fooner (aid 
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than done* I faw fome budle but knew not 
whit was ihe matter, till the whole W3s over. 

In the evening wc rode la Balliboy, There 
being no houie tnat could contain the con- 
gregation, I preached here alfo in the flreel. T 
was afraid, in a new place, there would be but 
few !n ihe morning ; but there was a confiderable 
number, and Tuch a bieding as I had fcarce found 
iince 1 landed in Ireland* 

Wednefday 4. I code 10 Clara, and preached tO' 
a fmall company, who were not afraid of a- (tormy 
day. I fpent half an hour after fermon with a. 
few ferious people, and then rode to Tuilamore, 

One who looks on the common /ri/i Cabbins^ 
might imagine Saturn flill reigned here : 

Cum frigid a parvai 
Prabsret Jh^lunca domos ; ignemq. larcmq, 
Et pecus & dondnos communi clauderet umSra* 

Communi umbra indeed: for no light can come 
into the canh or draw-built civern. on the mailer 
and his cattie, but at one hole, which is both win- 
dow, chimney and door. 

In the evening I preached to a large, quiet con» 
gregation ^jhough not fo large as the laft.j 

Thurlday 5. Though my flux continually 
ificreafed, (which was caofed by my eating a bad 
egg at Birr) yet I was unwilling to break my 
lA^ord, and fo made (hi ft to ride in ihe afternoon- 
tio Mount tn^lick, i had not feen fuch a con* 
gregation before, fmce 1 fet out from Dublin* 
And the greater part did not (land like flocks and' 
ftones, but (cemed to underftand what I Ipake of 
wot (hipping God in fpirit and in truth, 

Fridjy 6. More people came at five, than I had* 
feen at that hour in any part of Ireland, And I 
found my heait fo moved towards them, that iti 
^ite o( weaknefs and p^in, I enforced for mora 
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iflian an hour, thofe folemn words, The kingdom oj^ 
God is at hand: repint ye and believe the go^L 

Hence 1 lodc lo Philip/lown, a poor, dry, barren 
place. I pray God the firft may not be laft, 

Saturday 7. I fet out in the morning, and aFter 
reding two hours at Tullamore^ and two or three 
more at Moat, I rode on to Athlone, and preached 
at (ix, on He htaltifi them that are broken in hearty 
I felt no wearincfsor pain till I had done fpeaking, 
but then fofind, I could not meet the Society, 
being ill able to walk the length of the room. 
But God gave me refrefbing deep. 

Sunday 8. I preached at Hve, though I could 
not well f)^and. I then fct out lor Aghrim^ in the 
colinty of Galwayy thirteen Connaught^ u e» 
York/hire miles from Athlone. The morning 
prayers, fo called, began about twelve ; after 
which we had a warm fermon againfl Entbufiafts. 
I could not have come at a belter time* For I 
'began immediately after, and all that were in the 
Church, high and low, rich and poor flopped to 
hear me. In explaining the inward kingdom of 
God, I had a fair occafion to confider what wq 
had juft heard ; and God renewed my flrength, 
and I trud, applied his word to the hearts of mo(t 
of the hearers, 

Mr, S, a neighbouring Juftice of Peace, as foon 
as I had done, defired me to dine with him. After 
dinner I hailened back to Aihlone^ and began 
preaching about fix ; five Clergymen were of the 
audience, and abundance of Romanics. Such an 
opportunity I never had before in thefe parts. > 

Monday 9. Haying not had an hour's found 
ileep from the time I lay down till I rofe, I .wa* 
in doubt, whether I could preach or not? How* 
ever I went to the Market-place asufual; and 
found no want of ftrength, till I had fully 
declared the Redemption that is in jfefus Chrijt^ 
X h<(d defi^ned afterwards to fettle the Society. 

throughly . 
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throughly; but I was not able to fit up fa 
long. 

M^ny advifed me, not to go out at nighr, the 
^ind being extremely cold and bluftering« Hut I 
could in no wife confent to fpare myielf, at fuch a 
time as this. I preached oj\ Come unto me^ atlyc 
that labour and are heavy laden* ^ And 1 found my- 
fclf at lead as well when I Had done, as I was 
before I begun. 

Tuefday lo. With much difficulty I broke 
-away ftom this immeafurably-Ioving people; and 
not fo foon as I imagined neither; for when we 
drew near to the Turnpike, about a mile from the 
town, a multitude waited for us at the top of the 
hill. They fell back on each Gde, to make us 
way, and then joined and doled us in. After 
finging two or three vcifes, 1 put forward, when 
on a fudden I was a little furprized, by fuch a cry 
of men, women and children, as I never heard 
before. Yet a little v/hile, and we (hall meet, 
to part no mote ; and fotrow and fighing (hall flee 
away for ever. 

Inflead of going (Irait to Tullamore^ I could not 
be cafy, without going round by Coolylough ; I 
knew not why ; for I did not know then that Mr, 
Handy'J wife, who had been brought to bed a lew 
days, had an eainefl defire to fee me once more 
before I left the kingdom. She could not avoid 
praying for it, though her (idcr checked her again 
and again, telling her, " It could not be." before 
the debate was concluded, 1 came in* So they 
wondered, and praifcd God. 

In the evening I preached at Tullamore^ and at 
five in the morning. I was then glad to lie 
down. In the afternoon, Wednefday ii, I rode 
once more to Mountmelick, The congregation, 
both in the evening and the next morning, wa» 
larger than before.

After preaching a grey-headed man came to me,. 
bitterly Urnenting that he had lived many years 
without knowing that he had need oF a Phyiician. 
Immediately came another, who had beea a haxm- 
leli man aft^ any in the town; he would have 
fpoke, but could not. I then fpoke to him ; but 
not two minutes, before he funk to the eround* 
3o I perceived I had not fpent my little (trength 
here, as one that bcaUth the air. 

I took the (Irait road from hence to Dublin. 
jHere likewife I obferved abundance of ruined 
buildings; bat I obferved alfb, that fome of them 
"Mxre never Hnilhed ; and fome had been pulled 
down by ihofe who built them. Such is the 
amazing fieklenefs of this people. ^Almod every 
one who has his fortune in his own hands, 
J)iruitf adijicaty mutat quadrata rotuudis^ and 
leaves thofe monuments of his folly to all lycceed- 
ing generations. 

I reached Dublin in the evening, faint and 
weary, but the two next days I reded. Sunday 15^ 
finding my (Ircngth greatly reftored, I preached at 
five, and at eight on ikcmantown-Green. I expe&ed 
to fail as foon as I had done; but the Captain 
putting it off (as their manner is) gave me an 
opportunity of declaring, the gofpel of peace to a 
ftill larger congregation in the evening. One of 
them, after lidening fome time, cried out, (baking 
his head, "Ay, he is a Jefuit; that's plain," 
To which a Fopini Priefl, who happened to be 
near, replied aloud, *' No, he is not. I would to 
God he was." 

Monday 16. Obferving a large congregation in 
the evening and many ftran^ers among them, 
I preached more roughly than ever I had done 
in Dublin, on thofe awful woids, What is a man 
profited^ if he Jhould gaiA the whole world -and lofe kit 
Qwn foul ?■ " 

Tuefday 17. I fpoke ftrong and plain words 
a^aio, both in th^ m'^rnin^ and evening : and 

ihould 
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(houM not have regretted my being detained, had 
it becn.only for the bleflings of ihis day. 

Wcdnefday 18. We look ftiin, the wind was 
(rzidW in ihe anernoon, but cxcee^iing high towards 
nif^ht. About eight I laid me down on the 
(^uaricr-deck. I was foon wet from head to foot, 
but I took no cold at all. About four in the morn- 
ing we landed at Holyhead^ and in the evening 
reached Carnarvon, 

Friday ao. 1 rode with Mr. C, Perronet to 
MachuntUthf and the next day, Saturday 21, to 
BuiUh, I had no defire to go furiher, and it rained 
hard ; but Mr, Philips prcft us to go on to Garths 
We came thither juft as they were linging before 
family prayer; fo 1 took the book and preached 
on thofe words, Beholdy to fear the Lord^ tkatis 
9»ifdom^ and to depart Jrom evil, that is undet' 
ftandifig. 

Sunday -89. At eight I preached at Garth^ 
afterwards in Maefmennys Church, and at Builtk 
in the afternoon. We propofed going this even- 
*"g to John Price's at Mertha ; but tearing he might 
be at the Society (two miles from his houfe) we 
Vent round that way, and came while the Exhorter 
was in the midfl of his fermon. I preached when 
he had done. About eight we came to Mertha, 
a&d flept in peace. 

Monday 23, We were on horfcback at four 
ojclock, and at four in the afternoon came to 
Cardiff. The rain obliged me to preach in the 
Room. Tuefday \\^ I breakfaded at Fonmon^ 
dined at Wenvo, and preached at Cardiff in the 
evening. Wcdnefday 45, we fet out after 
preaching, and in the afternoon came to BriJioL 

Whirfunday, May 29. Our firft fcrvice began 
about four, at the Weaver's Hall, At fevcn I 
preached in the Old Orchard, At ten 1 began in 
lyingfiaood : where at two (the houfe being too 
fmaii for the congregation,) I preached under the 
Sycamoic-tree. At Eve I preached in the Oli 

Orchard, 
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Cukard, and then rode to Kingsreood^ where we 
concluded the day with a Love feaft, 

Monday 30. I preached af three in the Old 
Orchard^ and in the evening at Balk, Tuefday 31, 
in the evening I preached at Readings and We>- 
nefHay, June 1, I reached London, 

We had an exceeding folcmn meeting of the 
B inds tins evening, and of the Society the next. 

Salarday 4, I w.is lent for bv Captain //, one 
who had been ftrongly prejudiced againft us. 
But the arrows of the Alinigh'v now conRrained 
him to cry our, " Lord, lend by whom thou wilt 
fend!" 

Sunday 5. I prcarh'*d in Moorfidds hoXh morn* 
ing and evening. Thcie had been much tumuU 
there the lafl Sunday :' but all was quiet now; 
and the power of God Teemed even to compel 
finners to come \n» 

Wednefday 8, I began examining the Claflei; 
but was obliged to break ofF by the return of my 
late diforder. 

Sunday 1 ?. I defigned preaching in the fields It 
feven; but the thunder, and lightning, and rain 
prevented. At eleven I preached in St. Bar* 
tholomcw*5 Church. Deep attention fat on every 
face, while I explained and, by the grace of God, 
prefl; home thofe words, Thou art not Jar from th9 
kingdom of God, 

Monday 23. I fpent an hour or two with Dr« 
Pepufch^ he alferted, that the Art of Mu(ic is lofl; : 
that the Antients only underdood it in its per- 
fection : that it was revived a little in the reign of 
King Henry VIW, by 7a//yx and hiscotemporaries; 
as alfo in the reign of Qaeen Elizabtthj who was M, 
judge and patroncfs of it: that after her reign it 
funk for fixty or fcventy years, till Purcell made 
(ome attempts to rclloie it ; but that ever fince the 
true, antient art, depending on nature, and 
mathematical principles, had gained no ground, 
the prefent mailers having no fixed pripciplc» 
at all." 

Wcdncfday 
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Wcdnefday 15. I preached once more at Su 
Bartkolamezu*s. How ilrangely is the fcene 
changed ! What laughter arid tumult was ther4» 
among ** the bell uf the parifh," wlicn we 
preached in a London Church ten years a^o P and 
tiow all are calm and quietly attentive, from the 
"Icafl even to the grciiic (I I 

Sunday 19. The congregation in Moorfdds was 
grejtly increafed, both morning and afiernoon ; 
and that their fcriourncfs incrcilcd wilh their 
number, fo that it was comfottahle even ro fee 
them. In the evening, to cafe mc a little in my 
journey, as I had not yet recovered my Itrength, 
Col. G. carried me in his chair to Brentford, 

Monday 20. I preached at Reading at noon, to a 
/erious, well-behaved congregation, and in tHc 
afternoon rode to Hunger ford, Tuefday 21, I 
preached in the Old Orchard Sit Briflol, on Rijoice 
^n the Lordy yt righteous, 

-Friday, Jan, 24, The day we had appointed for 
opening the fchool at Kingswoodt 1 preached there 
On Train up a child in the way that he Jkould go^ and 
^^^en he is old, he mil not depart from it. My 
brother and I adminillcred the Lord's fupper to 
^^«ny who came irom far. We then agreed on 
the General Rules of the fchool, which we 
V*»bli(hed prefently after. 

Monday 27. 1 rode to WaUbridge near Sttoud^ 
^^d preached at one to a lively congregation, 
^bout two we fet out for Stanley, I fcarce ever 
'e It the fun io fcoicliing hot in England, 1 began 
Pleaching in Farmer Finch's Orchaid (tlicre not 
being room in the houle; beiwecn leven and 
^'ght, and the poor, earned people devoured every 
Word. 

Tucfday 28. 1 rode o Evejharrk^ and exhorted

*^« ready to die, Wedntlday 29, we took horfe. 

^ four, and calling at Studley, found a woman of a 

|. *fokcn heart, mourning continually after Gc d, 

and

one I began preaching in the open air at Birmini 
ham ; at the fame time it began raining violeotl; 
^vhich continued about a quarter of an houi 
but did not diflurb either me or the congregatiot 

At half hour after (ix I preached at Wednejbur 
to an exceeding Urge congregation ; and ever 
man, woman and child behaved in a maniii 
becoming the gofpeU 

Thurfday 30, We fct out between three aa 
four, and reached Nottingham in ihe afternocs 
Friday, July 1, 1 rode to Shfjidd, and preached 
the evening at the end of the houfe to a qi« 
congregation* 

Saturday s. I rode io Epworth^ and preached t. 
large congregation, many of them flablifhed in " 
grace of God, 

Sunday 3. I preached in the room at five, bis. 1 
nine, on my uiual (land at the Crofs, The cloi 
came jufl in time (it being a warm, fup-fl»i 
morning) to {hade me and the congregatioi 
but at the fame time both the light and powi 
of the Mod High were upon many of the: 
fouls, 

I was quite furprized when I heard Mr. ^ 
preach. That'foft, fmooth, tuneful voice, whic J 
he fo often employed to blafpheme the work o 
God, was loft, without hope of recovery : .al 
means had been tried, but none took place. H 
now fpoke in a manner (hocking to hear; an< 
impoHible to be heard diftinclly by one quarier o 
the cpngrcgation. 

Mr. HaytSy the Rcftor reading prayers, 1 hac 
once mote the comfort of receiving the Lord'l 
fupper at Epworth. Afier the 'evening fervice, 
I preached at the Crofs again, to almoft the 
whole town, I fee plainly, we have often judged 
amifs, when we have meafured the incieafe of the 
work of God, in this and other places, by the 
increafe of the Society only. The oociciy here ij

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ndt krge \ but God has wrought upon the whole 
place, labbath-breaking and drunkennefs arc no 
more (cen in thefe flreets : cifrfinf; and fwearing 
^re rarely heard. Wickednefo hides its head 
already. Who knows but by and by God may 
utterly take it away ? 

I was peculiarly pleafed with the deep feriouf* 
neb of the congregation at Church, both morning 
and evening. And all the way we walked down 
the Church-lane, after the fermon was ended, I 
fcarce faw one perfon look on either lidei or fpcak 
one word to another. 

Monday 4. I rode to Hainton^ the congregation 
lieie was hut fmall, which was chiefly owing to the 
xniferablc negligence of the poor ReQor. Art thou 
alfo to die? and to give an account to God, of 
every word and work ? 

Tuefday 5. We rode to Coningjby on the edge of 

tbe Fens. Mr. B. a Baptifl Minifter, had wrote to 

nnc at London^ begging me to lodge with him, 

^whenever 1 came to Coningjby. Bat he w^as gone 

^ut of town that very morning. However one 

S'ode after him and brought him back in the 

afternoon. 1 was fcarce let down in his houfe 

before he fell upon the point of Baptifm. I 

Vraved the difpute tor fame time, but finding there 

^as no remedy, I came clofe to the quedion, and 

ive kept to it for about an hour and half. From 

that time we let the matter reft, and confirmed our 

love, towards each other. 

At feven I preached in the (Ireet to one of the 
largef^ congregations I had Teen in Lincolnjhire. In 
■the morning, Wednefday 6, we had another quiet 
and comfortable opportunity. We thence rode to 
Ludborough^ where I preached at eleven, and in the 
afternoon to Grimjby* 

At, feven I preached in that Urge Room, but it 
was not near large enough to contain the con* 
gregatiop. Many flood on the flairs and in the 
adjoining rooms, and many below in the flreet* 

H The 
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The Fear of God hat lately fprtfad in an uncommo 
degree among thia people alfo. Nor has Mr. I 
been able to prevent it, though he bitterly cutr^ 
US) in the name of tlie Lord, 

Thurfday 7. Immediately after preaching I ro de 
to Lajthys and preached at feven to a fmai 1/^ 
carnelt congregation. We flopped no moitt iU 
we came to Eptoorth^ where we had a joyful . 
meeting in the evening. 

Ft iday 8. I took horfe immediately after preach- 
ing and rode to Mr. S's of CfotjU. I began preach- 
ing foon after eight, hut fo wHd a congregation, I 
had not lately feen. HoWever, as I ftood within 
the Ju dice's garden, they did QOt make any 
di flurbdncc. 

About noon I preached at Sykehau/e^ the little 
Society here alfo feemcd to partake of the general 
revival. We took horfe at teh, and foOn after 
eight, came to Boroughbndgt* 

Saturday 9. Setting out between (wo and three, 
we reached SttocaftU about three in the aftevnooo. 
Sunday 10. 1 began exhorting all that loved their 
own fouls, folemnly to renew their covenant with 
God : the nature of which 1 explained at Urge, 
on the mornings of the enfuing week. 

I had defigned preaching between eight aUd 
nine in Sandgatc. But the rain drove us mto the 
toom. In (he afternoon I preached on the firil 
Leffon, David's conquefi of Goliah, But the houfe 
would in no wife contain (he people, fo that many 
were forced to go away. 

On Wcdncfday, Thurfday and Friday 1 ex- 
amined (he ClalTes, and found not only an increafe 
of number, but likewife more of the life and 
power of religion among them than ever I bad 
found before. 

The fame thing I obferved in all the country 
Societies, among which 1 fpent one or moi« oightt 
every week, 

Sundajr 
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Sunday 17. We had a glorious hour in Ae 
morning. At half hour pafl eight, I preached ia 
^he CaflU'gartky and again at four in the afternoon, 
to a vad multitude of people. 

Monday i8, I bcgiln my journey Northward, 
having appointed to preach in Morpeth at nooo, 
A& foon as I had fung a few veifes at the Croia, 
a young man appeared at the head of his troop, 
and told me very plaioly and roughly, *^ You (hall 
not preach there«" I went on, upon which he gave 
the (ignal to his companions,, who prepared to 
force me into better manners. But they quickly 
fell out among themfelvc^. Mean tim« 1 began 
my fermon, and went on without any conliderable 
ioterruption, the congregation foftning nnore and 
vtote, till low«rds the clofe, the far greater part 
.ftppAarefl excoeding (^prious atKl attentive. 

In Ihe afternoon we rode to Widdrington^ which 
^longed to the hovdWidtirington^ till the Rebel Lion 
ia &7i6. The poo^ile flocked in fron^ all paus, fo 
4hat thfi congregation here wu larger than at 
Jdarpetk. It wais a delightful evening and a 
ilelightful place, under the (hade of tall trees : 
and every man h^ng upon the word ; none ilirred 
his head or hand, or looked to the right or left, 
while I declared in ftrong terms. The grace of 
lOur Lord Jeflis Chrift. 

Tuefday ig. We rode to AUmouth, a fmall fea^ 
port town, famoua for all kind of wickednefi. 
The people here are (inners convid, they have 
nothing to pay, bul plead guilty before God* 
Therefore I preached to them without delay, 
Jefus Chriftforwifdom,righteoufnefs, fan£l:i(ication 
and redemption. 

After dinner we rode to Alnwick, one of the 
largeft inland towns in the county of Northumber^ 
l^dm At fibj^en I preached at the Crofs to as large 
a congregation as at NewcaftU on Sunday evening. 
Thia place (eemed much to refemble Athlon€f 
all were moved a litfie, but none very much* 

H 2 Tho 
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The waters fpread wide but not deep* But the 
Lord worketh as feenieth him good. 

Wednefday to. We took horfe between eight 
and nine, and a little before two came to Berwick. 
1 fent to the Commander of the Garrifony to de(ire 
the ufe of a green place near his houfe, which he 
readily granted. I preached at feven to (it was 
judged) two thoufand people. I found the generality 
of them juft fuch as 1 expe6led ; ferious and 
decent, but tiot eafy to be convinced of any thing. 
For who cait tell them what they did not know 
before ? ^ 

Thurfday si. After preaching we walked round 
the wallsi which they were repairing and re- 
building. I could not but obferve to*day, how 
different the face of things was, from what it 
appeared yefterdav, efpecially after I had preached 
at noon : yefterday we were hollowed all along 
the ilreets. To day none opened his mouth as we 
went along; the very children were all filent. 
The grown people pulled off their hats oif every 
fide: fo that we might even have fancied our* 
felvts at NeucafiU. O well is it, that honour is 
ballanced with difhonour, and good report with 
evil report I 

At feven I preached to a far larger congregation 
than before. And now the word of God was as 
a fire and a hammer. I began again and again, 
after I thought I had done : and the latter words 
were ftill (Ironger than the former : fo that I was 
not furprized at the number which attended in the 
morning, when we had ariother joyful folemn 
hour. Here was the loud tail to the people of 
Berwick^ if haply they would know the day of their 
vifitation. 

Friday 22. I preached about noon at Tuggie^ 
a village about three mrles from Barnborougk: 
.and t]ien went on to Alnwick^ where, at feven, 
was fuch a congregation, as one would not have 
thought the whole town could aiiord. And I

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VTM enabled lo ifeal faithfully with them, u^, 
fli^plaining, Thau (irt noi far hovn tht kingdom of 
Qo4* I was conftrained to Jpeak twice as long 
as ufgal :. but none offered to go away. And I 
Wlieve the moft general call of God to the people 
of Alnwck was at this hour. 

Saturday 23. 1 preached at qoon at Long^HerfeUy^ 

The Minifter here was of a truly moderate (pirit. 

He &id/ ^* I have doae all I can for this people. 

. Apd 1 can do them no good. Now let othcr$ 

try. If they can do any I will th^k them with 

' all my heart." 

Sunday 24. I preached at five ; at half hour pafl 
eight, in the CaftU-Garth, and at four in the after- 
Jiopn* I was weary and faint when I l^egan to 
(peak. But my (Irength was quickly renewed* 
Thence we went to the Society. 1 had defigned 
to read the Rules, But I could not get forward* 
At we began {p we went on till eight o'clock^ 
^ fipffing and. rejoicing and prailing God. 

W^netday 27. I rode to BLanchland^ intenditig 
iGUice^ch there. But at the defire of Mr. IVy the 



preached to a large congregation of ferious peqplc^ 
and rode on to AUandaU. . 

Thurfday 28. We rode over the Moors to Ninfs^ 
head^ a village Soqth-Wed from AUandaU^ where I 

fireached at eight. We then went on to Ale/den^ » 
oQiall market town in Cumberland. At noon I 
preached at the Crofs^ to a quiet, daring peo{>le^ 
who feemcd to be little concerned, one way or thp 
.other. In the evening I preached at Hindlj Hill 
j^gain and we praifed God with joyful lip«. 

Friday 29, At noon I went to the Ctpfi in 
4Uand(Ue town, where Mr. Toppings with a com* 

fany of the better Ibrt, waited for u^. i foon* 
)und, it was but a yeth attempt, to difpute or 
{Caiba with him. He fkippcd fo n-om one point ta 

H 3 another^ 
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another, that it was not poffible to keeo up with 

him. So after a few minutes I removed about an 

hundred yards, and preached in peace to a very 

large congregation ; it being the general pay-day, 

which is but once in (ix months. 

Saturday 30. At noon I preached at Ncwlands : 

•bout three near TanfeU CrofS| and at NewcaftU in 

the evening. 

Sunday 31. At eight I preached in the ftreet at 

Sunderland^ and at one in the afternoon. I rode 
thence ilrait to th^ CaftU-Garth^ and found abun- 
dance of people gathered together. Many were in 
tears all round while thole comfortable words 
were opened and applied. He heaUth them that art 
broken in hearty and giveth medicine to heal their 

f.cknefs. 

Monday, Augufl: 1. One of my old companions 
returned, my head*ach which I never had while 
I abftained from animal food, fi^t 1 regarded 
it not, (uppofing it would go off in a day or two of ' 
itfclf. 

Tueiday 2. I preached about noon at Biddick 
and at PetUm in the evening. I intended to have 
given an exhortatiori'to the Society. But as foon 
as we met, the fpiritof fupplicatien. fell upon us, 
fo that I could hardly do any thing but pray and 

..give thanks, till it was time for us to part. 

Wednefday 3. I found it abfolutely neceffary to 
publiQi the following Adveriifement. 

« Whereas one Thomas Moor^ alias Smithy has 
lately appeared in Cumberland and other parts of 
England^ preaching (as he calls itj in a Clergyman's 
habit, and then coiled ng money of his hearers: 
this is to certify whom it may concern, that the 
(aid Moor is no Clergyman, but a cheat and 
impoftor: and that no Preacher in connexion 
with me, either direaiy or indireOly afks money 
•f anyone.

Thurfday 
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Thurfday 4. I prtached in the evening at Spen •« 
Friday ^9 about noon at Horjdty. As 1 rode home 
I found my head-ach increafe much^ But as many 
people were come from all parta (it being the 
monthly Watch-night) 1 could not be content to 
fend tliem empty away. 1 almoii forgot my paia 
while I was ipfaking ;- but w^ obliged to go to 
bed, as foon as 1 had done. 

Saturday 6. The pain was much worfe than 
before. 1 then applied cloths dipt in cold water. 
Immediately my head was eafy. but 1 was rxceed- 
iog tick. When I laid down, the pain returned 
and the ficknefs ceafed : when I fat up, the pain 
ceafedy and the (icknefs returned. In the evening 
I took ten' grains of Ipecacuanha. It wrought for 
about ten minutes. The moment it had done, I 
was in perfe6b health, and felt no mote either of 
pain or ncknefs. 

Sunday 7. I preached as ufual at five, and at 
"balf hour after eight. In the afternoon all the 
ftreet was full of people, come from all parts, 
t9 ft€ iki Judges. But a good part of them followed 
me into the Cajik Garth^ and found fomething elfe 
10 do. This put a sealous man that came by, quire 
out of patience, fo that I had hardly named my 
text, when he began to icold and fcream, and 
cvirle and fwear, lo the utmoft extent of his throat. 
But there was not one of the whole multitude^ 
jich or poor, that regarded him at all. 

Monday 8. I fet out once more for the North. 
At noon I preached at the Crofs in Morpeth : in 
the evening at Alnwick^ where many now began 
to fear God and tremble at his word. 

Tuefday 9. I preached about noon at Tuggle 2 
and between fix and feven in the evening at 
ficrwick. More of the senuy were there than 
ever before; and I think but three went away. 
Wednefday 10, the congregation was nearly 
4oubled, and the i^ord feemed to fink into their 
hearts* It wai with great diffi€ulty that i aher* 

ward^ 
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wards met the Society; fo many crowded after me 
(though without the leaft incivility) aad knew 
not how to go away. . 

Thurfday 1 1* Abundance oF them were with tif 
in the morning. We took horfe at foon as we 
could after preaching^ and before twelve reached 
AUmoutky where all the publicans and finners 
drew near to hear. Nay, and all the gentry c 
the' chief of whom invited us to dtnaeir,- where 
we fpent two hours in agreeable and- ufeful 
converfation. 

In the evening I preached to the earned con*^ 
gregation at IViddringtcn. There is always a bleffing. 
among this people. 

Friday ia. In riding to NewcaJtUf I finiflied the- 
tcDth Iliad of Howur. What an amazing genius 
had this man P To write with fuch ftrength of 
thought and beauty of exprediony when he had 
none to go before him! And what a vein of piety 
runs through hJs whole work, in fpite of his 
Pagan prejudices i^ Yet one can't but obferve 
iuch improprieties intermixt| as are ihocking to- 
ihe lad degree. 

What excufe can any man of common fenft- 
make for 

<* Hisfcolding Heroes and his wounded Gods? 

Nay, does he not introduce even his " Father of 
Gods and men," one while (haking heaven with 
his nod, and foon after u(in^ his (ifter and viffi*, 
the Emprefs of heaven, with (uch language 
as a Carman mi^ht be afhamed of? And what can 
be faid for a King, full of days and wifdom^ 
telling Achilles, -«< How often he had ^iven him 
wine, when he was a child and fat m his lap^ 
till he had vomited it up en his clothes ? Ar^ . 
thefe fame of thofe « Divine boldneflfes whicb 
naturally provoke ihort-fightedtiers and ignorancd 
lo (hew Uiomfel¥«s»'^ 

Tuefdajr 
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Tucfday i6. Wc left NcwcafiU. In riding to 
Leeds, I read Dr. Hqdgt^s account of the Plague tm 
Lsndon. I was furprized, i. That he did not learn 
even from the Cymptoms related by himfelf, That 
the part firft feized by the infc^lion was the 
(lomach ; and s* That he obdinately perfevered in 
the hot regimen ; though he continually faw the 
ill fuccefs of it, a majority of the patients dying 
'under his hands* 

Soon after twelve I preached near the Market* 
place in Stockton^ to a very large and very rude 
congregation. But they' grew calmer and calmer, 
fo that long before I had done, they were quiet 
.and ferious. Some gentlemen of Yarm earnefily 
defired. That I would preach there in the after- 
noon« I refufed for fome time, being weak and 
tired, fo that 1 thought preaching thrice in the 
day, and riding upward of fifty miles would be 
work enough. But they would take no denial. 
So -I went with them about two o'clock, and 
^preached at three in the Market-place there, to a 
treat, multitude of people gathered together at a 
lew minutes warning. About feven I preached 
in the flreet at Ofmothtrly. It raine.d almod all the 
time. But none went away. We took horfe about 
five, Wednefday 17, and in the afternoon came to 
Leeds. 

On Thurfday and Friday I preached at the neieh* 
bouring towns. Saturday so, at the earned delire 
of ^hq. little Society, I went to JVakeJield. I knew 
the madnefs of the people tjhcre. But I knew 
alfo, they were in God's hand. At eight I would 
have preached in Francis Scot's yard ; but the 
Landlord would not fuffer it, iaying, «* The mob 
would do more hurt to his houics, than ever we 
ihould do him good." So I went pet force into 
the main flreet, and proclaimed pardon for Tinners. 
None interrupted, . or made the Icaii dillurbance^ 
from the beginning to the end. 

-. \ ■ About 
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About one I preached at Holton^ where likewife 
all it now calnii after a violent ftorcn of feveral 
weeks, wherein many were beaten and wounded 
and outraged various ways; but none moved froih 
their (ledfadnefs* In the evening I preached at 
Armley^ to many who tvant a florm, being quite 
unnerved by a conflant funihine. 

Sunday 21. I pre^icbed as ufual, at Leeds znA 
Birjlal. Monday 22, After preaching at Heaton^ 
I rode to Skircoat Green. Our brethren here were 
much divided in their judgment, M^ny thought I 
ouf^kt-to preach at HaUifax-Ciofs, Others judged 
it to be impra&icable; the very mention of it as a 
podible thing, having fet all the town in an up^ 
roar. However, to the Crofs I went. There wag 
an immenfe number of people, roaritig HWe the 
waves of che fea. But the far greater part of them 
were ftill, as feon at 1 began to fpeak. 
They ieemtd more and more attentive and com* 
poied: till a gentleman got fome of the rabble 
together, and began to throw money among thetn, 
which occalioned much hurry and confufion. 
Finding my voice could not be heard, I made figna 
to the people, that I would remove to another 
place. I believe nine in ten followed rne'to a 
meadow, about half a mile from the town : where 
we fpent fo folemn an hour as I have (eldom 
known, rejoicing and praiBng God. 

Tuefday 23. The congregation was larger at five 
in the morning, than it was in the evening when I 
preached here before. About one I preaehed at 
BaUdot^ in the evening at Bradfordt where non^ 
behaved indecently, but the C— * " of the pari(h« 

Wednefday 24. At eight I preached at Ecckfad^ 
and about one at Kighley, At five Mr. Grni^^a, 
read prayers and I preached at Hatoorth^ to more 
than the Church could contain. We began the 
fervice in the morning at five* And even then 
the Church was nearly filled. 

: Thurfdajr 
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Tburfday •5. I rode with Mr. Grmjkaw to 
RougkUCt where T/umas Ctlkeck of KighUy was to 
meet us. We were ftopt again and again and 
besged ^ Not to go on ; for a large mob from 
Cm was gone before us,*' Coming a little farther, 
we underilood tfaey had not yet reached RovghUe. 
So we hallened on, that we might be there before 
tfaem. AU was quiet when we came. I was a 
little afraid for Mr. Grimjhaw. But it needed not. 
He was ready to go to prifon or death for Chrid's 
fake. 

At half hour after twelve I began to preach. I 

hnd about half (iniihed my difcourfe, when the 

mob came pouring down the hill like a tofrent. 

After exchanging a few words with their Captain, 

to prevent any contefl, I went with him as he 

required. When we came to Barroztiford^ two 

miles off, the whole army drew up in battle array, 

before the houfe into which I was carried, with 

two or three of my friends. After I had been 

detaiDed above an hour, their Captain went out 

and .1 followed him, and defired him (o conduft 

me whence I came. He faid, he would : but the 

i8ob (bon followed after: at which he was fo 

enraged, that he muft needs turn back to fight 

then, and fo left me alone. 

A 6irther account is contained in the following 
letter^ which I wrote the next morning. - 



IViddop^ Aug. 26, 1748. 
SIR, 

YESTERDAY between twelve and one o'clock, 
while I was fpeaking to fome quiet people, 
"Without any noife or tumult, a drunken rabble 
CMne, with clubs and flaves, in a tumultuous and 
liotous manner, the Captain of whomi Rkhard.B* 
W name, faid, he was a Deputy-cop ftable^ and 
that he was come to bring me t»jfou% I went with 

him. 
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hiiB. But I had fcarce gone ten yards, when. i 
man of hU company (truck me with hit fid in tlXnc 
face with all his might* Quickly afcer^ anotlv. <r 
threw his (lick at my head, I then made a litc^ h 
Hand, But another of your champions, curfingas^tf 
fwearing in the mod ihocking manner, arxd 
flourifhifig his club over his head, cried out, 
•• Biing him away," With fuch a convoy / 
walked to Barrowford^ where they informed me 
. you was, their drummer going before, to draw aJl 
the rabble together from all quarters. 

When your Deputy had brought me into the 
houfe, he permitted Mr. Grim/haw, the Miniderof 
HtLzuorth^ Mr. Cdheck of Kighley^ and on^ more to « 
be with me, promiling, that none fhnuld hurt 
them. Soon after you and your friends came in, 
and required me to promife, ** 1 would come 
to RoughUc no more." I told you, 1 would fooner 
cut on my hand, than make any fuch promife. 
Neither would I promife, that none of my friends 
ihould come. After abundance of rumbling dif- 
courfe (for I could keep none of you long to any 
one point) from about one o'clock till between 
three and four (in which one of you frankly faid, 
^( No, we will ru>t be like GamaUcij we will pro- 
ceed like the J^ews,") You feemed a little fatisfied 
with my faying, ' I will not preach at RougkUt 

at this tin#t^.*' You then undertook to quiet the 

mob, to whom you went and fpoke a few words, 
and their noife immediately ce^ed. I then 
walked out with you at the back door. 

I (hould have meniioned. That I had feveral 
times before de fired you to let me so, but in vain c 
and (hat when I attempted to go with Richard B. 
the mob immediately followed, with oaths, curfes 
and ilones ; thiit one of them beat me down to tho 
ground ; and when 1 rofe again, the whole body 
came about me like lions^ and forced me bjlck into 
Ihc h#ufe. . 

Whil« 
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While you and I went out at one door, Mr* 
Crimfliaw and Mr. Colbeck went out at the other. 

~ The mob immediately clofed them, toiled them to 
and fro with the utrooft violence, threw Mr. 
Grimjhaw down, and loaded them both with dirt ' 
and mire of every kind: not one of your friends 
offering to call off your bloodhoTinds from the 
purfuit. 

The other quiet, harmlefs people, who followed 
xne at a didance, to fee what tne end would be, 
they treated ftill worfe, not only by the con- 
nivance, but by the exprefs order of your Deputy. 
They made them run for their lives, amidfb 
(bowers oC dirt and flones, without' any regard to 
age or fex. Some of them they trampled in the 
mire, and dragged by the hair, particularly Mr, 

* Mack/ordy who came with mc from Newca/lUm 
Many they beat with their clubs without mercy* 
One they forced iq leap down (or they would 
have thrown him headlong) from a rock, ten or 
twelve feet high, int© the river. And when he 
crawled out, wet and bruifcd, they fwore t!icy 
would have thrown him in again, which they 
were hardly perfuaded not to do. All this time 
you fat well-pleafed clofe to the place, not at* 
tempting in the leafl to hinder them. 

And all this time you was talking of jnflice and 

■ law ! Alas, Sir, fuppofe we were Diffentcrs (w»hich 
I deny) fuppofe we were Jews ox Turks^ are we not 
to have the benefit of the laws of our country ? 
Proceed againfl: us by the law, if you can or dftre ; 
but not by lawlefs violence ; not by making a 
drunken, curfing, fwearing, riotous mob, both 
judge, jury and executioner: this is flat rebellion 
againfl God and the King, as you may pofBbl/ 
find to your cofl.** 

Between four and five we fet out from Roughles, 
But obfcrving feveral parties of men upon the hills, 
and fufpcfting their dcfign, we put on and pafl the 

X lane 
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laoo they were making for, before they came* 
One oi our brothers, not riding fo faft, was in- 
tercepted by them. They immediately knocked 
hiin down, and how it was that he got from 
amongfl them, he knew not. 

Before fevcn we reached IViddop. The news of 
what had pad at Barrowfordy made us all friends. 
The perfon in whofe houfe Mr. B» preached, fient 
and begged I would preach there : which I did at 
eight, to fuch a congregation as none could have 
expelled, on fo fhort a warning. He invited us 
alfo to lodge at his houfci and all jealoulies 
vaniflied away. | 

Friday 26. I preached at five, to much the fame 
congregation. At twelve we cdLxne to 'HepionJlaU" 
Bank. The houfe (lands on the fide ot a iteep 
mountain, and commands all the vale below. The 
place in which I preached was an oval fpot of 
ground, furrounded with fpreading trees, fcooped 
out, as it were, in the fide of the hill, which rofe 
Toiind like a Theatre. The congregation was 
equal to that at Leeds, But fuch ferious and earnelt 
attention 1 It lifted up my hands, fo that I preached 
as 1 Icarcc ever did in my life. 

About four, I preached again to nearly the iame 
congregation, and God again caufed the power of 
his love to be known. Thence we rode to 
Medgtley. Many flocked from all parts, to whom I 
preached till near an hour after fun-fef. The 
calmncfs of the evening agreed well with the 
ferioufnefs of the people ; every one of whom 
feemed to diink in the word of God, as a thirily 
land the refrefhing (bowers. 

Saturday 27. I preached once more at feven to 
the earnefl: people at the Bank^ and then rode to 
Todmorden-edge, Here feveral prifoners were fet 
at libeity, as was Mr. Machford the day before. 
At five I preached at MelLanburn in Rofcndala* 
There were a few rude people ; but they kept at a 
diflancci and it was well they did^ or the un« 

awakened 
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awakened hearers would have been apt to liandTd 
them roughly. I obferved here what I had not 
then feen, but at one fingle place in England, 
When I had finifhed my difcourfe, and even 
pronounced the blefling, not one perfon offered 
to go away: but every man, woman, and child 
iUyed juft where they were, till 1 myfclf went 
away fir ft. 

Sunday 28. 1 was invited by Mr. U, the Minifler 
of Goodjhaw^ to preach in his Church. I began 
reading prayers at feven ; but pcrceivinf; il,^ 
Church would fcarce contain half the congrfr- 
gation, after prayers I went out, and itanding on 
the Church-yard wall, in a place ihaded from 
the fUn, explained and enforced thofe words in 
the fecond Leflon, Almofi thou perjiiadeft mc to be a 
Chriftian, 

I wonder at thofe, who ftill talk fo loud of the 
/ffflf^ctfwc^ of field-preaching. The higheft Indictncy 
is in St. Paul's Church, when a confidcrable part 
of the congregation are aileep, or talking, or 
looking about, not minding a word the Preacher 
fays. On the other hand, there is the hi{»hcfl 
Decency in a Churchyard or Fiddy when the wliolc 
congregation behave and look, as if they faw 
the Judge of all, and heard him fpeaking from 
heaven. 

At one, I went to the Crofs in Bclton. There 
was a vaft number of people, but many of them 
utterly wild. As foon as I began fpeaking, they 
began thrufting to and fro ; endeavouring to throw 
me down, from the fteps on which I flood. They 
did fo once or twice ; but I went up again, and 
continued my difcourfe. They then began loihiow 
flones ; at the fame time fome got upon the Crofs 
behind me to pufh me down, on which I could 
not but obfcrve, how God over-rules even the 
ininutcft circumllanccs. One man was bawling 
juft at my ear, when a ftone ftruck him on the 
cheek, and he was ftill. A fecond was foicing 

I 2 his 
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h\i way down to me, till another ftone hit him. 
on the forehead, it bounded back, the blood ran 
down, and he came no farther. The third, being 
got clofe to me, (Iretched out his .hand, and in 
the inflant a (harp flone came upon the joints 
of his fingers. He 0iook his hand, and was 
very quiet, till I concluded my difcourfe and 
went away. 

We came to Shackerley^ fix miles further, before 
five in the evening. Abundance of people were 
gathered before fix, many of whom were difciples 
of Mr. Taylor^ laughing at original fiin, and cpnfe- 
quently, at the whole frame of Scriptural Chri^ 
ttanity. O what a. providence is it which has 
brought us here alfo, among theft (ilver-tongued. 
Antichrids? Surely a few, at lead, will recover 
out of the fnare, and know Jefus Chrid as their 
wifdom and righteoufnefs ! 

• Monday 29. I preached at Davy-holme* I had 
heard a furprifing account, concerning a young 
woman of Manchtficr^ which I now received from 
her own mouth. She faid, '< On Friday the 4th 
of Ud March, I was lilting in the houfe while one 
read the Paflion-hymn. I had always before- 
thought myfelf good enough, having conflantly 
gone to Church and faid my prayers, nor had I 
I'vcr heard any of the Mcthodiji-^xe^chtrs. On a 
fudden I faw our Saviour on the crofs, as plain 
as if it had been with my bodily eyes: and I felt 
it was my fins for which he died. I cried out, 
and had no ftrength left in me. Whether my 
eyes were open or fhut, he was flill before nae 
hanging on the crofs, and I could do nothing but 
weep and mourn day and night. This lafled till 
Monday in the afternoon. Then I faw as it were 
heaven open, and God fitting upon his throne^ 
in the midd of ten thoufand of his faints : and I 
faw a large book in which all ray fins were 
written ; and he blotted them all out, and my 
heart was filled with peace, and joy, and lovcy 
>vhich 1 have never loft to this hour." 

la 
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In the evening I preached at B^wth-hankm 
Tuefday 30, I preached about one at OUJitld-brow. 
We rode in the afternoon to Woodly ; we faw by 
the way many marks of the late flood : of which 
John Btnntt^ who was upon the place, gave us ihc 
iollowing account. 

« On Saturday the 23d of July laft, there fell 
for about three hours, in and about Heyficld in 
J):rhyJJiir£f To heavy a rain as caufed fuch a flood 
as had not been feen by any now living in thole 
parts. 

** The rocks were loofened from the mountains: 
one field was covered with huge flones from fide 
to fide. 

" Several water-mills were clean fwept away, 
without leaving any remains. 

" The trees were torn up by the roots, and 
Vhirled away like flubble. 

*• Two women cf a loofe character were fwcpt 
^way from their own door and drowned : one of 
them was found near the place ; the other wa$ 
carried fcven or eight miles. 

" Iltyfidd Church-yard was all torn up, and the 
dead bodies fwept out of their graves. vVhen the 
£ood abated, they were found in feveral places* 
Some were hanging on trees ; others left ini 
meadows or grounds; fome partly eaten by dogfii, 
or wanting one or more of their members.** 

Wcdnefday 31. J^ohn Bcnnct fbewed me a 
gentleman's houle, who was a few years fince utterly 
without God in the world. But two or three 
years ago, God laid his hand, both upon his body 
and foul. His fins dropt oil*. He lived haiy and 
unblameable in all things. And not being able to 
go about doing good^ he refolved to do what good 
he could at home. To this end he invited his 
neighbours to his houfe, every Sunday morning 
and evening, (not being near any Church) it» 
whom he read the prayers of the Church and a 
' fcrmon* Sometimes he had an hundred and fifty* 
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or two hundlred of them at once. At Bongs 
received an invitation from him, fo J^okn Beni 
and I rode dbwn together: and foand hS 
rejoicing under the hind of God, and praifing hm, : 
for all his pain and weaknefs. 

In the evening I preached at Ckinlcy. Thurfd: 
September i , near Finny Green at noon, and in tYw^^ 
evening near AJibury. Friday 2, I preached r"^ 
Wtdnejbury in the afternoon, and thence rode t 
Maridan* Riding long (lages the next day, w 
reached St. Albah's^ and the Foundery. on Sunda; 
morning. 

In the following week I examined the ClafTei 
and fettled all the bufinefs which had called me t( 
London* Mondy la, I preached at i^^aitng, am 
rode to Uungerford, Tuefday 13, I preached ii 
the new built room at BriJtoL Thurfday 15^ 
rode to Beercrocombc^ where between fix and fevei 
I preached to a ferious congregation. At threi 
Friday j6, we took horfe and came in the evenin] 
to Li/ton near Launcefton* 

One who removed from Camelford hither, 
received us gladly. I had not been well all the^ 
day, fo that 1 was not forry, they had no notice of^ 
Tny coming. Being much better in the morning, I^ 
preached at fcven in the ilreet to a liflening ' 
multitude, on Repent ye and believe the gq/^L ' 

After preaching I rode on to Mr. BenneVsm In- 
the evening I read prayers and preached in 
Trefmere Church. Sunday 18. I rode to St» 
Ginny's. Mr. Btnnet read prayers and I preached, 
on Thou, art not far from the kingdom of God» I 
<|ue{lion if there were more than two perfons in 
the congregation, who did not take it to them- 
felves. Old Mrs. 71 did, who was in tears during 
a great part ^f the fermon. And fo did Mr. B. 
who afterwards fpokeof himfclf in fuch a manneif 
its J^ rejoiced to hear. 

Between 
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Between three and four wc readied Trtfnurt^ 
where a large congregation waited for us. i'heie 
Was no need of fpeaking terrible things to thefe, 
a people ready prepared for the Lord. So 1 began 
immediately (^aftcr prayer) Ail things are of Godf 
toha hath reconciled us unto him/elf^ 

A little before fix 1 preached again near St. 
Stephen's Down, The whole multitude were 
filent while I was fpeaking. Not a whifper was 
heard. But the moment I had done the chain fell 
off their tongues. I was really furprized. Sorely 
never fuch a cackling made, on the banks of 
Cajfter^ or the common of Sedgmoor. 

Monday 19. I rode to Camelfordf and preached 
about noon, none now offering to interrupt. 
Thence I went to Port I/aac, and preached in the 
iireet at five to near the whole town. None 
fpeaking an unkind word. It rained mofl of' 
the time ; but I believe not five perfons went 

•way. 

Tuefday so. The room was full at four. I 

break faffed about feven, at Warbridge, with Dr. IV. 

Vrho was for many years, a fteady, rational Iniide). 

liut it pleafed God to touch his heart in reading 

the Appeal. And he i% now labouring to bo 

altogether a Chriffian. 

After preaching at one at St. AgneSf I went oa 

^o St. Ives» The lives of this Society have cor>- 

"Vinced moff of the town, that what wc preach it 

Xhe very truth of the gofpel. 

Friday 23. I preached at St. /v^/, Ligeon and 
Vulval: Saturday 24, at St. Jujt. 1 rejoiced over 
the Society here; their hearts are.fo fimple and 
Tight toward God. And out of one hundred and 
fifty perfons, more than an hundred walk in \\\t 
light of his countenance. 

Sunday %^. Believing my ffrength would not 
allow of preaching five times in the day, I de fired 
John Wnitford to preach at fivt» At eight 1 
preached, in Morva^ near the village of Tremkalh. 
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Hence I rode to Zunon : Mr. Simmonds camef 
foon after, and preached a clofe, awakening 
feimon, which I endeavoured to enforce by 
carnclUy applying thofc words, Thou art not far 
from the kingdom of God,^ 

I reached Newlin a little after four. Here was 
a congregation of quite a different fort. A rude, 
giping, itaiing rabble-rout, fome or other of whom 
were throwing dirt or (lones continually. But 
before I had done, all were quiet and flill, and 
fome looked as if they felt what was fpoken. We 
came to St. Ives about feven : the Room would 
nothing near contain the congregation: but they 
flood in the orchard all round and could hear 
perfedly well. I found to-night, that God can 
wound by the gofpel as well as by the law 
(although the indances of this are exceeding rare, 
nor have we any Scripture-ground to expc6l 
them.) While I was enforcing, Wc pray you in 
Chrifi*s Jlead, be ye reconciled to God* A young 
woman, till then quite unawakened was cut to the 
heart and funk to the ground : though (he could 
not give a clear, rational account of the manner 
how the convi£lion feized upon her. 

Monday 26. 1 took my leave of "St. Ives : about 
noon preached at Sithney^ and at fix in the evening 
at Crowan. Tuefday 27, at one I preached in 
Penryn^ in a convenient place, encompaft with 
houles. Many of the hearers were at firft 
like thofe of Netvlin, But they foon foftencd 
into attention. 

About four I came to ——, examined the 
Leaders of the Claffes for two hours : preached to 
the largeft congregation I had feen in Cornwall:' 
met the Society and earnedly charged them, 
To beware of covetou/ne/s. All this time I wag 
Slot alked, either to eat or diink* After the 
Society, fome bread and checfe were fet before 

inc. I think verily will not be ruined, by 

entertaining me once a year ! 

Wcdncfday 
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Wednefday 28. I took horfe between three and 
four, and came to St. Mewan's at eight. It rained 
all the time I was walking to the Green, which 
was the ufual place of preaching. But the moment 
I began to fpeak the rain ceaCed, and did not 
begin again till I had done fpeaking. Ic rained 
with little intermidion all the day after, which 
made the roads fo bad, that it was pretty dark, 
when we came within two miles of Crimblt 
paiTage. We were in doubt, whether the tide 
would allow us to ride along the fands, as we do 
at low-water. However, it being much the (hortcft 
way, we tried. The water was Hill rifing. But 
at one ilep our foremofl man plunged in, a^ove 
the top of his boots. Upon enquiry we found his 
horfe had Humbled on a little rock which lay 
under water. So we rode on, reached the 
paflage about feven, and the Dock a little before 
eight. 

We found great part of the congregation flill 
waiting for us» They attended again at four in 
the morning. At ^\g we took horfe, and by 
cafy riding, foon after eight, came to Taviftock* 
J^LliCT I had preached, we halted on, reRcd an 
hour at Oakhampton^ and foon after fun-fct came 
to CrediUm. 

We could willingly have ftayed here, but 
Jfohn Slocomb had appointed to meet us at 
Columpton, Soon after we fet out, it vyas ex* 
ceeding dark, there being neither moon nor 
fiars. The rain alfo made it darker flill, par« 
ticularly in the deep, narrow lanes. In one of 
thefe we heard the found of horfes coming 
toward us, and prefently a hoarfe voice cried, 
•• What have you got ?" Richard Mo/s under- 
fiood him better than me, and replied, " Wq 
have no panniers." Upon which he anfwered, 
** Sir, I afk your pardon,*' and went by very 
quietly. 

There 
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There were abundance of turnings in the road, 
fo that we could not eafily have found our way at 
noonday. But we always turned right, nor do I 
know that we were oat of the way once. Before 
eight the moon rofe : we then rode chearfully on^ 
and before ten reached Collumpton* 

Friday 30. I preached at eleven in Taunton^ at 
three in BridgdoaUr^ at fevcn in Middlcfy, 
Saturday, 06L 1. 1 preached at Waywick about one^ 
and then rode quietly on to BriftoL 

I examined the Society the following week^ 
leaving out every carelefs perfon, and every one 
who wilfully and obflinatcly refufed to meet his 
brethren weekly. By this means their number 
was reduced from nine hundred to about fevea 
hundred and thirty. 

Sunday 9. I began examining the Clafles in 
Kingstcood s I was never before fo fully convinced 
of the device of Satan, which he has often mada 
our hands hang down, and our minds evil 
afFeded to our brethren. Now, as ten timet 
before, a cry was gone forth, ** What a fcandal 
do thr/e people bring upon the gofpel ? What 
a Society is this? With all thtft drunkards and 
tale-bearers and evil-fpeakers in it ? I expefted 
therefore, that 1 fliould find an heavy tafk.upoa 
my hands, and that none of theft fcandalous people 
might be concealed, I fird met all the Leaders^ 
and enquired particularly of each perfon in every 
Cldfs. I repeated this enquiry when the Clafles 
themfelves met. And what was the ground of all 
this outcry ? Why two perfons had relapfed into 
drunkennefs .within three months time ; and ont. 
woman was proved to have made, or at leaft 
related, an idle ftorv concerning inoiher. I (hould 
rather have expefted two and twenty inftanccs of 
the former, and one hundred of the latter kind. 

Thurfday 13. I preached in Bath at noon, to 
many more .than the room would contain. In the 
cvcoirg {preached in the ilreet at Wejlbury^ 

under 
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: under Salijbury Plain. The .whole congregation 
behaved well, though it was a town noted for 
rough and turbulent people. Friday 14, I preached 
at Readings and on Saturday 15, rode to London* 

Saturday 22. I fpent an hour in obferv'ing the 
various works of God in the phytic garden at 
. Cfulfca. It would be a noble improvement of the 
defign, if fome able and indudrious perfon were 
to make a full and accurate enquiry into the ufo 
and virtues of all thcfe plants : without this, what 
end does the heaping them thus together anfwer, 
but the gratifying an idle curiolity ? 

Tuefday, Nov. i« Being All Saint's day, we had a 
folemn afTembly at the Chapel : as I cannot but 
obferve, we had on this very day, for feveral 
years. Surely, right dear in the Jight oj the Lord is 
the death oJ his faints I 

Sunday 13. Sarah Peters^ a lover of fouls, 

a mother in Ifrael went to reft. During a clofe 

obfervation of feveral years, I never faw her, 

upon the mofl trying occafions, in any degree 

ruffled or difcompofed, but (he was always 

loving, always happy. It was her peculiar 

gift and her continual care, to feek and fave 

that ^which was lod; to fupport the weak, to 

comfort the feeble-minded, to bring back what 

liad been turned out of the way. And in doing 

this, God endued her above her fellows, with 

the love that believeth^ hopeth, endureth all things* 

** For thcfe four years lad pafl (fays one who 

tvas intimately acquainted with her) we ufed 

' once or twice a week to unbofom ourfelves to 

each other. I never knew her to have one doubt 

concerning her own f-ilvation. Her foul was 

always filled with that holy Eame of love and 

Tan after Chrifl as the Chariots of Aminadabm 

She ufed to fay, <' I think, I am all fpirit ; I 

mud be always moving, I cannoL red, day or 

night, any longer than I am gathering fouls to 

God*" Yet Ihe would often complain of her 

wcakncf 
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^^eaknefs and imperfe6lions, and cry out, << I art 
an unprofitable fervant/' I was fometimes 
jealous, that (he carried her charity roo far, 
not ^Mowing herfelf what was needful* Bui 
(he would anfwer, « I can live upon one meal a 
day, (o that I may have to give to them that have 

-none." 

On Sunday, OSt. 9. She went with one more to 
fee the condemned malera£bors in Newgate. They 
enquired for J^ohn Lanca/tcr in particular, who had 
fent to defire their coming* ,He afked them to go 
into his cell, Which they willingly did, although 
fome difTuaded them from it, becaufe the goal-dif- 
temper (a kind of peftilential fever] raged much 
among the prifoners. They dedred he would call 
together as many of the prifoners as were willing 
to come. Six or feven of thofe who were under 
fcntence of death came. They fung a hymn, read 
a Dortion of SctipturCy and prayed. Their little 
audience were all in tears. Mod of them appeared 
deeply convinced of their loft eftate. From this 
time her labours werie unwearied among them, 
praying with them and for them, night and day. 
j^ohn Lancajler faid, ** When I ufed to come to 
the Foundery every morning, which I continued to 
do for fome time, I little thought of ever cominf( 
to this place. I then often felt the love of God| ' 

.and thought I fhould never commit fin more. 
But after awhile, I left off coming to the 

? reaching ; then my good dcfires died away* 
fell again into the diverfions I had laid afidfi 
and the company I had left off. As I was one 
day playing at (kittles with fome of thefe, a young 
man, with whom T was now much acquainted^ 
gave me a part of the money which he had juft 
been receiving for fome flolen goods. This, with 
his frequent perluafions, fo wrought upon mCi 
that at Idii I agreed fo go partners with him. Yet I 
had often ftrong convi£lions, but 1 Iliflcd them as 
well as I could.' 

•« W« 
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«« We continued in this couifc till Auguft laft. 
As we were then going home fiom Bartholomew 
Fair, one morning about two o'clock, it came into 
my mind to go and {leal the branches out of the 
Foundery. I climbed over the wall, and brought 
two of them away, though I trembled, and (hook, 
and made fo great a noife, that I thought all the 
family mufl be dead, or eife they could not but 
hear me. Within a ftw days after I ftole the" 
velvet, for which I was taken up, tried and 
condemned." 

Some being of opinion it would not be difficult 
to procure a pardon for him,^ S. Peters^ though (!ie 
nevier mentioned this to him, refolved to leave no 
means uOattempted. She procured feveral petitions 
to be drawn, and went herfelf to Wefiminfter^ to 
Kenfington, and to eveiy part of the town where 
any one lived, who might poflibly affill therein. 
In the mean time, (he went conftanily to Nceugat", 
fometime alone, fometimes with one or two others, 
vifited all that were condemned in their cefls, 
exhorted them, prayed with them, and had the 
comfort of finding thtfm every lime more athirft 
lor God than before, and of being followed, 
whenever flie went away, with abundance of 
prayers and ble flings. 

After a time, (he and her companions believed it 
wduld be of ufe to examine 6ach clofely as to the 
flate of his foul. They Ipokc to J^ohn Ldncajler 
firft. He lifted up his eyes and hands,'aiiid after 
pauling awhile, faid, " I thank God, 1 Ao feel, 
that he has forgiven me mv fins. I do know it.*' 
They afked, « How, and when he knew it firil?" 
He replied, I was in gre^t fear and heavinefs, till 
the very morning you c4mc hither firft, tli^t 
morning I was in earneft prayer; andjuftas'Si. 
Paul's clock ftruck five, the Lord poured into 
my foul fuch peace as I had never felt, fo that I 
was fcarce able to bear it. From that hour I have 
never been afraid to die. For I know, and am 

K fure. 
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e, as foon as my foul departs from the body^ 
I Lord Jcfus will (land ready to carry it into

The next who was fpoken to was Thomas AtJtms, 

ineteen years of age. When he was afked (after 

lany other queflions, in anfwering which he 

xpreft the cleared and deepeft convidion of all 

lis fins, as well as that for which he was con- 

iemncd) If he was not afraid to die ?" He fixed 

his eyes upward and faid, in the mod earned and 

folemn manner, *- 1 blefs God, I am not afraid to 

die ; for I have laid my foul at the feet of Jefus." 

And to the lad moment of his life, he gave 

all reafon to believe, that thefe were not vaia 

words. 

Thomas Thompfon^ the next, was quite an ignoranf 
man. fcarce able to exprefs himfelf on commoi 
occafions : yet fome of his expreflions were in- 
telligible enough, *< I don't know, faid he, how it 
is; 1 ufed' to have nothing but bad and wicke< 
thoughts in me, and now they are all gone, and 
know God loves me, and he has forgiven m^ 
iins/! Pic perfided in this tediraony till deathg^^ 
and in a behaviour fuitable thereto. 

When John Roberts came fiid into Vs cell.^ 
he was utterly carclcfs and fuUen, But it was noC '. 
long before his countenance changed; the tears U 
ran down his cheeks, and he continued from that J 
hour earnedly and deadily feeking repentance and * 
remi Aipn ' of fms. There did not pafs many day^ 
before 'he likewifje declared, that the burthen of 
fin was gone; that the fear oif death was utterly 
taken away, and returned no more. 

IVilliam Gardiner^ from the time that he was 
condemned, was very ill of the goal-didemper* 
She vifited him in his own cell, till he was able to 
come abroad. lie was a man of exceeding few 
words, but of a broken and contiite fpirit. Some 
'time after, he expred great readinefs to die, yet 
\^'ith the utmod diffidence cf himfelf* One of 

hi; 
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his expreHGEons, to a perfon accompanying him to 
the place of execution was, "O Sir, I h»vc 
nothing to truit to but the blood of Cbii(U If 
th«it won't do, I am undone for eVer." 

As foon as Sarah Cunningham w^ told. That th^ 
warrant was come down for her executfon, (he fell 
raving road. She had but few intervals of reafon, 
till the morning of her execution. She was thru 
fenfible, but fpoke little; till being told, *^Chri(t 
will have pity upon you, if you afk him :" She: 
broke out, •*Pity upon me! Will Chrid have 
pity upon me f Then I wilt afk him. Indeed ( 
will : which ihe did in the bed manner (he could, 
till her foul was required of her. 

Samuel Chapman appeared to be quite harden ''i. 
He feemed 10 fear neither God nor devil. Hut- 
when afier fome lime Sarah Peters talked wf!'i 
him, God (Iruck him dr^wn at one (l:oke. \\s 
felt himfelf a finncr and cried aloui for mcrcv. 
The goal-didemper then feized upon him, and 
confined him to his bed, till he was carried out ro 
die. She vifited him frequently in his cell. He 
wept much and prayed much ; but never appeared 
to have any clear aCTurancc of his acceptance with 
God. 

It was the earned dcfire of them all, that thcv 
whom God had made fo helpful to them, might 
fpend the lad night with them. Accordingly (he 
came to Newgate at ten o'clock, but could not be 
admitted on any terms. However, fo far they were 
indulged, that (ix of them were fufl'ercd to be in 
one cell. They fpent the night, wrcRling with 
God in prayer. She was admitted about fix in the 
morning. As foon as the cell was opened, ihcy 
fprang out, fcveralof them crying^ with a tranfport 
not to be ex pre d, "O what a happy night have 
we had ? Whatableffed morning is this? O when 
will the hour come that we long for, that our 
fouls (hall be fct at liberty ?'* The Turnkey faid, 
** 1 never faw fuch people before." When the 
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BclI-man came at twelve o'clock* to tell them 
fas lifual) Remember you are to die to-day, they 
cried out, •• Welcome news. Welcome news." 

jfohn Lancafter was the Brft who was called out, 
to have his irons knocked oiF, When he came to 
rhe block (at which this is done) he faid, ** BlelTed 
be the day I came into this place ! O what a 
glorious work hath the Lord carried on in my 
ioul fince I came hither?" Then he faid tothous 
near him, <* O my dear friends, join in praife with 
me a iinner. O for a tongue to praife him as I 
ought. My heart is like Hre in a clofeveflel* I 
am ready to burft for want of yent« O that I could 
tell the thoufandth part of the joys I feel ?" One 
faying, « I am forry to fee you in that condition •'' 
He anfwered, << I would not change it. for ten 
thoufand woilds." From the Prcfs-yard, he was 
removed into a large room, where he exhorted 
all the Officers to repentance, till Thomas Atkins 
was brought, in: wnom he immediately afked^ 
** How is it between God and your foul ?'* He 
anfwcred, " lilcflcd be God, i am ready." Aq 
OfHcer afking about this time, << What is it o'clo^k^ 
was anfwered near nine* On which ' Lancafter 
faid, *' By one I (hall be in paradifc, fafely refting 
in Abraham's bofom." To another prifbner coming 
in, he faid, *' Cannot you fee Jefus ? I fee him by 
faith, (landing at the right-hand of God^ with 
open arms to receive our fouls." One alking 
which is Ldncajlcr? He anfwered, " Here I am. 
Come, fee a Chriflian triumphing over death." 
A by.ftander Lid, " Be ftedfafl to the end." He 
replied, ** I am by the grace of God, as fledfaft 
as the rock I anp built upon, and that rock is 
Chrift." Then he faW to the people, •* Cry to the 
Lord for mercy, and you will furely find it. I 
have found it, -Therefore none (hould defpair. 
When I came firfl to this place, my heart was 
as hard as my celUwalls, and as black as hell« 
But" now Ik am wafhcd| now I am made clean by 
the blood of Chrift." Whea 
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When WilUam Gardiner came in, he faid, 
«* Well, my dear man, how arc you ?*' He an- 
fwered, <* I am happy, and think the moments 
long; for I want to die, that I may be with him 
whom my foul loves." Lancafter afked, " Had 
we not a fweet night ?" He faid, <' I was as it 
were in heaven. O, if a foretafle be fo fweet, 
what muft the full enjoyment be ?" Then came in 
Tkomas Thompfon^ who with great power witned 
the fame confelBon, The people round the mean 
time were in tear^, and the Officers flood like mea 
a^righted. 

Then Lancafter exhorted one in doubt, Never 
to refl till he had found refl in Chrifl. After this 
be brake out into flrong prayer, (mingled with 
pjraife and thankfgiving) that the true gofpel (»f 
Chrift might fpread to every corner of the 
habitable earth : that the congregation at the 
Foundery might abound more and more in the 
knowledge and love of God : that he would in » 
particular manner blefs all thofe, who had taken 
care of his dyin^ foul; and that God would blefs 
and keep Mr. ]Vs, that neither men nor devils 
might ever hurt them, but that they might as a 
ripe (hock of corn, be gathered into the garner ot 
God. 

When the lafl prifoner came into the room, he 
faid, " Here is another of our little flock.** An 
Officer faid tenderly, " He thought it was too 
large.'*^ He faid, <' Not too large for heaven : 
thither we are going." 

He faid to Mr, A/. ** O Sir, be not Faint in your 
mind. Be not weary of well-doing. You feivc a 
glorious Mafler. And if you go on, you will have 
a glorious reward. 

When the Officers told them, «« It was tlaie 
to go,*' they rofe with inexpreifible joy, and 
embraced each other, commending each otlici's 
foul to the care of Him who had fo cared tor 
them. Lancajlcr then earnellly prayed, that all 
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there prefent, rtiigtit, like him, be found of Goif 
though they fougnt him not. 

Coming into the Prefs-yard, he C^w Sarah Peters, 
He flepped to her« kiffed her, and earnedly faid, 
** I am- going to paradiie to-day. And you will 
follow n>e foon." 

The cioud being great, they could not readily 
get through. So he had another opportunity of 
declaring the goodnefs of God. And to one in. 
heavineU he faid, <'Cry unto the Lord and he 
>vill be found. My foul for thine, he will have ■ 
mercy upon thee/' Then he faid to all, *• Rc- 
raember Mary Magdalene^ out of whom the Lord 
cad feven devils. So rely jre on him for mercy ;• 
and you will furel/ find it.'* 

As they were preparing to go into the cart he 
fiid, *< Come my dear friends, let us go on joy;* 
fu!ly, for the Lord is making ready to receive ut 
into everlading habitations." Then turning ta 
the fpe^tors he faid, <* My friends, God be your 
guide. God direft you in the right way to eternal 
glory* It is but a (hort time and toe (hall be, where 
all forrow and (ighing ftiall flee away. Turn from 
the evil of your ways, and you alfo with us 
ihall (land with the innumerable company on 
Mount Sion," 

As they went along, he frequently fpoke to the 
people exhorting them to repentance. To fome he 
faid, << Ye poor crealures, you do not know where 
I am going. See that you love Chrifl, fee that 
you follow Chrid, and then you will come there 
too." He likewife gave out and fung feveral 
hymns; particularly that, with which he was 
always deeply affeQed|

All the people who faw them feemed to be 
amased ; but much more fo when they came (o the 
place of execution. A folemn awe overwhelmed^ 
the whole multitude. As foon as the Executioner 
had done his part with Lanca/ter and the two that 
were with him, he called for a hymn-book and* 
gave out a hymn with a clear, flrong voice»s 
And after the Ordinary had prayed, he gave out 
' and fung the fifty-fird Pfalm. He then took leave 
of his fellow-fulPerers with all poflible marks of 
the mod tendier affe£lion. He bled the perfons- 
who had attended him, and commended his own* 
foul to God. 

£ven a little circumftance that followed feems 
worth obferving. His body was carried away by 
a company hired of the Surgeons; but a crew of 
failors purfued them, took it from them by force,, 
and delivered it to his mother, by which means it 
was decently interred, in the prefence of man)r 
who praifed God on his behalf. 

One thing which occaiioned fome amaaement^ 
was, that even after death there were no marks of 
violence upon him ; his face was not at all blotted 
- or disfigured ; no, nor even changed ^ from its 
natural colour. But he lay with a calm, imiling 
eountenance, as in a fweet fieep. 

He died on Friday, O^. 28, and was buried on 
Sunday the 30th. Sarah Peters^ having new finifhed 
her work, felt the body fink apace. On Wed- 
ncfday, Nov. 3, (he took her bed, having the 
fymptoms of a malignant fever, (he praifed Gpd in 
the Are for ten days, continually witneding . the 
good confeflion, "I have fought the good iight, 
1 have kept the faith : I am going to receive the 
crown." And a little after midnight, on Sunday 
S3, her fpirit aUo returned to God. . 

Monday 
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Monday 14. I rode to Wind/oTf and after 
preaching, examined the members of the Society, 
The fame I did at Reading in the evening ; at 
Wycombe on Tuefday, and on Wednefday at 
Brentford ; in the afternoon I preached to a little 
company at Wand/worthy who had jufl began to 
feelc God; but they had a rough fetting out; 
the rabble gathering from every fide, whenever 
they met together, throwing dirt and (lones, and 
abufing both men and women in the groffeft 
manner. They complained of this to a neighbouring 
Magidrate, and he promifed to do themjuflice* 
£ut Mr. C. walked over to his houfe, and fpoke 
io much in favour of the rioters, that they werei 
all difcharged. It is (Irange, that a mild, humane 
man could be perfuaded by fpeaking quite, con* 
trary to the truth (means as bad as the end) to 
encourage a mercilefs rabble, in outraging the 
innocent ! A few days after Mr. C, walking over 
the fame field, dropt down and fpoke no more ! 
Surely the mercy of God would not fufFer a. 
well-meaning man to be any longer a tool to 
perfecutors. 

Monday 21. I fct out for Leigh in EJfex : it had 
rained hard in the former part of the night, which 
was fuccecded by a (harp frofl ', fo that moft of the 
road was like glafs ; and the North-Eafl wind fat 
juft in our face. However we reached Leigh by 
four in the afternoon. Here was once a deep^ 
open harbour ; but the fands have long fince 
blockod it up, and reduced a once flourifhing 
town to a fmall, ruinous village. I preached to 
mod of the inhabitants of the place in the evening, 
and many in the morning, and then rode back to 
London, 

Monday, Dec. 5. I retired to Nemngton to write. 
I preached every evening to a little company ; one 
who ftumbled in among them on Wednefday, was 
a man eminent for all manner of wickednefs: 
he appeared much affeftcd, and went away full of 
good defires and refoluiiuns. 

Thurfday 
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Thurfday 15. Having procured a fight of thit 
mtnazing compound oFnonienfe and blafphemy, the 
lad hymn-book publifhed by Count Zinxendorf*$ 
brethren^ 1 believed it was my bounden duty 10 
trantcribe a few of thofe wonderful hymnty and 
publifh them to all the world, as a Handing proof, 
that there IS no folly too grofs for thofe, who are 
wife above that is written, 

Saturday 14. I buried the body of WilUan^ Tut* 
fter^ who, towards the clofe of a long illnefs, had 
been removed into Guy*s Hofpital though with 
fmall hope of recovery. The night before, bis 
death he was delirious, and talked loud and in- 
coherently, which occafioned irany in the ward 
to gather round his bed, in order to divert them* 
felvf.^. But in that hour it pleafed God to redbre 
him at once to the full ufe of his underftanding; 
and he began prailing God and exhorting them to 
lepent, fo as to pierce many to the heart. He re* 
mained for fome time in this la ft labour of lov^ 
and then gave up his foul to God. 

Tuefday S7, Mr. Glanvik died. He wai at the 
burial of Francis Butts, and was then faying," What 
a mercy it is, that I am alive? that I was not cut 
off a year ago ?•* The fame night he was taken iU, 
and was for the mod part delirious. In his lucid 
intervals he fccmed intent on the things of God» 
I faw him not till the night before his death; he 
anfwered me fenfibly once or twice, faying, " He 
hoped to meet me in a better place." Then he 
raved again ; fo that I ufed a (hort prayer, and 
commended his fpirit to God. 

Monday, January 2, i749> I had deltgned to 
fet out wt'h a friend for Rotterdam. But being 
much preft to anfwer Dr. MiddUton's book againft 
the fathers, I poftponed my voyage, and fpent al- 
moft twenty days in that unpleafing employment. 

Saturday 28. I looked over the celebrated traft 
of Mr. Daille on the right ufe of the fathers. I 
foon faw what occafion that good man had given 

to 
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to the enemies^ of God to blafph^me; and that Drt 
MiddUton in particular had largely ufcd that work, 
in order to overthrow the whole Chridian fyflem. 

Sunday, Feb. 5. Mr, Manning being dangeroufly 
ill, I was defiicd to ride over to Hayes, 1 knew 
not how the warm people would behave, confider* 
ing the flories which pad current among them, 
Mrs. B. having averred to Mr. M, himfelf, " That 
fAr.lFefleyWM unqueftionably a Jefuit." Jufl fuch 
a Jefuit in principle, (and defirous to be fuch ia 
praftice) as Sir Nathanael Barnardiflon was. 

But God made all things eafy. Far from any 
tjmult or rudenefs, I obTerved deep attention in 
almoft all the congregation. Sunday is. Mr. JVf. 
having had a relap^, I rode over again ; and again 
I obferved the fame decency of behaviour in a much 
larger congregation. 

Tuefday 14* 1 rode with my brother to Oxford^ 
and preached to a fmall company in the evening, 
Thurfday 16. We rode to Rofs, and on Friday to 
Garth. 

Sunday lo. My brother preached at Mae/mennys 

in the morning. I preached at Builth in theafter« 

noon, and at Garth in the evening. Tuefday 2 1. I 

rode to Raglandy and the next day to Kingswoodm 

Thurfday 23, My defign was, to have as many 

*' of our ainilants here, during the Lent^ as could 

podibly be fpared; and to read leQures to them 

eveiy day, as I did to my pupils in Oxford, I had 

feventeeri of them in all : thef'e I divided into two 

ciaffes, and read to one Bifhop Pear/on on the 

Creed ; to the other Aldrich*s Logic ; and to both 

** Rules for a£iion and utterance." 

Friday, March 3. I correfted the extraft of ^Aji 
Aftidt^ defigned for part of the Chrijlian Library » 
Bat who can tell, whether that and an hundred 
other defigns will be executed or no? When th^. 
breath of man goeth forth, hi turneth again to his dufi^ 
4ind then all his thoughts perijh t 

Saturday 
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Saturday ii. I rode to Fre/kfor J, three or four 
miles from Bath, The houfe not containing the 
people, I was obliged te preach out of doors. It 
was dark when I began and rained all the time I 
preached* But, I beHeve, none went away. 

Sunday 1 2. After preaching at five, I rode to 
Bcarfcld and preached there between eight and 
nine, and about one at Setnd^ Mrs. Andrews^ the 
wife of a neighbouring Clergyman afterwards 
invited me, in her.hufbaad's name^ to his houfe, 
there I found 



" An hoary, reverend and religious man. 
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The very jfight of whom {Iruck me with an awe« 
He told me, <' His only fon about nine years agO| 
came to hear me preach at Bcarfield : he was then 
in the flower of his age, but remarkable above his 
years, both for piety, Tenfe and learning-; he, was 
clearly and deeply convinced of the truth, but 
returned home ill of the fmall-pox. Nevertheleft 
he praifed God for having been there, rejoiced 
in a full fenfe of his love, and triumphed more 
and more over ficknefs, pain and death, till his 
foul returned to God. He laid, '< He had loved me 
ever fmce, and greatly defired to fee me ; and that 
he bfeiTed God he had feen me once before ho 
followed his dear Son into eternity." 

At five I preached at Bcarfield again. This 
day I was wet from morning to night, with the 
continued rains but I found no manne,r of in- 
convenience. 

Tuefday 14. Having fet apart an hour weekly 
far that purpofe, I met the children of our four 
ftiiools together: namely, the boys boarded in the 
new hbufe, the girls boarded in the old : the day 
fcholars (bdys) taught by James Harding^ ^vid the 
girls taught by Sarah Dimmock. We foon found 
tiie effeft of it in the children-, fome of whom 
Vfttt deeply and laftingly affeaed,

Thurfday fig* I preached ia the evening at 
iath, Friday 24, about noon at Eoad^ and in the 
evening, at Wejibury* Monday 27, I rode to 
Skepton^ where all is quiet now ; in the evening I 
preached at Colefordm Tuefday 28, at OakhiU^ 
vrhere was alfo great peace, and a people loving 
one another, 

Friday 3it I began abridging Dn Cave's Primitive 
Chrijiianity. O what pity that fo great piety and 
learning Ihould be accompanied with So littl*:^ 
judgment! 

Monday, April g. I fet out for Ireland. War 
\iraited more than four hours at the paiTage : by 
which delay I wiis forced to difappoitU a large^ 
congtegation at Newport, About three I came to 
Pedwas^ near Carphylly, The congregation had 
waited fome hours* I began immediately, wet 
and weary as I was ; and we vejoiced over all our 
labours. 

In the evening and the next morning (Tuefday 
4,) I preached at Cardiff. O what a fair profpef); 
was here (bme years ago ! Surely this whole town 
would have known God, from the lead even to 
the gieateft, had it not been for men leaning to 
their own underftandingyindead of the law and 
the tedimony. 

At twelve I preached at Lanmais to a loving 
earned people ; who do not deiire to.be any wKer 
than 'God. In the evening I preached at Fonmon^ 
the next morning at Cvwbridge* How is the fcene: 
changed (ince I was here lad, amidd the madnefs. 
of the people, and the Rones dying on every dde ? 
Now all IS calm ; the whole town is in good* 
humour, and flock to hear the glad tidings of 
falvation. 

In the evening I preached at Lanirijen^ 
Thurfday $, we tode to a hard*named place on the 
lop of a mountain ; I fcarce faw any hobfe near : 
however a large nujnbef of honed, fimple people 
foon came togetherj few could underdand me: 

L fo 
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Jo loved uSf we ottghi alfo to love one another. In the 
Afternoon, and again in the evening (in our ovin 
garden) 1 preachcdy on Let us come boldly to the 
tkroM of grace^ thai we may Jind mercy and grace tt> 
Jkelf in imt of need, ^ . 

Monday 17. I was afhamed that I had paid any 
regard at all to the accounts which the Brethren 
had fent to England, They had averred, " That 
our Society was all Ihattered to^ pieces," and had 
<pok«n magnificently of the increafe of their oWn. 
So that I WM ready to fear, they had drawn away 
half the people. Whereas, on the moil ftri^t 
enquiry, I could find not one man, and only 
one wo'cnan, who had accohipanied poor Af ■■ ■ ■■ 
y . 

Tuefday i8. Mr. F. called and gave mc along 
detail of-the reafons why he left us. The fum of 
ttU was, that he loved Mr. Cennich^ and wrs angry 
at Mr. Larwood, 

•On Thurfday and Fri^iay I -ex^tBined the Clarflei, 
tnd was mudh comforted anrong them. I Ivft 
a4>out four hundred in the Socitty ; and flfter all 
fhe flumbline-hlocks laid in the -way, «nd all th« 
vapouring oT Coaitt Z's Brethren^ 1 found four 
iiundfed and forty- nine. 

SufKiay 83. We had fcvcral fhowers in the 
afternoon, while I was preaching in our garden, 
and ^toward the conclulion a vehement %ower 
of hail. But all kept their ground till I con- 
cluded. 

Monday S4. The cold which I had had for fome 
days growing worfe and worfe, and the fweUing 
Vhich began in my cheek increaling greatly, and 
paining mfe much, I fent for Dr. Butty, But in 
the fliean -time I applied boiled netiles, which 
look away the pain in a moment. Afterwards I 
Mfed Warm treacle, ,which fo abated the fwdiling, 
that before the Do6lor came, I was altnoft well. 
However, he advifed me, «< Not to go out that 
day.'' But I had appointed to read the letters in 
the evening. I returned home as. early as.I could ^ 
Hiid Ibund no inconvenknee. Saturday 
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Saturday 19. I rode to TyrrtVspafs^ and preach«4 
in the evening, aad on Sunday morning and even* 
ing» Monday May !• 1 preached at five in the 
evening at Edlinderry^ to an exceeding well-be« 
haved congregation. I preached at five in the 
morning (many Quakers being prefent) on YeJhaU 
be all taught of God. 

In the afternooi^ I rode to Mountmdick, Being 
informed, that the Quakers here alfo, as well as ia 
Bioil other placesi had left off coming to hear our 
preachers, from the time of J^ohn Curtis* s coming 
to them, I took occarK)a to mention before I 
preached, the real (late of the cafe between us. 
An hour or two after, fome of his friends called 
upon me, and laboured to perfuade me, " That 
y, C» had never faid any thing againft the Metho* 
difts.*' I heartily wilh it were fo. 

Wednefday 3, I preached at Tullamore* Tliurf- 
day 4. At Cleura about noon, and in the evening at 
AtfUone. I never faw fo large a congregation hero 
on a week-day before ; among whom were, many 
of the foldiers (the remains of the regiment where- 
in J-ohn Nclfon was) andfeven or eight of the office tSr 
They all behaved well, and lifteneU with deep at* 
tention. 

Friday 5. Being concerned for many who did not 
run well, I refolved to fpend this day among them» 
I went firft.to W^^ S — . He appeared the fame as 
^ver, till I afkcd, « What J^hn Curtis had faid of 
me ?" Then his countenance fell, and he begaa 
in a loud, fl'ern tone to tell me,. " How near mea 
might come, and yet mifs the mark," I underflood 
him well; but being ju (I thea called away, had 
not time to explain with him* 

This. day and the iiext I endeavoured to fee all 
the reft who were weary and faiqt in their mindsk 
Mod of them, I found,, had not been - ujfed witb 
fufficient tendemefs*. Who is there that fufficiently 
weighs ':the advice of Kempis, « Note duriier agere 
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itm tcnUtof Deil not harChly witli one that it 
tempted. 

Sunday 7. I preached (at uTual) at five and at 
three, with the fpirit of convincing fpeech. TTie 
Re£^or preached in the afternoon (though it is cal- 
led the morning fervice) a clot ufeful fermon on 
the Fear of God. At five I had great numbers of 
the poor Papiils (as well as Proteftants) maugre all 
the labour of their prtefls, I called aloud, Hof 
Every one that thirftetk^ comeje to the waters ; and he 
that hath no mon^ / Strange news to ihem ! OhetsflF 
whom had declared frankly^ but a few days before, 
•• I would fain be with you, but I dare not: for 
now I have all my fins forgiven for four (hlHtngs a 
year; and this could not be in jroar church." 

Wc had a triumphant hour when the fociety met. 
Several captives were fet at liberty: one of'^thcfc 
was Mr. Jofcph Ch — , he had been an eminent man 
many years for curfing, fwearing, drinking, and 
all kinds of fafhionable wickednefs. On Monday 
laft he bad rode fifteen miles to Tyrrefs-pafs^ and 
came thither before five in the morning. He wa$ 
immediately convinced and followed me in from- 
the preaching. I was then examining a clafs. 
Their. words cut him to the heart. He came after 
inc to Athlone (when he had fettled fomie tempur^il 
bufinefsj having his eyes continually filled with 
tears, and being fcarce able either to eat drink or 
flcep. But God new wiped away the tears from 
his eyes ; and he returned to his houfe, to declare 
what things God had wrought. 

Monday 8. I rode to Aghrintf where the face of 
things was quite changed nnce the time I was .there 
before. Here was now a fcfripus congregation 
from all the country round. I preached ^about 
feven, and afterwards explained the* nature and 
ufe of a Society. The firft who defired to joio 
therein, was Mr. 5. his wife and daughter, 

Tuefday 9. I i-ode to Ahajkra^ fix miles fouth, at 
Oie dcfire of Mr. Q* the reaor. As the Papiils 
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durft nio( eonre into th« Churchy I preached befbre 
Mr. 0*s door. I fhogld not have iaiagi/ied this 
;was the fir d time of their hearing this preaching, fo 
^xt and earned was their iittention. In the morn^ 
»qg, Wedne^ay to. I think- the congregation was 
larger than in the evening; among whom was the 
re^or of a neighbouring parifix, who feeitned thea 
do be nciuch athirft after righteoufnefs. 

Mr. Wade .of Agfirim^ rode with tnc hence tO' 
Eyr^aurt^ about. fourteen miles from Ahajkra* Here 
I preajched in the market-houfe, a large handfbm« 
X9^iV^% to a wttlKbehaved con|;r.egation. Thence I 
rode on toBirr^ and preached at feven to a large 
uqconcerned congregation. The next day, both m 
the aiori>»ng and evening, I fpoke very plain and 
jough. And the congregation had quue another 
appearance than it had the night before. So clear 
^i i;S, -that love will not always prevail; but there 
is a tin;i;e for the terrors of the Lord* 

Friday 12. Before nine we came to Neruigh, I 
had, no defign to preach ; but one of the dragoons 
quariej-ed th.erie, would tajce no denial. So I 
ordered a chair to be carried out, and went to the 
pnarket-place. Frefenily fuch a congregation was 
gathered jound me, as I had not Xeen fince I left 
Athlone. To thefe 1 fp^ke, as I was able, the 
whole counfel ol God, and theo rode chearfully 
pa to Limerick* 

Between fix and feven I preached at Mardyki^ 

^an open place without the walls) to about two 

thouiand people : not one of whom i obierved 

either to laugh or to look about^ or to mind any 

thing but the fermon. 

So^e years (ince an old abby here was rebuilt, 
svith ^ defign to have public fcrvice thereiiy But 
|hatde£gn failing, only the (hellof it was Hnift)ed. 
Of thifi (lying ufelefs) the Society has taken a 
leafe. Here 1 preached in the morning, Saturday 
131 to Tix or feven hundred people* 

Wo 
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We then went to prayers at the Cathedra), an 
antient and venerable pile. In the afternoon I 
walked round the walls of the town, fcarce fo 
large as l^etucaJiU upon Tyne. And the forti ficat ionk 
are much in the fame repair ; very fufficient to 
keep out the wild Irijk* 

May 14. Being If^itfunday^ our Church was more 
than full in the morning, many being obliged to 
ftand without, I hardly knew how the time went, 
but continued fpeaking till feven o'clock, I went 
at eleven to the Cathedral. 1 had been informed, 
it was a cuflom here, for the gentry efpecialJy, to 
laugh and talk all the time of divine fervice; but 
I faw nothing of it. The whole congregation-, 
f ich and poor, behaved fuitably to the occafion. 

In the evening I preached to a numerous con* 
gregation, on If any man thirjl, let him come unto 
me and drink. We afterwards met the Society. Six 
or feven prifoners of hope were fet at liberty this 
day. 

Monday 15. A company of revellers and dancers 
had in the afternoon, taken pofTeffion of the place 
where I ufed to preach. Some advifed me to 
go to another place ; but I knew it needed not* 
As Toon as ever I came in (ighr, the holy-day mOb 
vanifhed away. 

Tuefday 16. I went to dine on the IJland 
(fo they call a peninfula without the walis».); 
We had hardly dined, when one and another of 
the neighbours came in, till we had a company oF 
fixteen or eighteen. We joined together in prayer 
and praifing God, and many, I believe Kent home 
rejoicing. * 

How does the frequency and great nefs of the 
works of God make us lefs (iniUad of more) fen^ 
fible of them ? a few years ago, if we heard' of 
one notorious fmner truly converted to God, it 
was matter of folemn joy to all that loved or feared 
him. And now that multitudes of every kiud 
and degree, ar« daily turned from the power of 

darkneti 
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darkne£i to Gody we pafs k over at a commoa 
thing! O God |;ive us thankful hoaru! 

Wedncfday 17* I met the CUfs of foldiers^ eight 
of whom were Scotch highlanders. Moil of ihefo 
were brought up well ; but evil communications 
liad corrupted good manners. They all f'aid^ from 
the time (hey entered into the army, (hey had 
grown worfe* But God had now given them ano- 
ther cA^f and they knew the day of their vifita- 
tion. 

Saturday to* I t^w a melancholy fight. A gern 
'tlewoman of an unfpotted chara^er, fitting at 
home, on May 4^ >747i cried out, that <* fome- 
thing fcized her by the fide," Then^ fhe faid, it 
was in her mouth. Quickly aftcL (he complained 
of her head. From that time (he wept continually 
for four months, and afterwards grew outrageous ; 
but always infifted, <' That God had ibrfaken her, 
and that the Jbevil poHeft her, body and ibul." 

I-fcMind it availed nothiog to reafi»n with hen 
$he only blaiphemfid. the more ; curfiog God, and 
vehemently deiiriog, yet fearing to die. However, 
Ihe fuffered me to pray, -only Tayingj ^.It -fignified 
sot, for God had^giveoher up.'* 

Her bjBother^gava almoft. as Aran^ an account 
of- himfeli. jSoix>e years {kice« as he was in the 
full career of '.fm, in a moment he felt ihe wrath of 
God upon him, and was ija thc<kepeft bbrror-^nd 
agony of foul. J^sr^had no reft, day or Jsight, feeU 
in^ he was. under the full power of the DeviU 
He was utterly incapable of anybulinefs, fothat 
he was obliged to (hut up his (hop. Thus he 
wandred up and down, in cxquifre torture, for . 
juft eighteen months. And then in a moment the 
prcfTurc was removed: he believed, God had not 
forfaken him. His underflanding was clear as 
ever. He refumed his employ, and followed it ia 
ihe fear of God. 

'Monday ss. The more I convcrfe with thia«pea* 
pie, the more I am amazed. That God ha&wK>ught 

a gtcal 
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a great work among them is manifefL And yet 
the main of them, believers and Qnbelievers, are 
notable (o give a rational account of the plainefl 
principles of religion. 'Tis plain, God begins his 
work at the heart ; then the infpiration of the 
Highed giveth underftanding. 

Wedncfday 24. A gentlewoman called upon me, 
with her fon, who (fhe informed me) was given 
over laft fummer, having long been ill of a waft- 
ing diilemper, and expe£led death every jday. In 
this ftaie, he was one day in an agony of prayer, 
when God revealed to him his pardoning love. He 
immediately declared this to nis mother, telh'ng 
her alfo, «< I (hall not die now. God has told me 
fo." And he recovered from that hour. 

About eight feveral of us took boat for Newton^ 
fix miles from Limericks After dinner we took 
boat, in order to return. The wind was extremely 
high. We endeavoured to crofs over to the lee- 
ward fide of the river : but it was not poflible* 
The boat being fmall, and over loaded* was fooa 
deep in water ; the more fo, becaufe it leak'd much, 
and the waves wafli'd over us frequently. And ' 
there was no flaying to empty it ; all our men be- 
ing oblieed to row with all their flrength. After 
they had toil'd about an hour, the boat ilruck upon 
a rock, the point of which lay juft under the 
water. It had four .or five fhocks, the wind driv* 
ing us on, before we could get clear. But our 
men wrought for life: and about fix o'clock God 
brought us fafe to Limerick. On Saturday I wrote 
the following letter.

l.X/'OU afk *« Why T do not warn the Members 
X of our Society, againfl fornication and adul- 
tery ?" I anfwcr, For the fane reafon, that I do 
not warn them .in thofn ftiort hints) againfl rebel- 
lion or murder. Namely, bccaufe I do not appre- 
hend them lo be in immediate danger thereof: 
whereas many of them are in continual danger, 
either of '^taking the name of God in vain, or 
profaneing the day of the Lord, or of drunken- 
nefs, or brawling, or of uncharitable or unprofita- 
ble conyerfation." 

2. But you fay, << Many perfons of great emi- 
nence among you, have been publicly charged 
with the commifTion of thefe crimes.*' And of 
all other crimes* But will you undertake to make 
thofe charges good ? Whenever your " Chriftian 
charity and hearty dcfire for our fuccefs in fo im» 
portant a work," (hall oblige you to inftance in 

fiarticulars, I do hereby promife to give a particu- 
ar anfwer. 

. 3. « But has not a preacher of your SeEt preach'd 
and printed to prove the lawfulness of Polygamy?" 
I anfwer, No. No preacher in conncftion with 
me has ever done any fuch thing. What Mr. Hall 
of Salt/bury has done, is no more to me than it is to 
vou: (only that I am a greater fufferer by it.) For 
iie renounced all the Mtthodifis (everal years (ince : 
and when 1 was at Salijbury lad, turned both me 
and my (ifler ouc of his houfe. No man therefore 
of common, Heathen humanity, could ever blame 
vu for the faults of that unhappy man. 

4. In <* declaring my abhorrence of all vices of 
that kind, I cannot be more plain and explicit 
than I have been, I can only declare again. That 

I believe 
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I believe neither fornicators, adulterers, ^ nor. un« 
#leiii peyfoQiihsil etilet* into the king<k>itt'of'Kea«< 
ven, and that I rank together forcertrs, whore- 
mongers, murderers, ido]aterS| and tohojotvtr maktih 
€r toveth a lyt» 

5, I well know " a weak brother," as you de- 
fine him, that is a man of ** profane eyes and un« 
holy imagination," if you talk either of Love-feafls 
or perfons ^onfefling their faults to one another, 
will immediately ,run o^rer all the fcenes of the 
A^K/ Atalantis. But I leav&that to himfelf. I muft 
not negle^ a fpiritual advice, bccaufe fuch an one 
is offended at my following it. 

6. Your << Fijendly advice to avoid fpiritual 
felBIhnefs," I wi)l endeavour to follow as foon as 
1 can underftand it. At prefcnc 1 do not; neither 
do I well underfland. How any *^ fober Chriftian 
Ihould think me guilty of arrogance or felf-con- 
ceit," becaufe I relate a fa£b in which I had no 
Ihare at all: namely, That other men M prayed 
for one another, that they might be healed of the 
faults they had ecnfed: and it was To." 

7. You add, " Dr. MiddUton abTolves you from 
all boading, in relation to the miracle you worked 
upon Kirkman,'* Dr. MiddUton does me too much 
honour, in taking any notice of fo inconfiderable a 
perfon. But, miracle or no miracle, the fa£l is 
plain. William Jitrkman is (I apprehend) yet alive: 
and able to certify for himfelf, that he had that 
cough threefcore years, and thatiioce Uiat time, 
it has not returned.— 1 do not know, that any <* one 
patient yet, had died under my hands." If any 
perfon does, let h.im declare it, with the time and 
ci re um (lances. 

8. You conclude, ^ Let me beg you, as a feU 
low^Chrifiian, — to remove that great load of fcan«- 
dal that now lies upon yourSeft; and that you 
will not by a carelefs or prermeditated iilence,^— 
bring yourfelf and your followers, under a juft 
fufpicion, of not being enemies to ccctaio vices, 
which you fecm afraid even to name* 

Alas, 
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Alas, Sir, is your " hearty wifh for my fucccfs/* 
already dwindled down to this I And your *< for- 
Tow for aoy overfightf that ihould afford ground of 

.cavily to thofe who are difpofed to think unfavou- 
rably of me!" Sir, I take knowledge of you, I 
no longer wonder at your fo readily anfwering for 
Dr. MiddUton, I am perfuaded none has a better 
right fo to do: no, not the gentleman who lately 
printed in the public papers a letter to the Lord 
BiOiop of Exeter, Well, Sir, you may now lay 

, aiide the ma{k« I do not require you to flile your- 
fcif my FelloW'Chrifticn, But we are fellow-crea« 
tures at ieall, fellow-fervants of the Great Lord of 
heaven and earth ! May we both ferve him faith- 
fully ! For his fake I remain,

Sunday 28. I preached at Mqrdyke in the even- 
ing, on God was in Chrjd, leconciling the world 

tonimfelF. I never faw,^even at aBri/2i?4 ^ congre- 
gation which was at once fo numerous and fo feriou$« 

Monday 99. I fct out for Corke. We break fa (led 
at Brought nin< miles from LimtrUk. When I 
went into the kitchen, firft: one or two, then more 
and more of the neighbours gathered round me, 
lidning to every wotd. I (hould foon have had 
a congregation, but I had no time to (tay. 

A mile or two beyond KUlmallock (once a large 
and {Irong city, now a heap of ruins) we faw the 
b »dy of a man lying dead in the highway, and 
many people (landing and looking upon it. 1 Ilopt 
and fpoke a few words, all liftcned afteniively, 
and one who w^s on horfeback rode oq with us. 

U We 
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' We quickly fell into difcourfe ; I foon perceived 
he waft a Pried, and found he was a fcnuble man* 
I gave him a book or two at parUng, and ho 
dilmiii me with <<God blefs you," earneHIy 
repeated twice or thrice." 

We (lopped awhile at Kildorrcry in theafter* 
noon, and took the opportunity of fpeaking clofely 
to every one that unclerftood EngU/hi ^nd of giving 
them a few books. What a nation is this! every 
jnAn, woman and child (except a few of the great 
vulgar) not only patiently, but gladly fuffer tho 
vord of exhortation i 

Between fix and fcven we reached Rathcormufkm 
Mr. Loyd read prayers and I preached. Even tho 
Pipifls ventured to come to Church for once, and 
were a very ferious part of the congregation. 

Tucfd^y 30. I preached at eleven, and the hearts 
of the people feemed to be as melting wax. ThcCe 
are now willing in this day of hispozucr. But will 
not m»ny of them harden their hearts again p 

In the afternoon I waited on Colonel 3. and 
found htm a ferious and underftanding man, and 
his long and painful illnefs feems to have beea 
attendee! with good and happy fruit. 

Our congregation in the evening was larger than 
ever. And never fmce I came into this kingdom, 
was my foul fo refrelfaed, as it wai both in praying 
for them, and in calling them to accept the 
Redemption that is in Jefus. 

Julias we came out of Church Mr. Sketton canie 
from Corkej and told me, *^ I had no place there 
yet: it being impofliblc for me topieachnowj 
while the rioters filled the ftrcets." 

Wednefday 31. I preached at nine, and about 
eleven took horfe : our way lay through Cor he* 
We had fcarce got into it (though I had never been 
there till then) before the (Ireets, and doors, and 
windows were rntl of people. But the mob had 
not time to gather together, till we were quite 
gone through the town. I rode to Bandon, x town 

which 
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which is entirely inhabited by Proteflatits. I 
preached at fev«n in the middle Of the, ifiaifi 
Arcet) on SeeA ye the Lord while he may be fournL 
Here were by far the largeft congregacion't, both 
morning and evening, of any I had feen in 
Ireland, 

Friday, June 2, I was fent for by a Clergyman 
who h^id come twelve miles on purpofe to talk 
with me. We had no difpute, but 'fimpiy 
endeavoured to ftrengthen each other's hands in 
God. 

In the evening a gentlewoman informed me 
chat Dr. B, had averred to her and many othersi 
4. ««Tbat both John and CharUs Wejley had beea 
expelled the tfniverfity of Oxford long ago. 2* 
That there was not a Mtthodi/t left in Dublin^ 
or any where in Ireland^ but Corke and Bandon ; 
all the refl having been rooted out, by order of 
Gov>ernm&nt. 3. That neither were there any 
Mtthodifis IcFt in England: and 4. That it was 
iill Jefuftifm at the bottom." Alas, for poor Dr. B* 
Cod be merciful unto thee a (inner t 

Siiturday 3. At the requefl of many in the town, 
in the clofe of my evening fermon, I anfwered for 
myfelf. And have reafon to believe, it was much 
bleft to -many of the congregation* 

Sunday 4. Being extremely hoarfe, I could not 
fpeak without difficulty* However I made fhift 
to preach at nine, and at two, and at five, the 
congregation continually increafing, I think the 
mou general call of God to the inhabitants of 
MandoHf was at or about this time* 

Monday 5. I rode to Blarneyt three miles wide 
of Corktf where many of the Society met me. I 
fpent fome time with them in exhortation and 
prayer, and then went on to Ratkcormuck. 

I was a little furprized at the acutenefs of a 
f;entleman here, who in converfation with Col. 
B. about late occurrences, faid, He had heard, 
(here was. a people rifen up that placed all

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religion in wearing long whifkers; and ferioufly 
a(ked, <* Whether thefe were not the fame who 
were called Mctkodifts f 

Wednefday 7. I fet out with Mr. Loyi^ and 
break faftcd at Mr. Ts, at CaftUhyde. They 
both rode with me to Kiidorrrry : afooift one I 
preached to fome flocks and Hones at Brough : 
in the evening to another fort of a congregation 
at Limerick^ on Rejoice in the Lord^ ye righteous* 

Four comfortable days I fpent with this lively 
people, the like to whom I had not found in all 
the kingdom* Monday is, I had appointed to 
take horfe at four, that I might have time to 
preach at Nenagh^ but no horles came till feven. 
At four I walked forward, after reding awhile at 
TuUahy I walked on, till an honed man overtaking 
me, defired me to ride behind him. With this 
help I came to Ntnagh before eleven, preached 
there at twelve, and at Birr in the evening. 

Tuefday 13. We rode over to Glojier^ a beautiful 
feat, built by an Englijk gentleman, who had 
fcarce fini(hed his houle and laid out his gardens, 
when he was cabled to his everlafting home. 
Sir . ■ and his lady dined wiiK us, whether 

coming by accident or defign, I know not. About 
live I preached in the dately Saloon, to a little 
company oF plain, ferious people; the fine ones 
looking on, and fome of thtva feeming to be a little 
affe6led. I expounded at Birr about feven, in (ho 
flrongcfl manner I could, the (lory of Dives and 
Lazarus n 

Wednefday 14. We dcfigned to dine at Ferbane^ 
about twelve miles from Birr* We flopt at the 
fird Inn in the town. Rut they did not care to 
entertain the Hereticks; neither did the people at 
the fecond Inn. 1 alighted at the third, and went 
in, without afking any quedions. fiere I met 
with a woman very (ick and v^ry ferious. Some 
of her neighbours quickly gathered about us, and 
we endeavoured to improve the opportunity. 

After 
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^iVfter bme 4ime fpent in dofe converfatioQ and 
^prayer, «ve parted in much love. 

About fieven X preached at jiihlone* It being 
the time of the general-rcview, abundance of 
IbidierB and many ofEcext were prefent. They 
all behaved with the utmoft decency. But a 
gentlemao of the town did not : which had like 
to have coft him dear. Many fwords were 
drawn, but the Officers inlerpofed, and it went 
no farther, 

Saturday 47. The wind being very tempefluous 
in the evening, I preached in our new-huilt houfc. 
Toward the clofe of the fermon, I afked, *< Which 
of you will give yourfelfj foul and body, to God ? ' 
One cried out^ with a cry that almofl fliook the 
houfe^ *^Of 1 will, I will." And as foon as (he 
could (land, fhe came forth in the mid ft, to witnefe 
it before all the t:ongregatioD« It was Mrs. Gla/u 
Her worda pierced like Ikhtning. Prefently 
another witQeA the fame xeiolution. And noiit 
long after, one who had been Corrowing as without 
hope, Mra. Miccham, lifted up her head with joy^ 
ana continued fingtng and praifing God to the 
dawn of the next d^y. 

Perceiving this was an acceptable time, I laid 
afide my deiign df meeting the Society, and con- 
tinued in prayer with the whole congregation, all 
our hearts being as the heart of one man. 
. When I had at length pronounced the blefling, 
no man ftirred, but each ftayed in his place till I 
walked thcough them. I was foon called back 
by one crying out, <<My God, my God, thou halt 
forgottep me.'* Having fpoken this Ihe funk to 
the earth. We called upon God in her behalf. 
The cries both of her and of feveral others, 
mournipg after Gody redoubled. But we con- 
tinued wreflling with God in prayer^ till he gavo 
Ug an anfwcr of peace*

M 3 Sunday 
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Sunday t8. I preached at five, and abont tw<M 
on the Connautht (tde of the river: thence V 
hattened to A^rim^ and endeavoured to awaken ^m 
ierious but fleepy congregation. 

Monday 19. 1 rode over to Ahajkra^ and thence 
to Mr. Makon's at CafiU-garth. I had nuch coia«- 
verfation with Mrs. M — ^ and was much in doubr,. 
from the account (he gave of her own experience|. 
whether (he had not been juAified many yearSi 
though (he knew it not by that name. 

I preached at Akajkra at (ix, both in the evening 
and in the morning : on Tuefday evening at 
Aihlone. 1 then met the Society, where one and 
another and another cried a loud for mercy : we 
called upon God, till fevcral of them found 
mercy, and praifed htm with a good courase, I 
Chink more found peace with God in the(e four 
days, than in fixteen months before* 

Wednefday at. I rode to 7)prr^i-/A/},i>ut did 
not find that fervour of fpirit in the congregation^ 
which was among them the la(l year. Yet » 
few there were, who were ftili pre(&ng on to the 
mark. 

Tburfday ta. I preached at noon at a village^ 
three miles from TyrrtVs^pafs : in the evening at 
TuUamortf and on Friday, morning and evening, 
Saturday 24, I rode to MounimcUck and dirted with 
jfo/cph Fry^ late a Quaker. Abundance oF people 
Vere at the preaching in* the evening, and all 
fecmed to give earned attention. 

Sunday 25. I preached at eight to* a ftiH in« 
creafmg congregation : and God's word was as a 
two-edged fword. 1 rode thence to Portmrlingtan j- 
a town inhabited chiefly by French. A Clergyman- 
there received me gladly. Some time before a 
gentleman of Mcuntmdick^ had defired him to- 
preach againft the Meihodifts. He faid, « He 
^l^ld . not, till he knew what they were;" ia- 
otdjcr to which, he came foon aftet and heard Mr. 
Larijood^ And from that lime^ inilead of preachinj? 

againft 
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As foon as we came out of the Church, I went 
firaight to the Nf^rket-houfe, and the whole con- 
gregation followed me. I had not fecn in all 
Ireland fo glittering a company before, unlefs at Sn 
Mary's Church in Dublin: and yet all of them, 
high and low, behaved in fuch a manner, as became 
his prefence before whom they flood. 

Tnence I rode two miles farther, to Mr. L*s 
houfe, at Ch/flandy ne^r BallibritHs. It rained the 
whole time that I was preaching. But the con- 
gregation regarded it no more than 1 did: though 
I was throughly wet before I had done, tne 
ihower driving full in my face. 

Monday s6. We bad a bleded opportunity at 
Mountnulick in the evening, while I was explain- 
ing the Covenant God hath made with us. 
The fame fj>irit continued with us, at the meeting 
of the Society. So that my voice could not be 
heard for the voice of thofe who cried for mercy, 
or praifed the God of their ialvation. 

Tucfday^ %y. I talked two hours with ^ — «S— . 
m Quaker, He fpoke in the very fpirit and 
language wherein poof Mr. Hall ufed to fpeak^ 
before he made (hipwreek of the grace of God. 
I found it good for me to be with him. It 
enlivened and ftrengthened my louh 

I rode in the afternoon to Chfelamty and preached 
in the evening and morning, to a people earneftly 
delirous of pleating God. 

Thurfday 29. I rode to Pertarlington again and 
preached to a larger congregation than before. 
They all feemed to hear, not only with ftrong 
defire, but with underftanding alfo. 

I afterwards explained tC{ them the Nature of a 
Society, and dcfired any who were willing fo to 
unite together, to fpeak to me feveraUy, Abovo 
Ihrcefcoro did foj the fame. day. • 

Saturday, 
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Saturday^ July i; I preached at MountmeUci. 
Sunday Si I preached at eight in Portarlingtpn^ 
and again at two. I fcaree knew how to leave off; 
all the people feemed to be fo deeply afFe£iod« 
The Society now contained above one hundred 
members full of zeal and good defires. And in 
one week, the face of the whole town is changed. 
Open wickednefs is not fecn. The fear of God 
38 on every fide : and rich and poor alk, << What 
muil I do to be faved ?" And how long (I thought 
with myfelf ) will this continue ? In moft, only till 
the fowls of the air come, and devour the feeds 
Many of the reft, when perfecution or reproach 
begins, will immediately be offended. And in the 
fmall remainder, fome will fall off, either through 
other defires, or the caies of the world, or the 
deceitfulnefii of riches. 

Monday g. I preached at JS^/titiamry and on TueJ^ 
d^ morning and evening. Almoft every ^erion 
who was prefont at the meeting of the Society, ap« 
)>eared to oe broken in pieces. A cry went up on 
every fide ; till J^fipk Fry^ once as eminent a 
finner as even J^fa^k fry of Afoiia/fiu/icA, and 
fince as eminent an inftance of the grace of God, 
broke out into prayer. \^ was not long before 
praife and prayer were mixt together. And (hortly 
after, prayer was fwal lowed up in thankfgiving. 

Wednefday 5. I returned to Dublin* Sunday 9^ 
I preached on the green both morning and atter- 
noon. And the congregation was confiderably 
larger than any I had feen in DuhUn before. 

Wednefday la. Being one of the grand Irifi 
feftivals, by reafon of *^ The breachj t. <• Battle of 
Aghrim,** we had a very ^ large congregation . to 
whom I Ihewed. uhiU remard they had given unto 
the l^rd Jcr all his henejits. I expe£ied much of 
their ufual courtefy from the mqb when we came 
out. But I walked through them all in perfeft 
peace, none molefting us, .eUher by woxd or deed„ 

Tuefday 
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Tuefday t8. Mr. MilUr (the Lutheran miniftcr) 
informed me, That in a colle£lion of Trafts, pub- 
liQied at Buding^ Count Z's brethren h^d piinCed 
feveral pafliiges of my Journal, and whatever clfe 
they could glean up which tended to prejudice the 
Lutherans again ft the Methodifls. Was thi.^ merely 
to fhew their good-will ? Or to obviate my tefli- 
monyagainfl themfeives? 

Wednefday 19. I finiQied the tranflition of 
Martin Luther's Life, Doubtlefs he was a man 
highly favoured of God, and a blcffed inflrument 
in his hiind. But O ! What a pity that he had no 
faithful friend ! None, that would at all hazards 
rebuke him plainly and (barply, for his rough un- 
traftable fjpirit, and bitter zeal for opinions, fo 
greatly obilruftive of the work of God. 

Thurfday 20, 1 faw Dr. Stephen's hofpital^ far 
cleaner and fweeter than any I had feen in Londo/im 
The Royal HoJ^ital for old foldiers {landing on the 
top of an hill, over-looking Pheenix Park* Ail 
the buildings are kept not only in good repair, but 
likewife exa£lly clean. The hall is exceeding 
grand : the chapel Ur better finished than any 
thing of the kind in Dublin. O what is wanting, 
to make thefe men happy ? Only the knowledge 
and the Ipve of God. 

1 had now an opportunity of enquiring into the 
reil {jbaie of the late tranfa6lions at Corkei an ac- 
count of which is fubjoined, being the extrads of 
fome paoers, which were about this time put into 
my hands. 

Thomas Jones of Corke^ merchant, depofes, 
That on May 3, 1749, Nicholas Butler^ ballad- 
iinger, came before the houfe of this deponent, 
and affembled a large mob : that this deponent 
went to Daniel Crone, Efq. then Mayor of Corke^ 
and dedred that he would put a Hop to thefe riots: 
afking at the fame time, whether he gave the faid 
Butler leave to go about in this manner? That 
Mr, Mayor faid| He neither gave him leave, nei- 
ther 
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ther did he hinder Mm : That m the evening 
Butler gathered a larger mob than beforei and went 
to the houfe where the people cabled MethcdiAs^ 
were aiTembled to hear the word of God, and; a«- 
they came out, threw dirt and hurt feveral of them« 

That on Min 4, this deponent, with fome others^ 
went to the Mayor and told what had been done, 
adding, " If your woi(hip p)eafes to fpeak only 
three words to BuiUr^ it will be all over:" That 
the Mayor gave his word and honour,. ** Tbero 
fhould be no more of it, be would put an entire 
ftop to it :^ That notwith (landing, a larger mob 
than ever came to the houfe the fame evening ^ 
that they threw much dirt and many lionet at the 
people, both while they were in the houfe, and^ 
when they came out : thai the mob then fbll upon 
them, both on men and women, with clubs, nan* 
gers and fwords ; fo that many of them were much- 
wounded, and loft a confirderable ^antity of- 
blood. 

That on May 5, this deponent informed the- 
Mayor of all, and alfo that ButUr had openly de- 
clared, <* There Ihould be a greater mob than ever 
theie was that night:'' that the Mayor promitefdhe 
would prevent it : that in the evening Butler did 
iirinff a greater mob than ever r that thi» deponant. 
hearing the Mayor dcfigned to go out of the way, 
fent two men to watch him ; and when the riott 
was begun, went to the ale-houfe, and en<;[uire(l 
for him : that the woman of the houfe denying V^ 
vas there, this deponent in(i(led he was, declai:« 
ing he would not go till he had feen him, and be* 
gan fearching the houfe: that Mr. Mayor then 
appearing, he demanded his affiilance, to fuppreOi 
a riotous mob: that when the Mayor came in fight 
of them, he beckoned to ButUr^ who immediately 
'came down from the place where he flood : that 
the Mayor then went with this deponent, and 
looked on many of the people covered with dirt 
and blood; that fome of them ftili remaining ia

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Va^e houfe, fearing their lives, XiH James ChaUerton 
^Vid John Reifyi Efquiresy Sheritts of C^r^^, aad 
^^agh MiUardf junior, fifquire, Alderman, turned 
^hem out to the tpob, and nailed up the doora • 

s. Elitabtth Holler dn of Corfu dcpofes. 
That on May 3, as (he was going down Cajlle* 
firteti (he faw Nicholas Butler on a table^ with bal- 
lads in one hand and a Bible in the other : that 
(he exprefl fome concern thereat; on which 
Sheriff Rxify ordered his Bailiff to carry her to 
Bridewell; that afterward the Bailiff came and 
(aid, << His mafler ordered (he (hould be carried to 
gaol :" and (he continued in goal from May 3^ 
about eight in the evening, till between ten and 
twelve on May 5. 

S* Tohn StockdaU of Corke^ Tallow-chandler^ 
-dcpoies, 

That on May 5, while he and others were 
aifeinbled to hear the word of God, 2?ickolas Butler 
came doWn to the houfe where they were, with a 
very numerous mob : that when this deponent 
came out, they threw all manner of dirt, and 
abundance of ftoncs at him : that they then beat, 
faruifed and cut him in feveral places : that feeing 
his wife on the ground, and the mob abufihg her 
ftill, he called out, and befought them, not to kill 
hts wife : that on this one of them (Iruck him 
with a large (lick, as did alfo many others, fo that 
he was hurt in feveral parts, and his face in a gore 
of blood. 

Danid Sullivan of Corke^ Baker, depofes, 
That everyday but one from the oth to the i6th 
of May^ Nicholas Butler afTembled a riotous mobg 
before this deponent's. houfe : that they abufed all 
who came into the (hop, to the great damage of 
i^e deponent's bufinefs : that on or about the 
15 th, ButUr fwore he would bring a mob the next 

day 
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day and pull down his houfe : that accordingly on 
the i6(h, he did bring a large mob, and be it or 
abufed all that came to the houfe : that the Mayor 
walked by while the mob was fo employed, but did 
not hinder them: that aFterwards they broke his 
windows, threw dirt and flones into his (bop, and 
ipoiled a great quantity of his goods* 

Daniel Sullivan is ready to depofe farther, 
1 hat fiom the i'6ih of May to the 28: h, the mob 
gathered every day before his houfe: that on 
Sunday the aSrh, Butler fwore, " They would 
con.e the next diiy and pu:l down the houfe of 
that Hrretick dog ;" and called aloud to the mob, 
«< T.ct the Hcrelick dogs indid you; 1 will bring 
you off without a farthing coft." 

That accordingly on May 29, Butler came with a 
creater mob than before : that he went to the 
Mayor and begged him to come, which he for 
fome time refuted to do ; but after much impor- 
tunity, rnfe up, and walked with him down the 
ftrect: that when they were in the midil of the 
mob, the Mayor faid aloud, << It is your own 
fault, for entertaining tbefe Preachers: if you will 
turn them out of your houfe, 1 will engage tbeie 
{hall be no harm done ; but if you will- not turn 
them out, you mull take what you can get;" 
that upon this the mob fet up an huzza, and threw 
ftones fafter than before : that he faid, " This is 
hne ufage, under a Proteflant government; if I 
had a Priell faying Mafs in every room of it, 
my houfe would not be touched i** that the 
Mayor replied, " The Priefts arc tolerated ; but 
you are not: you talk too much : go in, and (hut 
up your doors:" that feeing no remedy, he did (0; 
and the mob continued breaking. the windows 
and throwing (lones in, till near twelve at^night« 
That on May 31, the faid Sullivan and two more, 
went and informed the Mayor of what the mob 
was then doing; that it was not without great 

importunity. 
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hnpcTivmityf they brought him as far as thtf 
£j(change ; that he would go no farther, nor fend 
»ny help, though fome that were much bruifed 
and wounded came by : that fome houra after, 
^hen the mob had finilhed their wotk| he fent a. 
j^rty of foldiers to guard the walls* 

5* John StockdaU depofes farther. 

That on May ^i , he with others was quietly 
liearingthe word of God, when ^K^^and his mob 
came down to the houfe : that as they came out, 
the mob threw (bowers of dirt and ftones : that 
many were hurt, many beat, bruifed and cut^ 
among whom was this deponent, who* was bruifed 
and cut, that the effuiion of blood from his head 
could not be (lopped for a con(iderable time* 

6. John M*Nerney of CorkCf depofes. 
That on the 31(1 of May iaft, as this deponent^ 
with others was hearing a fermon, Butler came 
down with a large mob : that the (lones and dirt 
coming in faft, obliged the congregation to (hut 
the doors, and lock themfelves in : that the mob 
broke open the door, on which this deponent 
endeavoured to elcape though a window : that 
not being able to do it, he returned into the houfe, 
where he faw the mob tear up the pews, beachea 
and fibor, part of which they afterwards burnt in 
the open ureet, and carried away part for their 
own ufe. 

7* DanidSultivan is ready to depofe farther. 
That Butler with a large mob went about from 
ib'eet to Iheet, and from houfe to houfe abufing, 
threatening and beating whomfoever he pleafed^ 
from June tft, to the 16th, when they a(raulted, 
bruifed and cut Ann Jenkins^ ; and from the j;6th 
to the 30th, when a womani whom they had 
beaten, mifx:arrted, and narrowly efcaped with lifc^ 
Some of the particulars were as follow : 

Thomas Burned of Cofkt^ Natlor, depofes^ 
That on or about the 12th of June aa Ihia

ihui ? ButUr took up a itoi^e and ilruck him fo \i 
violently on the fide, that he was thereby rendered 
incapable of working for upwarda of e" week :

without any kina of provocation, which fo hurt 
her, that (he was obhged to take to her bed, and 
2us not been right well (tnce, 

Ann Coojkea of Carke depofesi 

That on or about the itth of Juntf as Oie waa 
Handing at her father's door, Nicholas ButUr^ with 
a riotous mob, began to abufe this deponent and 
her family, calling them Heretick bitches, .faying 
they were damned and all their fouls were in hell, 
that then, without any provocation, be took up a 
great (lone, and threw it at this deponent, which 
ilruck her on the head with fuch force, thai it 
deprived her of her fenfes for fome timet 

8. Ann Wright of Cinkt^ depofes. 

That on or about the tsth of June^ as this 
deponent was in her own houfe, iutUr and his 
mob came before her door calling her and her 
family Herciick bitches, agd fwearing, *< He 
would make her houfe hotter than hell-fire :" 
tha/t he threw dirt and floncsat them, hit her in 
tlie face, daOied all the ^oods about which flie had 
in her window, and fhe really believes, would 
have daChed out her brains, had ihe not quitted 
her fhop, and fled for her life. 

Margaret Grifin of Corke^ depoks^ 

That on the 94th of j^miCy as this deponent was 
about her bufineis, Butler and his mob came up, 
took hold OB her, tore her clothes, Ilruck her 
fevetal times, and cut her mouth ; that after fho 
broke from him| he and his mob purlued her to 
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tifix l)OttiC| aad would have broke in^ had not fiune 
jtiAigbbQura fnterpoCed : that ho haa beat and 
abufed her feveral timet before, and one of thofo 
times to fuch a degree, that (he was all io a gore of 
Uqod, and continMcd fpxtting blood for teverai 
dayj after. 

JhM Conner^ Clothier, of Corke depofea, 
That on the 84tb of Jfune^ as he was employed 
Jn hislawful buiinefs, ButUr and his mob came up^ 
9Qd without any manner of provocation fell upon 
him ; that they beat him till they cauied fuch an 
effufion of blood, as could not be ftoppcd for 9 
tonfiderable time; and that he verily believes, 
bad not a gentleman iotcrpoicd, they would hav^ 
killed him on the fpot. 

o. Ann Hughes of Ci)rA^ depofes. 

That on the 29th of Jfune^ (he a&ed 'Nicholas 
BiUUrf Why he broke open her hopfe on the 2 i fl ? 
That hereon he called her many abufive names, 
(being attended with his mob) dragged her up and 
down, tore her clothes in pieces, and witn hie 
fword, dabbed and cut her in both her arms. 

Daniel FUiSf BUckfmith of Corke depofes, 
That on the 29th of Jfune^ Butler and a riotoua 
mob came before his door, called him many abufiye 
names, drew his hanger and threatened to ilab him s 
that he and his mob the next day affaulted the 
houfe of this deponent with drawn fwords : and 
that he is perfuadcd, had not one who came by^ 
prevented, they would have taken away his life* 

io> Mary Fuller^ of Cc^r^e depofes, 

That on the 30th of June^ Butler at the head of 
his mob, came between nine and ten at night Io 
the deponent's (hop, with a naked fword in hia 
hand : that he fwore, He would cleave the 
deponent's fcull, and immediately made a full 
ftroke at her head : whereupon (he was obliged 
to fly for her lifci leaving her (hop and goods to

the tnobf many of which they hacked and hewed 
with their fwordf^ to her no ftnaU lofs and damage.' 

Htnry Dunkle, Joiner, of Corke dcpofes. 
That on the 30th of ^unf, as he was (landing at 
widow Fuller's Qiop-wmdow, hefaw ButUr Siccom* 
panied with a large mob, who flopped bsfoj^e her 
&op ; that after he had grofsly abufed her, he made 
a full (Iroke with his hanger at her hcdd ; which 
mud have cleft her in two, had not this deponent 
received the guard of the hanger on his fhoulder : 
thai prefently after, the (aid JButUr feized upon this 
deponent": that he feized him by the collar with 
one hand, and with the other held the hanger over 
his head, calling him all manner of names, and 
tearing his (hiit and cl^Mthes ; and that had it not 
been ^r the timely adiHance of feme neighbours^ 
he verily believes he (hou)d have been torn to 
piecea. 

' Margaret Trtmncl^ of Corke depofes, 

*Thai on the 30th of June John Aujlin and 
Nicholas Butter^ wi'h a numerous mob, came to her 
Ihop : that after calliuj; her many namesj Aujlin 
ilruck her with his club on the right arm, To that 
it has Decn black ever (ince from 'he flioulder to 
the elbow : th^t i^u//^r came next, and with a great 
Hick llruck her a ^ijlent blow acrofs the back : 
that many of iheni drew their fwords, which they 
carried under their coats, and cut and hacked her 
goods, part of which fhey threw out into the flreef^ 
while f)thers of them threw dirt and liones into 
the fliop, to the confiderable damage of her goods 
and lofs of this deponent. 

11. It was not for thofe who had any tcgard 
either to the perfons or goods, to oppofc Mr* 
Butler after this. So the poor people patiently 
fuffered, till long after this, wha-ever he andhis^ 
laob were pleafed to infli6l upon them. 
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
